gates of his ennemies campe: aud whan 
they had with caſtyng and thꝛowyng in⸗ 
tothep2 teutes and ſtacyons , pzouoked 
them to iſſue oute to battailc , allurynge 
them to purſue after, that then theyſhuld 
by littel and littell recule backe againe o- 


uer the ſaide riuer. The reſidue ot the ca⸗ 


pitaines he tommaunded, that they ſhuld 
tauſe all their men to dyne and recfreſhe 
them ſelles, and after to be in a redynes. 
againlte thep ſhould be called to the bat- 
tayle: Denip2onius hearing the rumours 
of the Numidies,b2onght all his armye 
(being very deſyꝛous of battayle)to the ri 
uer, where dnto the other reculcd backe, 
as was appointed by Anniball. The wes 
ther was ertremelp colde, and it ſnowed 
faſt. The ſoultiours had taken no ſuſte⸗ 
naunce betoꝛe, noꝛ made any pꝛouiſion to

Thc warres detwene the 
the cold froſt and ſno we. But in all hal 
tolo wyng the umidtans, thepz crafty 
ennempes that fledde befoze thepm, en 
tred into the ryuer. Now was the wan 
ryſen that nyght, by reafon of that ſnow, 
as byghe as thepz bzeſtes . Mhan they 
came out of the water,theyz bodies wet! 
ſo ſtarke and benommed with colde, that 
ſcarſely they coulde holde thep2 armor 
pon thetm:and alſo toward the mydde⸗ 
of the daye z they beganne to faynte fa} 
dunger . In the meane ſeaſon Annibal 
cauſed great fpzes to be made befoze hy 
fouldioars tentes, that euery man might 
warme him: and alſo to put oyle in they) 
gloves, which ſhuld ſouple thepꝛ topntes 
and members. Whan they hearde that 
they: ennemyes were paſſed the ryuer, 
beynge luſtye bothe in vodp and herte, e 
nery man toke his weapon and wentet0 
battayle. Anniball ozdzed hys battayles 
eircumſpectlye: fpzſte he ſette foꝛthe hys 
towers of dartes , whiche were of 
dies called Baleares, then his light hat⸗ 
neyſed footemen, to the number of. vill, 
S. and after them the other kootemen: he 
alſo beſtowed in the. ii. wynges. x. G. 
dazſemen , in whome reſted the greatt 
| frength 
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trengthe of hys battayle , and into theſe 
wynges alſo he departed hys elephan- 
tes, puttynge theim craftelye befoze'the 
pahte of his ennempes hozſes, twhyche 
vere not wonte to theim, fo that fo: 
ſtraungenes of the ſpghte , and the vn- 
accuſtotned ſauour of them, theyſtattered 
abꝛode, and than the battaile by the foote 
men was maintepned fo2 a ſeaſon: But 
atone, what by reaſon of the hozſemen 
and elephantes, and alſo thꝛough the ſo⸗ 
dapne compnge of Pago with the Nu- 
midians, that fierſelpe a ſſapled the. Ro- 
mapnes at thepꝛ backes , they were ftrp- 
ken with ſuche feare, that they kled on all 
artes: Some ieoparded to take the wa⸗ 
ex ngapne, and eſtaped to thep2 tentes, 
but of theim were but fewe , fo2 epther 
thep were dzowned in the depe water, oz 
els ſlapne of theyꝛ ennemies in the chaſe 
at the water ſyde.Panye toke the ryghte 
waye to Placentta,and thereby were ſa⸗ 
ned. On the other ſpde the Carthagtnen- 
ſes were ſo beaten with the raine mixte 
 byth ſnowe , and with the intollerable 
tolde, that the beaſtes, E lephantes, and 
men, were almoft periſhed .

the purſuite of the Romapnes:ſo that: 
moſte drade foꝛ colde they came to they 
campe, with very [mal iop of they) victs 
ry. The nert nighte Scipio conueped h 
hoſte ouer the riuer of Trebia, and fot 
Platentia, vn ware to the Tarthaginen 
ſes: who bp reaſon of the vehemẽt ſtoꝛm 
of rapne t hat fell that nyghte, coulde ni 
here the remouynge : oz els fo2 peined 
woundes and werines of labour, diſſznv 
bled the matter and toke no hede theredl, 
Thus were the Romains conueped pes 
ſibly to Placentia , and from thens the 
paſſed ouer Padus to Cremona. Whan 
the chance therof was knowen at rome, 
there aroſe ſuche ſodayne feare among! 
them, as though they2 cnnemies had ben 
come alredp with baners diſplaide befozt 
the gates of rome: Neither had they hope 
ofanye kurther ſuccours, whereby tht

EIT Uhan Semp2onius by chaunce

newe Conſuls, at whiche parliamente, 
Cneius Seruilias, and C. Flaminius 
were created conſulles. M bich thynge 
done, be came to Placentia, thynkynge 
to paſſe the NAA pnter qupetelpe in that 
plate, but the Romapnes had not quiete 
ſo much as the Mynter time. - Fo2 the 
Humidians and other of the hoſte of An⸗ 
nibal were ſpartteled abꝛode in the coſtes 
fo that they were troubled on euerp ſide. 
There was a certapne market towne 
and caſteſl nt farre from Placentia, ves 
ry riche, and rongipe fenſed. Thither 
went Manniball with his hoꝛſemen, and

des. And they came to a place meete foz 
treaſon and diſceyte, where as the great 
lake ozfenne of Traſimenus did almoſt 
joyne vnto the hilles of Coꝛtona.

led fo2th the time,onely to thintente hys 
npire t rule might the longer contineln 
and that be cared not, what coſt the citee 
were at, in finding ſo great an armye, ſo 
at he mighte be at reſte with hononre. 
Cbus had he gotten manpe enemyts at 
Rome. And to entreaſe their malpte to⸗ 
ward him, Anniball w2ought a meruap⸗ 
us ſubtiltce,he ſet a number of his men 
o ſpoile the cuntrey, 4 commaũded them 
any wiſe to do no hurt to the landes of 
Fabius, ot whiche he gat the knowledge 
tertaine that were fledde to hym from 
roman army, This did he, to on — 


Che warres bet wene the

twene hym and Fabius. Uhiche tram 
acte of Annball cauſed Fabius to bet; 
moꝛe ſuſpect to the ſenate of Nome. Bu 
to take awape that ſnſpection from him, 
Fabius ſente his ſonne, and ſolde the 
ground? 92 fi:{des, whyche were not vis 
lated by Anatballes ſubtiftee. owe fo 
tuned it alſo to cncreaſe Fabius euyl u 
at Rome, that after his departinge tron 
the hoſte, 9inutins , the mapller of tix 
hoꝛſemen, beinge left to guide the army 
cauſed the campe and tertes, which wen 
by Fabius ſet ſafe in the hygh hylles, 
be bꝛought done and pitched in the lun 
valeys: And there they were .dyſpoſed i 
ter the difcrecion of the capitaine , thyn 
kynge epther to make a lkyꝛmiſhe wen 
them that went abꝛode to robbe, oꝛ eis i 
inuade them that were left behind in in 
tentis. Annibal,knowpng that he (hui 
kepe warre with a capteine much vnn 
the other, and that hys ennempes wolf 
oꝛder their buſpnes moꝛe quicklye tha 
wyſely, and perteyuinge hisenemyes u 
dꝛawe moe nere vnto him: he ſente i 
the parte ot his ſoulviozs to robbe am

pꝛoſperous aduenture, than reioyſa 
therin. MA hich ſapeng cauſed him great 
iy to be hated of the citezes, and arten 
ctellus,openly rebuked Fabius then 
toꝛe, ſapeng, that he kept h is mi in ty 
campes, moze like captiues and pziſy 
ners, thẽ men ot warre. @pecially it uu 
not to be ſutt̃red that he beinge p2eſentt 
would not only ſuffer nothing to be den 
valiantlip againſt his enemies, but now 
alſo being abſent, held agapnſt the thing 
that was wel done bi his maiſter of bon 
men. Fabius anſwered but fewe won 


foz he thought they ſhould be eue! hearth 


but he ſaid, that where. ti. yeres paſte,tit 
citee had ſuſtepned great harmes + loſſy 
though the fosliſhe hardineſſe of the gv 
uernours, he doubted not, but if he mig) 
beare rule andhaue his minde, he woul 
make it euident to all men, that foztun 
could litell do 62 wozke againſt a good 
1 p wiſedome 4 reaſon chauln 
Baue the dominion ouer all bir chances. 
He ſaive further, p he bad ſaued his hol 
from acruellenemy, in all this perilous 
time without harme oz ſhame : whichit 
thought, ougbt moꝛe to be pꝛayſed, thil 
ch kill a great numbet dr enmies. But 
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ancluſion, the determination of the Ses 
date was, ö M. Attilius Regulus chould 
e Conſull in the place of Flamminius: 
Ind that Pinutius, the mayſler of the 
Wo:ſemen (who ſo nobipe had gauerned 
is army) ſhould be halte ruler of the Hott 
vith Fabius,and the gouerhauncc there 
f to be parted betwene them. 
Mith theſe diſpleaſat actes of the ſenate 
Fabius retourned to his army, truſting, 
bat although Pinutius old baue haite 
e rule wyth him, pet ſhsulde be wants 
ve pollicte and maner of c:dcaynge his 
part of the army to him cõmitted:whicbe 
pollicye, bp exerciſe and great trauaile he 
jad obtepned. Minutius pcrecepyuing bim 
lelfe to be had in ſuch eſtimatio at Rome 
s wel with the Senatours,as wyth the 
commons, where he was befo2e a iptell 
p;oude,he then beganne to take muche 
node on him, boſtinge him ſelke, that in 
they2 great calamitie, he alone was foiid 
out a capitaine able to matche Anniball. 
And the began he to deniſe of the parting 
of thep2, empire oꝛ rule. He woulde haue 
had it ſo parted, that one day oꝛ one weke 
he ſhoulde haue ruled all: And one other 


dape oz weke, Fabius to rule all, and \9 
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fo take the hole gouernaunce by tony 
That would Fabius none of: but wouy 
haue the army parted betwene the, wi 
the oꝛdinances and other neteſſaries. 
Dapeng, that incaſe he could not byhy 
counſaile ſaut the hole hoſt, pet he wn 

afſape to ſaue the halfe thereof,as wel 
he might And on that poynct they agen 
and thereupon denided their companie 
oꝛ legions, and alſo they? campes. Thi 
debate and o2derof the Romapne Can 
tapnes was knowen to Anniball by < 
ſpycs as were al other thinges that wen 
done in the tentes of his enemies, whit 
tidinges bꝛought to him double iop. On 
was, fo2 that he thoughte to vanquyly 
the f9o!iſhe hardines of Pinutiug euev 
he won!d? him ſelfe. The other was, fi 
that halfe the firengthe of Fabius ws 
minyched, by reaſon of the partinge fl 
the hoſte. Then was there a hille by 
tweene the hofte of Hanniball, and ih 
hoſte of Pinutius, which hill whoſoeu 
had gotten, ſhoulde be able to do much 
difplcaſure to his ennemies. Annibal 
deſyꝛrd not ſo muche to take it withouit 
battaile, (although the occnpacton ther 
of ſyould be to him very neceſſarpe) ah 
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nake it an occaſion of battaile to Pinus 
us:whom, he wifte well, woulde euer 
un to withſtande his enterpꝛiſe, in the 
ittapning thereof. A feilde there was in 
be middell, berwene him and the ſapde 
(ll, whiche kiel de was verpe plapne and 
ape, and appeared muche vnmecte fog 
eaſon, to hide any embuſhement in, bp⸗ 
auſe it was neyther couered with wood 
chꝛubbes, no buſhes. It ſemed therefoze 
place rather meete to deſcrye treaſon 


than to hide it, foz that in a plapne and 
bare valep no ſuche deceyte might be feas 


red. But then Anniball eſpyed, that in 
he bottome of the ſapde hill were diners 
caties and holowe places in the rockes, dt 
whychs ſome were able to receyue and 
hide. ii. hundzed ſouldiours armed. In 
theſe darke caues Hanniball hid. v.thou⸗ 
ſande footemen and hozſcemen : not with⸗ 
ſtanding leaft the noyſe oꝛ the bzyghtnes 
of the harneps might happen to-diſconer 
his diſceyte, be ſente a fewe in numbze 
the nert mozning to take the fozeſayd hill 
whereby he withdꝛewe the eyes of his e⸗ 
nemies from loking to that place of em 
buchemente. Whan the companye that 


went to the bil were perceiacd by tbe Ro 
5 J. iii. mapnes 
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maines, to be ſo ewe in number they 
nought by the, euery man coueted tog 
to dzine their enemies from that hil. an 
alſo the Capitapne no leffe fos!yſhe the 
they, called his men to harneys, thzraty 
ning his ennemies with vapne wozdez 
Fyzfiec he ſent light harneiſed pong min ca 
then he fent foꝛth hozſemen, which wen 
a great companpe:laſte of all, himſrltÞ 
commeth wyth his whole armpe. Anda 
Anniball ſawe occaſion, and the battattÞ 
encreoſc, he ſente euer of his men born 
footem?n xt hoꝛſemen, to ſuccour his peo 
ple, ſo th; it tge battatle was furniſhed en 
both partes, and wared very ſtrong. 
The Ko mapnes were thought to beofs 
great boldenes and courage, and ſyoulde 
haue done well, if the battaile had ben 
equalli handled, they were ſo encourage 
with their late victozpe ; but ſovaynelyt 
tame thoſe that were hydde in tbe caucs 
koꝛth on the, makinge oreat clamonrand 
rumoure on their ſides £ backes , fo thit 
they ſurpꝛiled with feare,had neither bat 
tes to fight, noꝛ hope to flye, Than F® 
bius kirſt hearing the noiſe , and after fe 
ing the hoſt troubled a farre of. Foꝛtune

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an J feared it woulde, nowe be that is 
opned with Fabius in toe empire, hath 
ound Annibal ouer hard foꝛ him, both in 
power, and alſo in Foztune.

taining gentilly the one theother. There 
Pinutius ſubmitted him and his men to 
be vnder the pꝛotection of Fabius, re- 
agninge cleane the auctozitee of the em- 
Spy2e and rule into his handes, wbiche he 
Jaccompted to be to hym a burthen rather 
¶ than honour:deſpꝛing him that he might 
be agapne in the office of the mapſter of 
bhoꝛſemen, as he was befoze. M han this 
was knowen at Rome, and affirmed to 
be true, not only by the letters of the ca- 
pitapnes, but alſo of the ſouldpours of 
both partes, the pꝛaiſe of Fabius was e- 
leuate to the heauens, and he had no leſſe 
pꝛayſe of Annibal and bys hoſte, who as 
than felte , that they had to doe with the 
Komaynes, and that they kept warre in 
Italy. Foz the two peres paſt, thep lo lit⸗ 
tel! dyd eſteme bothe the Capitaynes of 
Rome, and alſo the ſouldiours, that they 
coulde fcarſelpe beleue, that they foughte 
with thoſe people, whome they had hard 
of theyꝛ fathers, were ſo much to be doub 
ted. And it was ſapde, that Anniball go⸗ 
eng from the battayle ded ſaxe, that hay

And the nerte dare 
elo e that they departed oute of the cy- 
ee, Lucius Aemilius bys felow made 
Falloene Ozacion to the people, whyche 
was mooze trewe thanne thanckefull 
onto the Cptezens: In the whyche 
he ſpake nothynge agapnſte Teren⸗ 
tius Aarro hys felowe , but that he mers 
nayicd, howe anye Capptapne beynge 
in the citee, ſhould know, what he ſhould 
doe whan he were armed in the fleld,be- 
foꝛe he knewe other hys owne boſte , oz 
the hofte of hys ennempes, and the place 
wbere they ſhould fight, oꝛ the nature of 
the region oꝛ countrep: and how he could 
appopnet bis ſpede the daye , wherein he 
ſhoulde fighte wptb his ennemies. After 
theſe wo2ds, whan he was redy to — — 
with his tompanpe, Fabius taping him 
koꝛ a ſeaſon, ſaid to him as foloweth.

knowyng the goodnes as 1 doe, and al itt 
the condicions of thy companyon, per 
ceytie,that thy goodnes ſhall littel auailÞ 
the common welthe,thzough the folyen 
thy felowe ; ſo that the common Wwelth 
dothe halte, and is halfe lame on the om 
part: wherby euil counſel ſhal take place, 
as wel as good counſel. Mherkoge to the 
onely now is mine ozacion, warning the 
befo2e to be ſure, that thou ſhalte haue as 
much warre with thy felowe Derentius 
as with Annibal. And J know not, who 
ther of theim wyl bee moꝛe deadly enne 
ye to the, Foz thou ſhalte onclye fights 
with Anniball in the field, but wyth thy 
ſelowe thon ſhalt haue continuall warn 
in all places, and at all times. Wth An 
niball thou ſhalt fight with thy men both 
on hoꝛſebacke and on fote, but Uarro wil 
allayle the with thine owne men.

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T remember. C. Flaminius 5 who be⸗ 
nge conſul, and hauyng hys men abonts 
wm in his hoſte, beganne to ware mad. 
This man, bothe befoze be was made 
onſull, and now being conſal,cuen here 
n the ſenate houſe, befoze he ſee his field 
2 his ennempe, is all redy madde . And 
e that thus pꝛateth amonge the Sena 
tours, what trowe you wpll be do, whan 
ye ſhall be in the fielde amonge a ſoꝛte of 
H treſhe ponge ſouldpozs, where with one 
woꝛde ſpeakpnge, all the matter ſhalbe 
tried: But in cafe he make ſpede to fight, 
Jas he ſateth be wyll doe, epther Jknowe 
not what belongeth to the warres,02 els 
we are lyke to ſuſfer greatter loſſe than 
we had at Traſpmenus.

Ve haue ta⸗ 
nthe muſter of all pour people of all as 
ges and ſoztes, and J here ſape, ye hang 
zoſen. vitt, thouſand of pout bondemen 
o the warre, and there is of vs no le ſſe 
numbze, nepther will ourc redeminge 
oft any moꝛe then thepz bying will coft, 
ru! y if I ſhould compare thetm, bepng 
pnge ſernauntes and bende 'Vnto'vs 
Titezens and free, J ſhoulde greatciye 
diſhonour the name of Rome. But this 
J would pe ſhould remẽder fathcrs con- 
ſcript, in ſuche a counſell, if pe will be ſo 
ard harted, as to retuſe vs (which if yer 
do, you ſhal do without our deſeruing) to 
which of our enemies will yechmit vs?

ſon, and thereby to encreale both his auc 

toꝛitie and ſubſtance, deuiſẽd a great and 
ba enterpꝛiſe, whiche was, that a 

ne as Anniball ſhoulde come thither 

with his armp, he would cauſe the com- 

mans to flea the Ton Alter 9 5 
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death, he might at his pleaſure peldeth 
title to the Carthaginenſes. Pet atth 
laſt ye conſidered , that better it werefy 
him to rule and gouerne acomms wel 
flouriſhing in ail thinges, then to tub 
cite y were vtterly ſubuerted 2 diſtroig 
(whiche he accompted to be, it t he nobl 
men ancient counſellers, thereof were 
ſlaine) he then imagined a waye, that he 
might both ſaue the ſenate & counſella 
the citee, t make the counſell of the lam 
to thinke them ſelues bounde to him en 
the cõvꝛon people. M herupon he tale 
a counſaple, wherein he ſhewed the ſem 
tours, that to reteiue the Carthaginen 
ſes, t to leaue the Komans frendſhip da 
nothing pleaſe him, conſideringe that he 
had marped Appius Claudius doughte 
e alſo that Liuius had maried one of his 
doughters:ſauing that neceſſitee did re- 
quire it, becauſe ther was other matters 
in hand much moꝛe to be doubted, which 
was. that the commune people were ptr 
poſed kirſt to ſlea the all that were in the 
Senate houſe, 4 after to pelde vp the c 
tee to Innibafl. Neuertheleſſe he ſaydt, 
he would vndertake that he woulde ſaile 
them from daunger, if they would __ 
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mit theym ſelues wholpe to him:wheres 

wyth be made them great aſſuraunce by 
othes. W han they all, beunge duertomt 
with feare, had conſented to him, J wyll 
ſhut pou ! ſayth he) into the ſenate houſe; 
as though J were of the commons coun⸗ 
lell, and did alowe theyi deedes and pur⸗ 
poſe: but after 3 ſhall finde a way to ton⸗ 
ſerue and ſaue peut. hen they were a- 
greed to the ſame, he encloſed theym in 
the counſaple houſe ſo that none conlde 
tome to them, no2 they get fozth vnleſſe 
it were by his licence. And then he called 
the common people together, and ſapde: 
My krendes. nowe haue pon power over 
the deteſtable and wycked Senatoures, 
whoſe death ye haue ſo long deſpꝛed, and 
that ye haue nowe wytbont ſtroke ftrps 
king. Foz beholde, à Have them encloſed 
in onder hoenſe aboue bnarmed: And 
what ſentence pe wil geue of theym, oz 
anye of theym, that ſhall they ſutker, ac⸗ 
toꝛding to theyꝛ deſertes. But befoze all 
thinges, J wold you ſhonld have reſpett 
to pott health and pꝛofite, befoze the ex⸗ 
ecutlon of pour wꝛath. o? ſenatoures 3 
am ſure, pe wil hane to gotterne the citte 


Therefoze nolve haue we two things to 
P. li, bs 
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be done together, that is, to put down 
the olde ſenatours, t then to choſe new 
J wil well, that you ſhal iudge what y 
nichemente the olde ſhall haue: but fir 
pou ſhal chuſe a newe valiant wiſe lem 
toꝛ in euerp of their places Then ſeth 
downe t cauſed their names to be put u 
waiting into a pot, and as thepz name 
were ſeuerallpe dꝛawen fo2th of the pot, 
he cauſed them to be called in o2der, h 
that was firſt named, he cauſed to beet 
ched out of the ſenate houſe; wherin the 
were incloſed. And whan the common 
herd his name, they all cried that he was 
icked, t wozthy of puniſhement, Then 
ſaid Pacuuins,J here wel what pou ſq 
let hint be caſt out for nought, 1 another 
choſen in his place. Zhan were ther at 
the firſt put to ſilence, becauſe they wan 
ted a better tobe choſe in his place. am 
when any man would take vpon himty 
nor any other man: there would aryl 
A greater rumour £ noiſe at his naming 
Dome ſapeng, they knewe him not, am 
"Tame repꝛehendinge his birth, ſome hu 
maͤners, ſome the vilenes of his craſte 
Huing, w ſuch other obiections :4 mucke 
moꝛe thenoiſe was foz choſing the ſedd 
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and thirde: ſo that they all agreed, that it 
was rather better faz thepm to ſuffer the 
old noughty ſenatours to remain wh ch 
they kne we the to haue ſuche news, as 
were woꝛſe 4 vnkno wen, ſo that they tõ 
maunded fo let the old ſenatours go free 
and vſe their roomes. After this maner 
Pacumus gat the rule of y comon welth 
pealiblye, makinge the ſenatours muche 
moe boar to him, fo: ſauing their liues 
than to the commos of the citee. And by 
this mean by al mens conſent he had the 
hole gouernance of the citee. Ot this 
tame the loſſe of the dignitee tot he ſena⸗ 
tours, foꝛgettinge their libertee, dopnge 
nothing in the coiſell houſe without the 
comons aduile. The citee was al wapes 
pꝛone t᷑ geuen to luſt © pleaſure, nat only 
by the noughtines of thepz mindes, but 
alſo by the abundaunce of pleaſures, ry- 
ches, 1 other delites,4-0f all frujtoful 
both on ſea and lande, and war 
though the flatterye of pꝛinces 
muche libertee of the people, folow 


their pleaſures and luſt beyond all 


ure, ſo that they diſpiſed both the — 
am other magiſtrates, and alſo albrule 


And Ws: And then after the battatle E 
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Cannas, ther that had a litel: hamefafl 
neſſe befq22, were not aſhained to diſpi 
the emppꝛe of Rome. And in ſyozte time 
afcer,they con ſented to pelde vp the ein 
fo Anniball, £ to leaue the amitee-of the 
Romas:yet befoze they would ſend theit 
legates to Annibal, they ſent meTigets 
fo Rome, to dsſire that one of they2cites 
mighte be euer one of the Conſulles i 
Rome, ik they wold that they ſhuld helge 
them in their buſines. WMhereupon thee 
aroſe greate indignation and enger, kn 
that they, that were befoze in amitie am 
as ſubiectes, ſhould require ſuch equaly 
t ee ot hondur with the Remains. when 
koꝛe they tom maonded, that the legates 
ſhould be bꝛought out of the ſenate houls 
t farther they ſent an officer, who ſhould 
conuaye them out of the citie,+ to char 
theym to departe gut ofthe limittes am 
boandes of Rome. The ſame legates in 
cantinente vppon thepz retourne home, 
were ſente to Anniball, who reccyn4 
them, and graunted them all the condl# 
tions of peace , actoꝛdynge ts therz al 
kingc, ſo that no ruler 02 magiftratedl 
Carthage ſhould hercafter clayme ru

neither ſhould any of them be enfozſed to 
go in the warres , but at his cwne plea⸗ 
ſare, Agayne, that they might kepe ſtyll 
their owne lawes, with their rules and 
magiſtrates. Amongeſt whych requeſies 
they deſire d. iii. C. Romane captives to 
be deliuered vnto them, Which Cor Id be 
chaunged fo2 other. iii. C. of they hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, that kepte warre in Sicilia, wh ch 
was not denied theim. To this agree⸗ 
ment, Decius Magius, a man of greate 
auctozitce (ſauinge that the commons 
were not agreable to him) didde vtterlye 
inyihZand:fp3ſt willing that no legacpe 
ſhould be ſent to Anniball, 2nd as ſoone 
as he hearde, that the agreemente was 
made, and that Anniball would ſend hts 
men of armes to Capua, he ſhewed th? 
fo an erample, the pꝛoude reigningt of 
Pirchus:and the miſcrable ſcruitude of 
the Zarentines,cryeng alowde, that if 
thep would hcare him, Anniballes army 
ould in no wiſe be receiued: And if th: rv 
were already recepued, that they ſhould 

be pat fo2th agapne. 

As ſo:neastyeſe thinges were ſhclrcd 

fo Banniball (as they Were not ſecretely 

ſpoken) he commaunded, that Pans 

. 8 ould 
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ſhould be taken and ſente vnto him; buf Wl þ 
then he fearing the diſpieaſure of thepen t 
ple, ſent wozd to Marius the p2etoz,that Wh bv 
be would be at Capua, the nerte daye to By 
lowyng. Marius incontinent aſſembley . v 
the people, and ſhe wed all men of Anm / t 
balles coming, commaundinge them tq er 
be ready with theyꝛ wpues ta mete him, b

And when be was comminge, and althe 
citee wente to meete him, onelpe Decing 
with his ſonne, and a fewe of his frends 
woulde not go with them: but walked 
openlpe and ſtubburnelpe in the marbet 
place. As ſoone as Anniball came to the 
titee, he called a counlaple, myndinge in 
his anger to do cruell execution of his ad 
nerſaries, notwithſtandinge the rulers 
of the citee deſired him that he ſhould da 
nothing as that dap, but be mery and te 
lebꝛate the ſame in the woꝛſhippe ol his 
comming, To whoſe requeſt (althougbt 
he was of a ſodaine inclination to wzath 
and anger) he was con oꝛmable: am 
ſpent that daye in vewinge the citee. 
Pacuuius Calauius,of whom we ſpaks 
beloꝛe, who was chtefe vf the cifee, am 
chyefccauſer of the peldynge thereof it: 
the Carthaginenſcs,-bzvught his ſom 
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beinge a ponge man, thither, whome he 
toke from the companye of Decius, wyth 
whom the yonge man ſtaode firmelye a⸗ 
gainſt the bandes and frendſhyppe made 
with the Carthaginenſes: nother coulde 
the cite; ens, beyngenclyned to that part, 
nother the auctazitee of his father, moue 
the ponge man to the ſame, vnts whome 
bis father, with great interceſſion, made 
Anniha!t good lozde and frend. Anniball 
bevng ousrcome and appeaſed wyth the 
requeſte of hys father, cauſed the ponge 
man, with his father, to be ſent foz to ſup 
per, at whiche ſupper there was none of 
Capua, ſauyng thoſe that were lodged. in 
that houſe, and one Jubellius Taurca, a 
noble warriour. The ſupper was begun 
befoze the nyghte, the feaſt was ſumptu⸗ 
dus, and not after the manner of fare in 
warre time. This ponge man, nother by 
the p;zouocacion of the rulars, noꝛ by the 
cheringe of Anniball hym ſelle, coulde be 

perſwaded to be mery, but he ſhelwed hys 
father, that he was diſeaſed, and that his 
minde was ſoze troubled. And whan bys 
father heard that, he departed oute of the 

feaſting chaumber befo:e the ſonne was 


ſette:whome his @onne folowed. And 
f home his on * —

Whan 
his father ( meruailing wohnt it might be) 
badde inquyꝛen of hym that deuyſe: he 
caſt his gowne from hym , and ſhewed 
bys ſide beynge gyzte wyth a ſwoozde: 
Nowe wyll 3(ſaid he) eftablyſh and ſanc- 
tifpe the bandes betwyrt the Komaynes 
and vs, with the bloudde of Annibal: Ot 
this counſaple Father, I thoughte to 
make the pꝛiupe befo:e, fo2 becauſe J 
knewenot, whether thou haddeſt rather 
be pꝛeſente, whyles the deede were dos 
eng? 92 not. Whyche diupſe whanthe 
olde man hearde (as thoughe he hadde 
be pꝛeſente at the doynge of that which 
was ſpoken ) wyth grratte feare he be. 
ganne to exhoꝛte and perſwade his ſonne 
to the contrary:laipnge fpꝛſte the great 


othe and pꝛompſe made to Annibal by al 
the whole citee:4 alſo eweng the day 
* gel 
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ger of the act to be ſuch, that he could ne⸗ 
uer eſcape aliue. J beyng thy father ( ſapd 
be / haue wonne Anniball to be thy dood 
loꝛde, and ſhall not J wynne my ſonne to 
be frende to Anniball: And after that 
he hadde with longe pzaper , wepynge, 
and greate interteſſpon ouercome bys 
ſonne, and diſu aded him from his enter- 
pꝛyſe, the ponge man ſapde theſe wooz⸗ 
des: O countrep, retepue thou thys 
ſwooꝛde, wyth wyyche J beynge armed, 
wold haue defended this citee and caſtel, 
ſparpnge nothynge noz fearynge mpne 
owne death, but onely bepng overcome 
with iny fathers perſwaſpons. And wha 
he had ſo ſapde, he cafte his \woo2de into 
the playne ouer the gardepne walle, and 
than becauſe he ſhonld not be ſuſpecte,be 
went againe to the fcaſte. 
¶ The next daye the ſenate was holder, 
in the whych Annibals firſt oꝛacion was 
verye gentyll, geuynge thankes vnto the 
titezens,foz that they paeferred hys amy 
tie and frendſhyp befoze the Romaynes? 
and among other hygh pꝛompſes, be p20- 

ſed theym that Capua ſhoulde in 
Gozte ſpace be the heade of all Italy: And 


that the Romaines with other citiees of 
It Italys 
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Italp, choulde ſeke vnto Capua fo then 
ryghte and lawe: but he ſapde, that there 
was amonge thepm one named Pagiug 
Decius, who was nothyng agreable vn 
to the amitee betwene the Carthaginen 
ſes and theim of Capua: who (he ſapde) 
was na citezen,noz oughte to be ſo called 
no: reputed, Wlherfoz2 he requy2ed,that 
he might be yelded vnto him, and that al 
ſo in his pꝛeſence his cauſe myghte be de⸗ 
bated befo2s theym of the counſaple. Lo 
which requeſt enerye man graunted,al 
thoughe ſome thoughte he was a man 
much vnwozthy to ſuſtayne ſuch mylery, 
and that theyꝛ liber tee began to minylhe 
not a lyttel in the beginning: The ſenate 
was holden in the temple . Magius was 
commannded to be taken,and b:oughtts 
ſhewe his mattier, and he anone denyed 
it to be lawefull fo2 thepm , to bzeakethe 
truce taken with the Komaines: Whett 
koꝛe he was commaunded to bee hound 
with chaines, and led tothe campe oł u 
Carthaginenſes. In this leadynge tie 
ther, as long as his face was not tous 
de wente criyng to all them, which wen 
gathered together to ſee hym: Row hau 
re, men ol Capua, pour Udertes, wü 
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pou deſy2ed:Jn the market plate, and in 
the dave lyght, and in the pꝛeſence of you 
all; 3 bepng thiete and moſte auncyent of 
Capua, bepng bound # dzawen to death. 
M hat could haue bene done moze cruell 
and violent, if Capua had be taken: wha 
he could not be ſtaped, but contpnued cri⸗ 
pnge after this maner, becauſe the tom⸗ 
mon people were thoughte to be moued 
with his woꝛdes, his face and heade was 
couered,and he was led quickelp oute of 
the gates into the tentes of Annibal, and 
krom thenſe in haſte ſente to warde Car⸗ 
thage by ſhyppe, leſt there ſhould be anpe 
ſedicion moued foz the ſame amonge the 
Tptezens : but in ſaylynge thither ; the 
ſhippe was dꝛpuen by tempeſte to Cyꝛe⸗ 
nas, where Magius fled to the pytture of 
Ptolomeus the kynge foz bis ſauegarde. 
M herevppon he was bꝛought by the ke⸗ 
pars ofthe towne to Alexandꝛia, befoꝛe 
Ptolomeus , And whan he had declared 
vnto the king, that Annibal had ſent him 
bound, tontrarpe vnto the league 4 ban- 
des of the truce taken wyth the Citezens 
of Capua: he was delynored from hys 
bandes, and had lybertee to goe whether | 
de woulde to Rome, oz to Capua. To the 
KEY wbycts 
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whychr he made aunſwere, that Captid 
was not a place very ſafe foz him: and h 
ſapd,that rome, whiles there was warn 
betwene the men of Tapua andit, way 
rather an habitacion of vacabundes than 
ol freudes, and old gueſtes. UW herkoꝛe ht 
ſayd, he had not ſo greate deſyze to liue in 
any plate, as in his kingdom, by whom 
be was reſtozed to his libertee. 


C The newes that Mago bzotight to Carthag 
of Innibals victezyec in Italye, and theo⸗ 
tacton of Hanno a ſenatour of Carthage 
made vnts the ſatne. Cap, xx vii. 


7 Hyles theſe thynges were dont 

in Jtalye, Mago the Sonne of 

a Amilcar, not ſente from the at 
W mie bybis bꝛother, but occupies 
a tertaine ſpate, in receiuyng the cities ol 
the Bꝛuſians, which pelded theim ſeluet 
willingly to the Carthagintles, bꝛougbt 
tidings to Carthage of thevictoy at. Ci 
nas. A han the ſenatours were foꝛ hym 
allembled, he declaring the actes done be 
hys bꝛother in Italy ſayde, that he hadde 
koughten wpth. vi. Capptapnes, of tbe 
Which. iiui. were conſals, the fifte * 
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toure, that is chefc rular in the commog 
welth of the citee, & the ſirt maiſter of the 
hozſemen. Be ſapd alſo, thut he had ouer⸗ 
come. vi. Conſulles hoſtes: ſo that there 
was ſlapne by hym . it. C. . and abone 
fifty. Y. taken,and alſo he had ſlayne. if, 
of the foure conſuls , and the thyꝛde was 
foze wounded: and the fozth hanpng lofte 
all his hoſt, fled ſcarſely with. l. men. And 
that the mapſter of the hozſemen was 0s 
nercome and put to flyghte ; ſo that the 
Mictato2, which at no time durft tome to 
batalle, remapned onelp their heade and 
capitaine. Further moꝛe, that diuers plas 
tes in Italy were tourned to Annibal, as 
the Bꝛucians, the Apulians, patte of the 
Bamnites, and the Lucanes In ſo much 
as Capua, whyche was not onelpe the 
head ol Campania, but alſo of all Italy, 
euer ſens the Romapnes were fo otier- 
thꝛowen at Cannas, had pelded theym 
ſelues to Anniball. And fo2 the moze cre- 
dente ok theſe ſo iopłull newes, he cau⸗ 

ſed rynges of golde to be pow2ed befoze 
the ſenatours, which of ntarip men were 
repo2ted to be to the quantity of thꝛe buſ⸗ 
| ſhels,x abalfe:but moſt authoꝛs watte ( 
that ſemeth to be moſt agreable to m_ 
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that they were about the meſure ora e 
ſhel. And mozeouer becauſe it ſhould be 
token of a moe notable ſlaughter he lay MW"!

manp wapcs to winne the towne of No« 
la. The ſenate, and namelpe the chycfe 
ſtacke ſurelp to their old frendes the Kos 
maines: The comons being(as they are 
wont) deſirous of newes, inclined all ts 
Annibal. wherfoze the ſenate, fearing to 
ſtriue with the commons open:y(againſ> 
whoſe power, if neede required, thep 
were notable to reſiſt) pꝛinily diſſeblinge 
found meanes to pꝛolonge the time, ſap⸗/ 
enge, they were contente to be pelded to 
Þanniball, but they knewe not ofter 
what maner t condition they ſhuld pelde 
During which time of delaye, they ſente 
ambaſſadoura to Parcelles the p2eto2 of 
Rome, being tbe at Cannuſiũ, chewing 
bim the circumſtance of the matter: wil⸗ 
ling him to come to theim if he intended 
that they ſl. uld kepe the towne, who per 
ceining their fedfaſtnes, greatly pꝛaiſed 
the ſcnate of: Rola, deſiring them to per- 


lever in therz ale 2 and vie ſuche

Affrica. But when he vnderſtoode Þi/ 
ples wag defended by a Romaine capy 
tapne(the Reapolitanes had gotten thy 
ther M. Junius Sillanus) and ſhonldss 
wel be kept out there as he was at Noll 
be went «+ layd ſiege to Nuceria, whecks 
at lafte, vſinge manye wapes, he cauſed 
them bi famine to pelde. Marcellus was 
by that time in the towne of Nola , and 
was no ſurer of his owne ſouldiours thi 
be was of the pzinces of Nola: but he ſis 
red the commons, and aboue al others 
dꝛadde a yo»ge man, verpe hardye 5 and 
efanoblelignage, whoſe name was l 
efus Bantius, who was much deſyzous 
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fo pelde the towne to Annibal. oꝛ being 
founde amonge a heape of deade bodyes 
and ſoze wounded in the battapietat Can 
nas, Annibail cauſed hym to be healed, 
and ſente home wyth large gyftes , foz 
whyche gentill dede, he wolde fayne that 
Nola ſhould he pelded to Anatball. Par- 
cellus perteiued this Bantius ta be trou- 
bled in bis minde with ſuch ſtudy, fo that 
be muſte eyther with punichmente be re⸗ 
krained, oꝛels by bene kite reconciled , he 
ſent foꝛ him, and lo beninglye with ws2- 
des, pꝛompſes, and gyftes entertayned 
dym, that there was none in the citee ſo 
ſure after the Romans as he. 
CWhan Anniball was come from 
ceria(whyche be of late had taken) betoꝛe 
the gates of Nola, Martellus was entred 
the citee,not fearynge to kepe his camps 
abzode, but leſte hys tariynge wpthoute 
Hould be an occaſion of betraipnge eyel- 
ding vp the citee. Than began ſmal ſkir- 
mychinge betwene the citee and the Car⸗ 
thaginenſes:at wbyche time the pzinces

Home at the fy1ſte 
encountringe were dzpuen backe and 
ſlapne, but when the armies topned to-

And 
ſho:tiye after the Bzuſians bepnge dyl⸗ 
pleaſed, that the Lorrenſis and Nhegiũ 
were not diſtroped, began warre vpon-a 
ryche citee of Grete, ſituate on the ſea 
ſyde,called Croto,whych they longe al⸗ 
ſapled in vaine , but at the lafte , by the 
helpe ol Hanno, they wanne it: and all 
the people were ſnffred to goe to the Lo⸗ 
crenſis,and to inhabite there. Durynge 
the time of wynter the Romaynes and 
Anniball were not pdell. @emp2ontus 
the conſul laye at Nucerfa,and Annibal 
wintred at Arpos. There was betwirte 
theym ſmalle bickerynges and ſkyzmy- 
ches, as opoztunytee and tyme was ge- 
nen to both partes: but foz the moſt part 
the Komaynes pꝛeuapled againſt _ 
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und dayly wared moꝛe rircumſpette am 
ſure from thep3 diſcepte,

good capitaine , and knewe him ſelfe 
without doubt to be one:eſtemed the en⸗ 
ie, that he ſhould haue ik anpe thould a⸗ 
ſe of that matter) leſſe then the pꝛolpte 
the common welth. | 
When al thinges were o2depned with 
treat care and diligence fo2 the warres 
n all partes, the Campapnes maruap⸗ 
ing of the great and exquiſite oꝛdinance 
ff the Romaines, which was much grea 
r than it was wont to de, and fearpng 
rreatly,leaft they woulde that peare bes 
tit warre vpon them: they ſent legates 
0 Anniball incontinent, deſpꝛynge hym 
d mone his armpe to Capua, ſhewings 
jim, that the Romapnes hoſte was cho- 
en and pꝛeſcribed to beſiege Capua, foz 
hat the defection of them was moze dyl⸗ 
eaſauntipe taken of the Komaynes, 
han of any citee in Italye. And becauſe 
e matter was ſo fearefully pꝛonoũced 
Into him, e made the greater ſpeede to 
ome thither befoze p Romans. When 
e had bene there a ſeaſon, he left certain 
f the umidians x ſpaniards to defend 


e citee , and wente him ſelte to the 
= - Gil Wh: 
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lake of Auernus, vnder p colour tow 
ſacrifice. Notwithſtandinge his preteny 
was to ſet on Puteolus, and theymth 
were left there in gariſon. 

Uhen Fabius Mar imus heard, th 
Annibal was gone frem Arpos, and in 
ned agapne to Campania, wythoute n 
ſting night oꝛ dap, he went to the hol 
and canſed T. Gracchus to remone fron 
Tuceria to Beucuentum, i made Qui 
tus Fabius bis ſonne to abide in hy 
place at Luceria: and him ſelfe tamen 
Caſlilinum, intending to beſiege it, n 
the Carthaginenſes that were therein 
The ſame time (as it were a thingey 

poynted) Hanno came from the Bu 
avs with a great hoſte of hoz{emen at 
footemen,to Beneuentum: but it chan 
cedſo,y Titus Gracchus came fromy 
ceria thither, ſomewhat befo2e him iu 
tred the towne. And when he heard 
Hanno had pitched his tentes. iii. mils 
from the towne, at a water called C 
102 and waſtrd the coũtrep, he went hi 
ſelfe out of the the towne and pitched 
tentes a mile from his enemy, x ther? 
had an aſſemble of ſouldioures, whett 


the moſt part were of dondmenz tha i 
(li 
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bene in the warre the pere bekoꝛe. Theſe 
bondmeh thought by their deſertes to be 
made free, befoꝛe they woulde deſire it o⸗ 
penly : notwithſtandinge he percepued a 
murmour of ſome of them, complapning 
and lapeng: hal we neuer be free, and 
do battaple like free ſouldlours and cite⸗ 
zens. Mherok he wote letters to the ſe⸗ 
ate, as well of their dclire, as of theyz 
geſeruing, ſayeng, that he had euer vnto 
bat daye had their good fapthcfull and 
trong:helpe,+ that tbei wanted nothing 
bat belõged to good and iuſte ſouldiours 
auing libertp. Concerning that matter 
t was permitted vnto him, to do that 
which he ſhould thinke mete foz the pꝛo⸗ 
ite ofthe common welth. Mhereupon, 
eloꝛe he would do battaple with his ad⸗ 
terſary,he ſhewed his men, that p time 
n which they might abtapne their liber⸗ 
ee, that they ſo longe deſired and hoped 
ifter,fo2 the nert day they ſhoulde kyght 
nafapze and plaine fielde , where the 
jattatl ſhould be done without any feare 
fdeceytc, with cleane ſtrength and har- 
ines, and he that then would ſhewe ths:

toure of thep2 libertee: but that Paras 

Marcellus the conſull, and the father; 

conſcript were agreable to the ſame, 
And therot he had ſent him they? letters 

whych he ſhewed and red vnia them, 
At thele his woꝛdes there aroſe a great 
noyſe among them, deſtring battailein | 
contenent,if it myght ſo pleaſe him. 
Than Gracchus lette the Conuocatim 
pate, and appointed the battaple again 

the nerte dape. The ſouldiours wen 
very — and in eſpeciall thole, | 

which ſuppoſed thep2 wages 

fo2 one dape to be perpe⸗ 
tuall libertpe.

And theyz enemies made 
no tarieng foꝛ thep2 part. There were of 

them. rv. M. footemen, and one. 22. ii. 

hundꝛed hoꝛſemen, the battaile was ve⸗ 

ry ſharpe,t laſted.iiii, houres, not knows 
ing which ſhould haue the victoꝛy. Ther 
was nothing troubled ß Komains moꝛe 
than the heades of theyꝛ enemies which 

Gracchus had appopnted to be the pꝛice 

of their libertee. WI herfoꝛe euer as they 

had ſtriken downe any of thep2 enemies 
they would ſtrike of his head, and beare 
it in thep2 handes in ſtede of weapon. 

Whych thing Gracchus appercepninge 

commaunded that euerpe man ſhoulde 

leaue the head that he had in his hande, 
and take his weapon and fyghte. Then 
the battaile beganne moze ftcrce than be 
foze, the tapttapnes on bothe partes cr- 
hoꝛting theyꝛ men to fyght. Gracchus 
ſhewed his people, that if theyꝛ enne⸗ 
mies were not that dap put to viterance 


they ſhould neuer looks fo2 thcy? ore” 
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tee. Whan the ſouldiours heard him im 
ſo,they2 beartes were ſo kindeled, that 
they ranne freſhe vpon thepz ennemies, 
wpth ſo greate violence, that they were 
not able to ſuſteyne they2 myght and ton 
rage, but inconttnente fledde towarde 
they; campe. The Romapynes folowing 
and purſuing the, made a greater laugh 
ter in the flight,than they did, befoze in 
the battaple. There eſcaped not ofthe 
hole hofte, aboue two thouſande whythe 
fledde wyth theyꝛ capitapne awape, the 
moſte parte were hozſemen, all the reſb 
due were eyther flapne eꝛ taken. Ther 
were not llaine of the Komains paſſing 
two thouſand, When they were retour- 
ned into theyꝛ tentes , loden with they} 
great pꝛay iiiii. thouſande of the bonde- 
men, whych had done euel they: deuoirs 
that daye in battaile, had gotten a lytell 
hill not farre from the tentes, who wer 
ſetchev agayne the daye folowing by the 
Tribunes, and came to the conuocation 
02 court holden by Gracchus to the ſoul: 
diours: wherin he rewarded the olde ſoul 
viours as he thoughte euerpe one had de⸗ 
ſerned, Then as conecrning the bondmi 
be ſapd, that he had rather that both won

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thy and bnwozthye ſhoulde that tyme be 
pꝛapſed of hym than punyſſhed : Neuer- 
eleſſe, becauſe it had channced well to 

the commune welth and to them, he com 
maunded that all ſhuld be free, at which 
commaundement all at ones thankpnge 
bym, deſpꝛed all welth to the Komaines 
and to hym. Than ſayd Gracchus: Now 
haue J fully perfoꝛmed my pꝛomiſe of li⸗ 
berty to pou al bniuerſallp:neuertheleſſe 

o thentente it mape be knowen, that J 
wyl put difference betwene well dopnge 
and eupl dopnge, betwene vertuons cou⸗ 
rage, and cowardeneſſe, J wyll that ye 
bꝛynge me the names of all thoſe, which 
departed from the fyelde the daye bekoꝛe. 
That done „he cauſed thepm all to be 
lwozne,that none of them ſhoulde other

Beneuentum, Annibal waſting the fie 


des of the Neapolytanes , moved hys 
tentes to Nola. Mhyche whan the ton 
ſul Parceltus percetued, he ſent foꝛ pow 
ponius the pꝛetoꝛ to mete hym , withthe 
haſtes that laye at @uefſula, intendyng: 
that they bothe together wolde mee 
bym ,and he ſent Claudius Nero withi Þ 
fironge company of hoꝛſemen oute of th 
towne by nyghte , to compaſſe Annibal 
on the other ſide by commanding him, tha 
whan he ſaw the battatle was begunnt, 
he ſhould ſet vppon hys enemies at the} 
backes. V hiche hys dinyſe Nero coulte 
not bꝛynge to paſſe, epther becauſeit 
knew not the cumberſome wayes of tit 
tountrep, oꝛ els foz that the ſho2tenes # 
the time woulde not ſuffer hym. Barts 
lus in the moꝛninge met with hys en 
mies, and gate them batatle:in the wi 
che he had the victozpe , and cauſed bÞ 
Z pe ennemi 


Roinapnes and the Carthaginenſes, 18 
ennempes to klee, neuertheleſſe he durſte 
not folow them , becauſe he wanted hys 
hazſemen. Wherfoze he cauſed hys men 
to recule. There were. ii. thouſande of 
theyz enempes llapne, ond not. iiii. hun⸗ 
dꝛed of the romains. Nero and the hozſe⸗ 
men, labouring in vainc the nyghte and 
the day, without ſeing his enemies came 
home about the ſonne ſette. Fo2 whyche 
his vaine iournep, he was ſoꝛe rebuked 
of the coſul ſaiyng,that he was the cauſe 
as than, that thepꝛ ennemies had not re⸗ 
ceiued as great loſle as they gaue at Ca- 
nas. The next dap the Romains diſctded 
into the fieldes, but Annibal kept him in 
his tentes, knowlegynge hym felfe to be 
oucrcome,and the thyꝛd daye, withoute 
hope of optaining Nola, truſting to haue 
better ſpede, remoued to Tarentum. 
Quintus Jabius, the other Conſull, 
had his tentes at Caſſilinum which was 
kept with. li. M. ot the Campanes , and 
vii. C.of Anniballes ſouldiours. Me cau⸗ 
ſed Marcellus to come to hym wpth hys 
hoſte. And pf that tbe Nolans thoughte 
them ſcifes not ſafe from Anntball, thaf 
they ſhuld ſẽd to Beneuẽtũ io Gracchus,

And there was betwirte the two 
tapitapnes greate and manye bataples 
foughten,in the whyche the Komaynes 
had alwates the vpperhande:and in ſun⸗ 
dp battailes ſlewe greate armpes of the 
Carthaginenſes and theyꝛ frendes, wan 
diuers townes and caſtels, bꝛought their 
ennemp to ſo low an ebbe, that ot a long 
ſeaſon they were glad to reſte, doinge no 
acte woꝛthy memoꝛy. Tha the Komaine 
capitaines , remembꝛynge that the citee 
of ſagunt had ben ſo long oppꝛeſſed with 
the yoke of doininpon of the Carthagp⸗ 
nenſes,they remoued they? hoſte thither 
and wanne the citee againe, whych they 
reſtoꝛed to the olde inhabitantes thereof, 
that were lefte on lyue. Than they in⸗ 
uade the Turditans, who were the firſte 
cauſers of the warre with the Carthagi⸗ 
nenſes, whom they wan ſhoꝛtly, and de⸗ 
ftroyed their cities. Theſe dedes were 
done in Spaine Quintus Fabius Parts 
mus, and Marcus Claudius Martellus 
beyng conſuls.

Sone after came to the ſame conſull info 
the campe one Claſſius Altinius wyth 
his thꝛee ſergeantes, from the towne of 
Arpos, pꝛomiſing fo2 a good re warde to 
deltuer hum Arpes, This matter was de 
bated amonge the counſell, and by the 
no:e parte agreed, that this Altintus 
ſhould be ſcourged and ſlayne, as an in- 
onint traptour and common enemyes 
onſiderpng that firfte he, after the bat- 
aple of Cannas, was cauſer of the pel⸗ 
inge of the towne to Anniball chaun⸗ 
ging his fidelitie as foztune chaunged, 
And nowe agapne, ſeinge the power of 
the Romapnes to begin to riſe in pꝛoſpe 
tee, he would begin a newe treaſon. 
W herfoze they thought it not to be ſul⸗ 
ed, but that he ſhoulde be o2dzed as an 
vntrewe felowe and a vapne enempe. 
Agaynſt whiche thep2 determination 
pake olde Quin. Fabius, ſapenge, that 
hey oughte to conſider the perillous 
tyme of warre, and ſo to p2oceede , that 
they loſe none of they: fapthfull friendes 
by any occaſion oꝛ example that they dyd

Foz in caſe ye un 
admitte it to be moꝛe hepnous fo) ony 
friendes to retourne againe to vs, thy 
it is foꝛ theim to goe from vs, thereisy 
doubt, but ſhoꝛtlp we (hall ſee the mol 
parte of oure krendes in Jtaty leaue am 
krendſhippe, and alpe theim ſelues wy 
Annibal. Neuertheleſſe(ſayeth he)J 
not aduiſe you to geue muche faithtoY

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campe within a mile of the towne Wi 7 
be mighte vie we the towne, r there! 
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ined on the one part thervf, which was 
leaſt vſed,a lowe gate and a narowe. 
To this gate he appointed certaine good 
capitaines,and. vi.c. actiire ſouldiours, 
o beare ſcaling ladders about thze of the 
tlacke in the moꝛning befo2e-daype, com⸗ 
maundpnge them kpꝛſte to allape to ſcale 
that tower: whyche done, then on the in⸗ 
ner parte to bꝛeake downe the walles oz 
he gate, and beinge mapſlers of parte of 
he towne; by the ſowne of a hs2ne-, to 
geue him knowledge, whereby he wpth 
he reſte of his hoſte myghte appꝛoche to 
eir ſuccour. This his deuſſe with ſpede 
was exetruted. And the chaunce was ſuch 
hat one thinge, whyche was thoughte 
would be a great let of their purpoſe beit 
jolpe them, and diſceyued their enemies 
whych was, that about the middes of the 
yghte, there fell ſo great aboundaunce 
f raine, with ſo vehement a ſtoꝛme, that 
he watchemen were of foꝛte dzyuen, lea 
ung cheyꝛ appoynted places on the wal⸗ 
es, to deſcend and enter into their hou⸗ 
es, where adiding a good ſeaſon, they fel 
mn llepe an this whyle had the Komans 
taled the walles, and were buſye to 


Heake vp the gates, Whole Hoyſs was 
SE Rf, not 
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not hearde of the watthemen : by 
rude was the fto2me , and ſuchenyk 
made the huge rapne. Than blewethy 
hoznes:at whoſe-ſound the tonſul zen 
nere, and about the bꝛeake of the dyn 
tred the citce by the bzoken gate, Thu 
was thep2 entre dyſcried. There wasd 
Anniballes men in the towne. v. . a 
dpours, the towne alſo had armed. iii 
thouſand men, whyche townes men th 
Carthaginẽſes cauſed to goe in the fra 
of the battaile, miſtruſtyng to haut tha 
behynde at theyꝛ backes . After au 
ſky2myſhyng in the ſtretes, dyuers ul 
townes men of Arpos , and certayne 
the Nomapnes, whyche were beſo 
acquaintaunce, beganne to coimmon all 
tale together, Firſt ſpake the Roma! 
and ſapde: O pe men of Arpos „ 
do ye meane, to take part with theſe 
barous nacid againſt pour owne um 
men! wherin haue the Romans often 
vou: oꝛ what haue the Carthagyne 
deſerued vnto you, that pe ſhuld thut 
uaile to make Italy ſubiect! tributary! 
Aﬀfricazthe Arpians ercuſcd thf (ell 
ſaipng,that they were betraicd;and! 
by their captains to the Carthagin 


| 
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d almoſt vtterly deſtroped. Their cone 
junication ſtayed the fighting. And at” 
racertayne ſpate, the pzeto2 02 gouer⸗ 
ur of the tolone was bzoughre by his 
ren to the conſull: ETTThere they ſo well 
greed, that incontinet the Arpines toke 
he part of the Romans againft the Car 
jaginenſes.. There were alſo in p town 
bout a thouſand ſpamardes, who all in 
kewyſe tourned to the Romaines: but 
lt they opteyned of the conſul, that the 
xrriſon of the Carthaginznſes myght 
cely depart the towne, to go at thepz li⸗ 
ertee : Mhiche was trulpe perfour- 
ted. They departed to Salapia, where 
Janniball was, and the towne incontp⸗ 
nt was deliuered to the Romaynes, 
vithout loſſe of any of thepz army. 
Lhe Scipions in this ſpace bad bꝛought 
hep: buſineſſe pzoſperouſlye to paſſe in 
dpapne,bothe in conſcruing thep2 olds 
endes, and gettinge of newe :beſives 
Ns ſodaynelpe they had comfozte to do 
od in Africa, by the reaſon of one Sy- 
dar,a kinge of Numidia, who as than 
das become an enempe to the Cartha- 
nenles. Ts this king were ſent. iti. le- 


ates that ſhuld bzing him in amiter w 
" AX. ii. the 
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the Komans and alſo cauſe him to mis 
warre vpon the Carthaginenſes, thy 
meſſage was alfo very acceptable toy 
phar. UW hereupon he reaſoned wythth 
legates, that were erpert men of wart, 
and percepued manpe thinges when 

be and his men befoze were ignozantt 
WM herkoze when they would haue den 
ted, he intreated them, that two ol the 

would retourne home to theyz tapum 
to deſtre a ſure aliaunte between hit 
and the Romapns, and to aſcertaynet 

of his full minde: and that the thyzed 
them might remayne fil with him, uz 
gouernour of his armpe, ſipeng thathl 
men were good hoꝛſemen, but they ua 
nothing ſkilrull to fighte on foote. 

this his requeſt they agreed, 1 depatie 

taking the kinges othe and p2omile,! 

in caſe theyꝛ capitaynes would not 2M 
thereto : that fncontinente they2 keln 
which was left behinde, ſhould be (el 
home to them agayne. The name ill 
that remayned with king Syphar, u 
Statozius, who anone choſe ont an 
numb2e of ponge and actine men, ub 

be taught to folowe tbeyꝛ baners, an 
pe they; arape atter the Romapn 
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fon: So that in ſhozte ſpace, Spphar 
bought tim ſelfe able, both on hoꝛſback 
ndon foote,to geue battayle to the Car 
haginenſes, Thus was there a ſafe 
lande of peace and amitee betwene the 
domapnes and Opphar. 

Mhan the Carthaginenſes were ware 
bercof, they ſente incontinente meſſan⸗ 
gers to one Gala, king of the other parte 
H Numidia, This Gala had a ſonne of 
vii. peares of age, a noble # wiſe ponge 
an, called Maſlaniſſa. The ambaſſas 
jours ſhewed the kynge, that better it 
vere foz him, with their he pe ts ouer- 
ome Siphar betime:thã by bis meanes 
he Komapnes ſhould haue any entre in⸗ 
o Aﬀerica, 

With ſache wo2des, they perſwaded 
Gala to the warre:and inuche the ſooner 
22 that Paſſaniſſa his ſonne deſpꝛed to 
e gouernour of that ariny. UW herupon 
he armpe of the Carthaginenſes was 
opned to Maſſaniſſa his armye. And at 

he firft battaile Syphar was onercome 
ind rrr. M. of his men ſlapne: ſo that 
with a fewe hoꝛſemen he ftedde to the 
Mauritaines, that inhabited nighe the 
Jades oz pyllars of Hercules, Where be 
gathe⸗ 
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gathered anewe army of men, think 
to ſaile oner into paine: but ere tut i 
he could take the water Paſſaniſa wi 
his armie came on him, and with 
the helpe of the Tarthaginenſes, fougy

SF=, Nnibal this ſeaſö euer baum 
dope, that the citie of Tam 
N lhy2uld by one meane oz othi 
be wonne, as is befoze ſalt 
made his abode not farre from that lt 
And to bzinge his opimdð to his purpol, 
there happed a foꝛtunate chaunte byti 
meanes of one Phileas a Larentim, 
who longe time had taried at Rome, 
a meſſanger of the Tarentines. Tim

the noble blonde of Tarente, kept? 
gentill kepinge. To theſe pledgesth 
Phileas founde the mcane to haut ain 
retourſe, and at length he ſo con 
the kepers that they ſuffered thtym! 
depart out of the city in the beginninſ 
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the night:and Phileas went with the to 
guide the by ſecrete wayes, Fn the moz- 
ning early the fame of p pledges depar- 
ting was ſpꝛed abꝛode thzoungh the citce, 
t a great numbꝛe purſued the with ſpede 
ſo that befoꝛe they had farre trauapled, 
they ouertoke the:4 bꝛought the al backe 
agapne into the citec: where fo2 thepꝛʒ of- 
fentes, iudgement was geuen that ther 
ſhould be firſt ſcourged with roddes na 
ked,and the bzought to a high recke: fro 
the toppe wherof they ſhould be thzows 
downe to the ground. 1 

This cruell ende of thoſe nobles offcn- 
ded much the mindes of divers cities in 
Italpe and Greece, ſpeciallpe thoſe that 
were of kinne oꝛ by amitie alped to anpe 
of them that were ſlaine: among which 
ſo2t.riti. of the nobles of Tarente con⸗ 
ſpired againſt the Romans, ot who the 
capitaynes and chicfe were Nico + Phi⸗ 
lomenes. They were great hunters , t 
vſcd muche to go oute of the citee in the 
nighte to go on huntinge. Wherfoze ;by 
the coloure of goinge on huntinge they 
went toward the armyof Anniball , in- 
tending to ſpeake with him, z to declare 


vnto him their intentes. 'whk they _ 
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nere the campe, they {too leauynge ten 
company in a woodde nere adiopnyng, 
wente to the campe: ⁊ ancne were ten 
of the watchemen, and bzouccht to ann. 
ball, as theyz requeſt was, to whom ty 
declared theyꝛ purpoſe and good wyll, | 
And he gane theym great thanks, an | 
ſents. them home agayne loden wyth Þ 
fayze pꝛompſes. And to couer the be 
ter thep2 deupſe, he wylled them to dyn 
with them certapne cattayle ofthe Tay 
thaginenſcs,ſaieyng,they hadde gotten Þ 
that pꝛape of they2 ennempes: whyci | 
they were ſuffered to doe Wythoute 9 
ſiſtence: and bzoughte them home to Ty 
rent with io pe. This vſed they to deen 
tentymes , ſo that it was thoughte mer 
uaple, that they ſo often enterpayſed ſuc 
keates, and euer eſcaped vnſlayne.. | 
Thus often they vſed and euer wha 
they killed anp venyſon, 02 bzought ant 
p2ay from the Carthaginenſes ( whytht 
they were ſuffered to doe at all tymes u 
they2 pleaſures) they eyther gaue it t 
the capytaine of thecitee,a Komaine, u 
elles to the pozter of the gates: ſo that 
they hadde bzoughte the Pozter in ſud 
a cuſtome, that whan ſocuer Phi 
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nes dyd but whyftell, at all tymes of the 
nyghte , the gates were opened vnto 
bym. 

Whan they had bzoughte all thynges 
in this good caſe fo thepꝛ purpoſe they 
wente to Annibal, and agreed with him 
on this couenaunt, that the Tarentines 
ſhul d lyue ener vnder thepz owne lawes 
and cuſtomes. Alfd that they ſhoulde 


pape hym no Trybute,noz haue any ar⸗ 


mye appoyncted by Hannibal to kepe the 
titee, but at thepꝛ owne pleaſure , And 
that they ſhulde eniope all theyz goodes, 
Onlp that the ſouldiours of the Romat- 
nes, whyche were in the citce,and,theyz 
gooddes,ſhuld be at the pleaſure and wil 
of Hannibal, Than laye Hanniball.itit, 
dates iournep from Tarent, t becauſe he 
wolde not haue his longe abode there,to 
be ſuſpecte , be fapned hym ſelfe to bee 
ſycke , and cauſed it to be bzuted abꝛode, 
that his ſicknes was the cauſe of his log 
lipnge in that one place . But agaynfte 
the time he wolde hane the towne , he 
choſe oute,r. thouſand hozſemen , and ol 
the lighteft footemen of hys armye : and 
remoued from hys campe in the nyghte, 
making ſpede til he came win, xv. mile of 
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Tarent, where he ſecretely abode, char 
ging his men, in no wiſe to beak then 
aray oz ozder: but that thepichuld be ey 
to doe what they2 tapitapnes dyd om 
maund them, and none other. But ful, 
er he (et foꝛth, to couer the better hes u 
mouing, and to thintent that none orte 
tountrey ſhoul e deſcrie hys armye:h 
ſent.iiii.ſcoze Pumidians hozſemen, u 
go befoze hym, chargynge them ti our | 
trenne the countreyp, by whyche he und 
bis armye ſhould paſſe, And if they dur 
toke any men, to bzyng them backe. am 
if they met with any they chuld ſlea tun 
to the intente it ſhould be thonght by 
inhabitantes as they wente, thattho | 
were robbers and theues , and not ma 
of warre. The fame of thepꝛ robbynge 
tame to the eares of the Komayne cap? 

taine at Tarent:who toke but (mall th 
garde thereto, thinkynge ſithe Annibal} 
bem ſelfe was ſycke,and hys arme l 
farre of, that he wolde the nert day ſenn 
fozthe certaine of hys men of armes, ! 
dzyue awape thoſe robbers , and to ſalt 
the cone and cattel of his frendes. M 
ſame nyghte, in the deade parte t 


remoyed Anniball towarde a” 
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hauynge Philomenes with bym,as hys 
guide, Wha they came nigh top towne, 
it was appoputed , that Phyplomenes 
ſhoulde enter the towne, with a number 
of men in harneys, at the gate, where he 
was wont to enter, bꝛzyngynge his pꝛape 
from huntyng. Whan he came thither, 
he awaked the poꝛter, ſaipng, that he had 
bzought a great ba2e that he had ſlapne. 
At the fy2ſte call the pozter opened the 
gates:and fy2ſte let in two ponge men of 
his company:than entred he, other hys 
ſernantcs,pluckynge in the grrate boze. 
At whoſe greatnes whple the keper was 
darpnge and muſpnge, Philomenes ſo⸗ 
denlp ſlewe hym with his boze ſpeare 03 
hunting ſtaffe:and incotinent let in. xxx. 
other men in harneis, who ſle we the o⸗ 
ther watchemen of the ſayd gate:4 with- 
out noiſe let in the reſt of the armpe, and 
ſecretely bzoughte them into the market 
place, where thep abode a ſpace without 
making any noiſe. whtles thts was done 
at one gate, Annibal, with a great num- 
ber wpth hym, came pꝛiuilp toward ano⸗ 
ther gate, and a farre of he made a great 
kyꝛe, whpche was a ſigne oz token made 


betwene hym and Nico, who „ * 


' 
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efher his complices,redp w in the tote 
loking foz his commynge. Whiche fy 


whan Nico perceiued, he/as it were av | 


ſweringe to the ſame) made him ano 
fy2e. And whan epther percepued other, 
incontinent both their fiers were ſodem 
ly put out. And Annibail beganne to Þ 
pꝛoche with his ariny to the gates. Nic Þ 
alſo within the citee, came to the pozters 
ward, which he found open, and finzing 
the warthe on ſlepe, ſlewe all the k:yars 
therof, and openyng the gates, let aun 
ball and bis company of footemen enter; Þ 
fo2 the hoz'emen were commaunded u 
abyde in the plapnes witbout, to do then 
as nede requyꝛed. Thus. thepentred the Þ 
towne, and makynge no noyſe, came iu 
fo the market place, where they metts 
with Philomenes,4 his other company 
Thi had he in his company. ii. Þ.frend 
men, whiche he deuided in thzee partes, 
and ſente theim to.dpucrs partes of tht 
citee. The Atfricanes x the Tarent 
he cauſed to kepe the moſte accuſtomed 
ſiretes of the towne: commaundynm 
them, to ſlea, al the romaines,but inal! 
wyſe to ſpare the Tarentine citc3ens: 

And to that purpoſe he appopneted 
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fayd ponge gentylmen of Tarent, that 
were his helpers and krends, to be in the 
company of the other his ſouldisurs. o 
that whan they ſawe anpe citezens, they 
ſhould comfozt them, bydding them, not 
to be affraide,foz they ſhuld haue no hurt 
Than began a great rumoure and nopſe 


to be rapſed in the towne, as is euer, 


$ F# where ſo ſodeyne chaunce happetb. The 
2 capitayne at the *p2\te nopſe, donbfyngs 
s FF treaſon, fled to the hauen, ftom thenſe, 


in a ſmal bote, paſſed ouer into the caſtel, 
WM han the dap appeared, and that the 
harneis and armes of the Carthaginen⸗ 
ſes were perceyued,t alſo of the krenche⸗ 
men, wyth the death of ſo manp Nomai⸗ 
nes:than was it manyfeft, that Anmibal 
had wonne the towne. Where vpon the 
Romaines that myghte eſcape, fled into 
the ſapd caſtel. Than cauſed Anni bal the 
titezens to aſſemble together wpthoute 
arware,to here his plraſure, which they 
all obeyed. There dpd he declare vnto 
them, the loue and greate affection that 
be hathe euer boꝛne vnto thetm , and the 
gentylnes that he had ſhewed vnto them 
at the battavle of Traſpmenus, and the 


battaile of Cannas, whan be ſente vnts 
TE thens 
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kdem ſuch of theyz frendes,as he habt 
ken captiues, without any hurt, taped 
ment, oꝛ raiiſome. And after he expein 
with greate inuectpues, the cruell am 
20ude dominion, that the Romans eur 
hadde ouer them. From the whiche he 
was come to deltuer them: willinge eus 
rpe one of theym of the titee, to retourne 
home to his houſe: t wyth ſpede to wyyn 
his name on the doꝛe of his owne houſe, 
koꝛ incontinente be wolde ſende his ſoul 
dyours to ſpople and diftroy ſuch houſes, 
as hadde not the names entitled on the 
doozes: Chargeynge theym on pepne 
of death,that none of theim ſhould win 
hys name vppon the dooze of anpe ne. 
man: fo: that was the marke, whereby 
his men might knowe the houſes ofhys 
friendes,from thoſe of bys ennempes. 
With this erhoꝛtacion he lycenſed cut 
rye man to departe home, and within 1 
tertaine ſpace,he gaue a ſigne to his ſoul 
dponrs , to ſpoyle the houſes of the K# 
maines. UW hich was done x good ſpopi 
thereof taken. On the moꝛowe he 
termined to aſaulte the caſtel:but whan 
he ſawe the ſtronge naturall cite therdl 
bepng halte compaſſed wyth the * 
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ting on the great hꝛgh tockes, and on the 
other halle haupnge greate dyches and 
high walles towarde the towne:he was 
lothe to ſpende his tyme in the aſſaulting 
thersf, and to leaue other great thenges 
not folowed. Neuerthelefe beynge lothe 
to leaue hys frpendes the Tarentines, 
open to al inua ſions of the men of armes 
of the Caſtell: (oz to the towne they 
might at all tymes haue acceſſe at theyz 
pleaſure) he thought to make a walle and 
diche on the towne ſyde, betwene theym 
and the caſtell. And he hadde this opini⸗ 
on, that whan the dyche were caſtynge, 
the Romapnes woulde aduenture to 
make ercurſpon on the tabourers to lette 
his wozke and purpoſe. And he intended, 
that pf they ſo fperſelye wolde doe, ſo ta 
diſpoſe his men pꝛiuily in imbuchments: 
that ſuche ſlaugbter of them ſhonlde be 
made, that they hold not be able after to 
hurte the tawne. And euen as he 
thoughte, ſo came it to paſſe, Foz ſo ſone 
as the-woozke was begunne,anone the 
gate and caſteil was ſette open , and the 
Romapues came on the wozkemen and 
Cartbaginenſes , wyth ſuche byolence, 


that anone they gaue backe, : * 
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the moze purpoſelye , toenhauntethy 
deartes and courage, and to allure they 
farther from theyꝛ holde. But anne, 


à tertapne token gpuen, the imbu 


bꝛake oute, and with ſuche foꝛte inna 
the Nomaines, that they fled backe wit 
muche ſpede to warde the caſtel:but ihn 
was the ſtrete ſo narowe, by the wohych 
thep muſte paſſe, and they ſo trouble 
wyth the baggage of the labourers,thit 
lay in their wape, that many” mot wen 
ſlapne in the fleyng, than were befozel 
fpghtynge . Thus was the power ol h 
Caſtel left ſo ſmal, that atter ward they 
wonkes were neuer let, but that the den 
diche and walle were made in ſuch wit, 
that he needed not to leaue any garmin 
in the towne. Heuertheleſſe for they (dl 
garde he left a certayne of his ſouldiouts 
and he with the reſte ol his armpe tem 
ned fyne mples from thenſe to the ryutt 
of Galeſus, where he pitched his ten 
Sone after he retsurned to vielve th 
firength of the Caſtell, and thoughtel 
myght be wonne with'aſſaute. ** 
Where bponhecauſed all maner df ti 
gens to be made, and ſet vp agaynifti 
walles:to the great feare of hem! * 
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Cafect.1But ſodepnely in the nyght cams 
a certaine of hyppes of menne of warrez 
from Petapontus,whych tban was bol⸗ 
den with Romans, and entred the hauen 
by whoſe healpe they of the Caſtel thzew 
do lone, and burned all the inginnes and 
munymentes of the Carthaginenſes. 
Whereby Anniball toft his hope of win⸗ 
ninge the caftel by any afſaulte:but than 
he pmagined, by continuall ſiege to fa- 
myſthe them. Whiche purpoſe alſo ſer⸗ 
ned him nothinge. Foz thepof the caſtell 
hadde the ſea free on the one ſpde , where 
they recepued vittailes at they pleaſure: 
And the Romapnes, beinge mayſters ot 
the hauen, kepte all pꝛouyſpon from the 
citee, that was wonte to come by water. 
So that they were much moze like to ens 
dure kampne, than the other of the caſtel, 
whom they beſieged . Wherefoze Anni⸗ 
bal, miſtruſting the ſtrength of the place, 
called the rulars of Tarente befoze hym, 
and ſayde. rn 18 
CJ beholde the nature, the ſite, and all 
the firengthe of this caſtell, and J cannot 
ſee, that any allault can pꝛeuaile, ſo long 
as our ennemies be loꝛdes of the ſea, and 
haue that at liberty. But if we map(ſayB 
1 Sl, þ8) 
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he) haue ſhippes, which map rellrm y 

taples to be bzought to them, et her ty 

will depart thens oꝛ pelde vnto vs, C. 

this the tarentines agreed wel: but 

ſapd, that he muſt helpe, that ſome ot tie 
naupe of Carthage, whiche were in z. 
cilia,myght be cauſed to tome thither u 

Kepe the ſapd poꝛte. Why(ſayd Anniba) 
haue pou no ſhippes of your owne, pes 
trulp (ſapd they) but they lye here inal 
tell creke, and ſo longe as our ennempes 
haue the dominton ofe the mouth of the 
hauen, how can they euer eſcape into the 
bꝛode ſeas,:Pes ſapde Anniball, fearcit 
not, foꝛ manpe thin ges, that naturallye 
bo letted, by wytte and pollicye maye bt 
bꝛought topalſe. our cttee is ſituate an 
a plapne t enen ground, i poure ſtretes 
wales be bꝛode to paſſe to al parts. Bon 
ſhyppes will J conuay th2ough the byg) 
waye, that leadeth thzoughe the middel 
of your citee, vpon wapnes and wheles, 
vnto the hauen, wyth (mall charge. am 
the ſea ſhalbe ours, that nowe our enn 
mies be loꝛdes of. Then both by ſeaand

This his wyſe denyſe made all men to 
haue wonder and admpzation of hym, 
wyth alſo a hope ofa good ſucteſſe of his 
purpoſe, Fozth with all waynes and cars 
tes were gathered and tyed together. 
Then were engins made, to rapſe and to 
dzawe vp the ſhips,and the wayes made 
hard,euon, and leuell,that they myghte 
the moꝛe eaſely be dꝛawen on them, 
Thus wpth ſtrength of beaſtes and men 
the ſhippes were bꝛoughte to the hauen, 

and in fewe dayes garnyſhed wpth - 

men and all thynges neceſſarys - 
and bꝛoughte rounde about 
the caſtel,cafting they; 
ankers befo2e the 
monthe of the 
hauen. 


Fuluius Flacchus the Romapne conſull, win⸗ 
neth the campe of Manno, ſleeth and taketh a 
great numbzeof men wpth a ryche pape 
Mago ſieetij Titus Gracchus, and 
many Ro mapnes thꝛough the 
treaſon of Flawus a Lu⸗

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7 Pplcs Annibal was thus oy 
pied about the buſineſſe of Ca 
Arent, Quintus Fuluius Fla 
tus, 1 Appius Claudius that 
were choſen conſuls foꝛ that yeare, were 
come wyth bothe their armpes into the 
parties of the Samnites: and the rulen 
of Capua feared greatlp, leſt they dydin 
tende ſhoꝛtlpe to beſiege their citee; All 
plenty of coꝛne began than to faile them, 
Foz the legions of the Romapnes had( 
inuaded their countrep, that the Campa 
nes durſte neyther tyll noꝛ ſowe they; 
groundes. M herefoꝛe they ſente legates 
vnto Anniball , deſiringe hym , to caule 
plenty of wheate to be bzonght to Capui 
from the countrey adtopning: befoze thal 
the conſuls did enter theyꝛ countrey with 
they: armies, Where vpon Annibalſent 
meſſangers to Hanno, that he ſhoulte 
come from the Bꝛuſians with his arme 
into Campania: And to make p2oniſion, 
that the Campanes myghte haue god 
plenty ofcome ſent to them. 
Hanno{as he was commaunded) les 
 ninge the Samnites , and the Conſils, 
paſſed by, till he came within. ſii. my 
ef Beneuentum: where on a mpanük 
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he pitched his tampe, and in townes of 
his frendes adiopnpng, to whiche greate 
3 of wheate the ſommer beloꝛe had 

ene carped, he made goodlye pꝛouiſpon 
fo: the Campanes, and ſent wo2d ſecret- 
lpe to Capua, whet day they ſhuld, with 
all the waines and cartes that they cond 
aſſemble in the countrep, reſoꝛte te the 
ſaid places, foꝛ to fette awaye their ſapde 
wheate. The Campanes , liahtlipe and 
ſkienderlyc foꝛeſcinge their buſynes and 
welth, at th? day aſſigned, came thither,. 
bzingynge wpth them but. ii. hundzed 
cartes: which theyz ſlouth Hanno greatly 
rebuked, meruaplyng, that they wold no 
moze heedily anoyde hunger, whiche all 
baute beaſtes laboure to eſchue. VN here⸗ 
foze be ſente them home laden, and ap⸗ 
popnted them annother dape, to retourne 
againe foꝛ a muche greater quantitce. 
This appoinctmente came to the eares 
of the Beneuentanes. & hervpon incon 
tinent they ſent tenne meſſangers to the 
Conſulles , certifiynge them of all the 
Campanes purpoſe. Ind they fozthwith 
agreed,that Fuluius, with hys armye 
ſyouldgo to eneuentum,and enter tbe 


tobone, in the nighte , kepynge him cloſe 
D. lil. thin 
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therein, tyll heſawe tyme apte fo! his 
purpoſe. So ſoone as! Fuluius was en⸗ 
tred Beneuentum , it was ſhewed hym 
that Hanno wyth a parte of his armye 
was gone fo2th foz wheate and that. ii. 
M. waines were come to the campe with 
a greate rude ſozte of people vnarmed, 
where they laye mingled among the ſoul 
diours, keppnge no oꝛder after the vſe of 
men of warre. This knowen, the Con- 
ful comannded his men to be ready with 
their baners 4 armure:fo2 the next night 
he woulde aſſaple the tampanes, and the 
tentes of the Carthaginenſes. Theiere- 
cuting his tommaundement made them 
readye, and about. iiiii.ot᷑ the clocke, they 
ſet fozth of the towne, and came to Hen 
nos campe,a litell befoze the dawnfngdf 
the daye. At they: fy2Fe tommpng, wyti 
thepꝛ ſodapne noiſe, the Carthaginenii 
became ſo fearefnll; that if the campe bad 
bene pitched on playne ground, they had 
wonne it with (mall reſy ſtente, but the 
Hey ght of the bill, with the defences'that 
thet had made thereabout, was ſach that 
thei could no waye get vp vnto them: but 
by great ſteppes i climming. Jn the daß 
ninge of the daye the battaile 9 
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ware ſtronge, the Carthagſnenſes not 
only defended theyꝛ tampe, but alſo they 
kepts the hill withoute , euer thꝛowinge 
dolune the Komas that ſtroue woderſly 
to climme the place. Neuerthelclle at 
length by great papne t trauaile, and al⸗ 
fo with great loſſe hurt of mt, they gate 
to the diches of the campe.. The Conſull 
adulſing wel, the miſchiefe that (hold fal 
to his cõpanp, in winning the place, cal- 
led the tribunes vnto him, ſaieng: that he 
wold no further at yp time purſue his foo 
liſhe enterpꝛiſe, but 5 he would retourne 
for that day to Beneuentũ. And on y mo 
rowe he would iopne his campe to p:cape 
of bis enmies:ſo that the Cũpanes ſhuld 
not iſſue out, noꝛ hanno haue recourſe as 
gain ta the, whe he were returned. And 
to bzing this better # moꝛe ſurelp to palſe 
be would fende fozhis felowe Claudius 
the conſut, with his armye to aſſiſtehyur 
therin when p tribune cauſed the retreat 
to be owned, his ſouldfours,y were ear- 
neſtly buſy about their enterpꝛiſe would 
geue no eare thereto. Amõge other were 
was one Uibius a tapitaine of a copanye 
of the Pelignes, who ſtreyght tooke his 
daner in his hand, + with fozce n 
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it duer the diche into the campe of theca 
thaginenſes. Than ſayd be: C ull migbte 
A fare and my companp, it mine enemies 
ſhal eniope my banner. Than by greate 
fo:ce he lightly wente ouecr the diche,and 
clam vp, t entred the campe of his enne⸗ 
myes: whom his companye boldlye folo- 
wed, While they thus fought within the 
campe of the carthaginenſes, on another 
part cried Ualerins Flaccus, what ſlug; 
giſhe cowardes are we now waren-ſhall 
the Pelignes win the honoure of takyng 
the campe of oure enemies befoze vs Ro 
mans: Where vpon Titus Pedanias a 
capitaine of a hundꝛed men, toke his fa 
derd in hys hand from hys ſtanderd bea- 
rer, ſaipnge: This ſtanderd wy!l J beare 
into the kielde of myne enemies, folowe 
me ſpꝛs as many as wolde be lothe of the 
- loſe therof, And anon he and his conpa/ 
nys were gotten into that other parte of 
the campe. The conſul perteiuinge their 
har dines, changed his mynde of callinge 
them awap, and began to comfoꝛt them, 
erboztingthe reit, to helpe their felowes, 
that ſo valiantlye fought in the tampe of 
theyꝛ ennemies . By whoſe hartye wo? 


des, euerpe man infozced him ſelfe to — 
1 ; E 
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They ſapde further, that nother 2 
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fer, not regardynge the darfes noꝛ wea⸗ 
pens of their enemies, as people fearing 
no peryt, and as people that tared not fo2 
death, ſo they mighte die in the campe of 
their enemies. Thus within ſhoꝛt (pace, 
that ſtrong place was wonne, and abone 
vi. . ſlaine, and. vii. M. taken with the 
men of Campanta , that came fs2 coꝛne, 
with all heir cartes, and a rich pꝛap that 
Hanno betłoꝛe had gotten in the fyeldes 
ofthe friendes of the Romans. AA hiche 
pꝛaye the con ſulles ſolde ( foꝛ by that time 
was Claudius alſo come thſther) and 
thcrewith rewarded their men, ſpccially 
Uibius and Pedanius. UUhan Hanno 
hearde of the laſle of his people, he fledde 
backe agayne to the Bzuſianes , wyth a 
t we men which be had taken with him, 
to get in the wheate ſoz the Campanes. 
The Campanes, heringe of the loſſe or 


their men and frendes,ſent to anmball, 


ſhewing him, that both the conſuls were 
at Beneuentum, within a dayes to2nep 


of Capua, intendyng to lay ſiege ta theit 


citie. And it was to be feared, leſte (yt be 
did not choꝛtly ſuccour them that tbe Ro; 
mans wold winne and diſtroy that citee. 
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ſtel of Tarent, noꝛ the towne alſo,ought 
to be ſo much eſtemed of him, as Capua, 
the noblenes whereof he knew well hym 
ſelke. In ſo muche that he was wante to 
compare it vnto Carthage. Wherefoz 
they truſted, that he wold not leaue itivn- 
defended,to haue it ſpoiled and dyſtroied 
by the Nomaines. 

Annibal heringe this meſſage, Hewed 
to the ambaſſadours , what loue he bare 
vnto their citee, pꝛomiſing to be euer ade 
fender thero. WMith theſe gentil wo:des 
he ſente them home againe, and he ſente 
with them alſo. ii. M. hoꝛſemen, by whole 
helpe they myght defend their fieldes fro 
robbinge and waſtpynge . In the mean? 
while. P. Coznelius the pꝛetoꝛ, with cer 
ta ine ſhippes, laden with wheate , came 
into the haut ol Tarent, thꝛough the hole 
power of the Carthaginenſes. He cal 
ſed alſo ſuche ſouldi ours as were at e 
tapontus in garriſon . to come to the c 
ſtell or Tarent, there to remayne foz the 
defence therol:by whoſe communge, ther 
of the caftel were tha ſure from any hurt 
of their ennemies, but ſo ſoone as the in 
habitates of Metapontus were deliuered 
ef the Romain garriſo,they incdtintt ie 
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fnleage r amttee w Annibal. TA bervpõ 
the Thurines,alſo hauing a grudge top 
Romans, foꝛ ſle inge diuers of their fren- 
des, as is afoꝛeſaide, deuiſed a meane, to 
being their citer to the amitee ol Annibal 
The kinſmen of theim that were ſlapne, 

ſente meſſangers to Hanno and Mago, 
trho than were among the Bꝛuſtãs: wil⸗ 
ling them to come with their army to lap 
ſiege to the towne: not donbtynge , but 
that one Parcus Attinins; the ruler ot a 
ſmalle company of the Komapnes , lefte 
{ fo the defente of the towne, would anon 
be bꝛought to ine out, and to geue them 
battaple, vppon the truſte that he had in 
the yonge men of armes of the towne: 
whome befozehe had armed + inflructed 
inthe feates of warre, after the Romain 
lation. And they doute d not, but this ſozt 
wolde doe hym malle pleaſure, whan he 
ſnd haue moſte nede of them. The two 
capitaynes, herynge this glad tidinges, 
with ſpede en tred the fieldes of the Thu- 
rines, diuydyng their companye betwene 
them. anno with the foott men, 
baners diſplayed; in good aray, went to⸗ 
ward the to wne: Mago with all the hozſe 
m abode in a valey vnder certaine 3 
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that were nigh the towne. attinlus une 
winge onelye of the company of fotemen 
put his men in good arape,+ wich greate 
courage iffued out of the towne, nothing 
myſtruſtinge the mpſchtefe wꝛoughte a 
gainſte hym within the towne. The bats 
taple was quicke on the parte of the Ko! 
mans: but the Thurines ſtode as wen 
that gaue the lokyng on. not as enemies. 
Manno wpth hys men of pourpoſe gane 
backe, to dꝛawe the Komapnes info the 
daunger of their hozſemen . And whan 
they came nere the hilles, thã they fierſly 
aſſayled the Komapnes-and on the other 
ſyde , Pago with hys hozſemen cameſs 
dainly and egerly vpon them:at the fire 
encountringe the Thurines fledde into 
the towne,as faſte as they coulde . The 
Romapnes fo2 a ſeaſon maynteyned the 
battaple: but at the laſt, beinge conftray 
ned thereto, they alſo fledde towarde the 
towne. The traitours,that were cauſers 
of all this myſchyefe hadde gotten to the 
gate with their power; and agaynſte the 
commynge backe of the Thurines that 
fled. they kepte open the gates; and recty 
ued them into the towne : but whan the 
Romatnes came flepnge,alſo thinkyngt 
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to haue entred with the other, they cried, 
It is time nowe to ſhut the gates, foꝛ cls 
we ſhal let the Carthaginenſes into the 
towne amonge oure owne men, and fa 
loſe all. Whervpon they ſhut their gates 
and ſuffred the Romayns to be ſlapne by 
theirennemtes without ſuccour. Dnely 
Attinius the capitaine, who gentilly had 
oꝛdered them, while be was ruler there, 
they ſuffered to enter with a fewe wyth 
bym : and incontynente they gaue him a 
ſhippe in the bauen, t bad him ſane hym 
ſelfe by the ſea . After whole departynge 
they opened the gates, and recepued the 
Carthaginenſes. 

Nowe were the conſuls departed fron! 
Beneuentum , to afſaute Capua, thin- 
king, that they fhuld make their pere hap 
pie and honoꝛable to them, if they might 
winne Capua, that was ſo noble & riche: 
and reuenge theym of the iniurpes, by 
them befoze done. Nevertheleſſe, to the 
intente the Benencntanes ſhould not be 
left withoute ſuccours in theyz abſence, 
they ſente to Titus Gracchus. who was 
than in the tuntrey of the Lucans , cam⸗ 
maundinge him, with his hoꝛſemen and 


other lighte footemen, to come to Bene 
nentum: 
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Beneuentum: leaupnge with the Lu 
nes the reſt of his men, vnder ſome capy, 
taine, who he might truſte. 

The Lucans were than diuided,diners 
townes were rendꝛed vp to Annthal, and 
certapne abode vnder the Komaynes iu⸗ 
ryſdiction:ot᷑ the which ſoꝛt the chiele tu⸗ 
lar that pere was one Flauius, a Lucan. 
Thys Flauius ſodeinly was tourned in 
hs mynde to Anniball, and to obteym 
his fauoure , he ſente to Pago, that was 
than among the Bzuſians, to come ſpeke 
with him. Mhan they were met, a com⸗ 
policion was made betwene them, that i 
he coulde velyuer Gracchus, the capr⸗ 
taine of the Romaine army, the Lucanes 
chulde be frendly receined in amitee with 
the Carthaginenſes, and liue after thei 
owne lawes. Than bzought he Pago te 
a great couert, where he willed him with 
a great noumber of men of armes to hide 
him, + appointing him a time, at whiche 
he wold bꝛing thither the Komaine cap 
taine . After this appopnctmente he de⸗ 
parted,and went to Gracchus, to wham 
be chewed, tha the had begunne ſecrete 
lye a great enterpꝛyſe, whyche to b2yng? 
to effects, he muſte hanehys yea and 
ee alien 
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© #8 aſyſtence: J haue (fapde he) moued and 
ye all the pꝛintes of the Lucans, 
that were gone to the amytee of Anni⸗ 


ball, nowe to refonrne agayne to the o⸗ 
bedyence of Rome. J haue declared vn- 
to thein the encreaſe of the Nomaynes 
power, whiche dapelpe we map perceiue, 
and the decreaſe of the ſtrẽgth of the Car? 
thaginenſes . And J bad them not myſ⸗ 
firuſt the gentilnes of the Romas, whoſe 
nature we haue euer tryed to bee mecke 
and gentill to ſuche as haue rebelled as 
gainft them, vpon humble fubmyſſion to 
them made. With theſe my perſualions 
they be all contented to be reconciled : (a 
that they may here pou ſpeake the ſame, 
laiynge your righte hande in thetrs, as a 
pledge of pour faith, whervnto they may 
truſte. And J hane(ſapde he)vndertaken, 
that vou ſhall do it, and J haue appointed 
them fo that compolicion a ſecret plate, 
wel dut of the wap, from our companye, 
foꝛ feare ot᷑ eſpies, pet not far from youre 
campe: where, wpth fewe wooꝛdes, vou 
maye go thꝛough with them in this mats 
ter, and by this meane bꝛyng all the Lu 
canes wholly vnder pour turiſdictton. 
Oracchus nothing myſtruſtinge *

The warres betwene the 


and treaſon to be in his wozdes, toke hyg 
officers and hozſemen wpth hym, all vu⸗ 
armed, and ſo rode to the plate appointed 
hauinge Flauius with hym as a guyde. 
So ſoone as they were come thither, ꝙa⸗ 
go with his army inuaded them ſodaine⸗ 
ly. And to make the treaſon moꝛe enident 
Flauius incontinente iopned hym to the 
Carthaginenſes. Than was there plen⸗ 
tie of dartcs caſte at Gracchus , and hys 
hozſemcn,and whan he ſaw no other re 
medpe, he alight from his hoꝛſe, and bad 
his companpe doe the ſame , erho2tynge 
them, ſince they were but few in number 
and vnarmed, in ſuche place, where they 
conlde by no wape eſcape, that they wold 
not dye like beaſtes vnreuenged, but that 
with noble hertes they ſhuld aſſaile their 
ennemies, and dye bathed and beſpzink⸗ 
led in the bloudde of they? cnnemyes; 
whereby they ſhould ende in moſt honoz; 
But ſpectally aboue all thinge(ſapde be) 
tet enerye of vs ſeeke to ſlea that Lutam 
traitoure Flauius , not doubtinge, but 
whoſoeuer ſhall ſend that traitours ſouls 
to hell, befoze he die him ſelfe, he hal find 
the oblacion thereof , to doe hym mute 
comt̃oꝛte and ſolace, As ſone as he 2 
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this ſpoken, he thzewe hys cloke abonte 
his lefte arme, in ſede of his ſhielde, and 
ranne vpon his enemies, who with their 
dartes and weapons, lle we nioft parte of 
the' Romapnes. And when they ſawe 
Gracchus without helpe, they intended 
to take him on lyue: but ſo ſoone as he 
perteyued Flauius among his enemies, 
he ranne thꝛough the thickeft of theym 
with ſuche foꝛte, to haue flayne bim, that 
they were there conftrapned to ſlea hym 
oz els he had done them great hurte, 
Whoſe body Mago cauſed to he bꝛought 
to Anniball, and he cauſed it to be buried 
with much honour, 


CCentenius Penula and Cneius Fuluius. 
with theyz two armies, be diſcomkyted 
and ſlayne by Inniball, in ſeuerall 
batraples, Eap.xxxviti. 


e this meane ſeaſon wers 
Bog de Contuls entred the fiel- 


des of the Campanes, their 


men ouerſpzeading the colt 
I trey, robbing, ſpoyling, and 
waſting in diuers places, which beynge 


ho by 
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the helpe of the townes men, iffned outs 
ſodapnelpe on thepm, and ere ener 
could gather together in o2der of battaile 
lle we of them one thouſand , & fiue hun⸗ 
dꝛed. Whiche loſle cauſed the Conſulles 
moꝛe circumſpectiy to wozke in all they; 
pꝛocedinges afterwarde. 
Anniball hearing of this pꝛoſperous bat 
taile of the Campanes in his abſence, 
dꝛewe nere vnto Capua with his armye 
thinkinge that the Komaines ſhoulde be 
much leſſe able to endure his power ioy⸗ 
ned to the Cäpanes M herkoꝛe the thiry 
dap after his comming, be diſplapde hys 
baners, and ſet his compani in oꝛder and 
goodly arap, redy to fpght, The Nomas 
likewiſe made them redy, and the hozſey 
men on both ſides fought ſtronglpe faz a 
ſeaſon, til both partes perteiued a ſtrange 

armp coming toward them: whereof nei⸗ 
ther of them were pzifuye. Che trueth 
theredt was, that C. Coꝛnelius, thebea/ 
rpng the office of Queſtoꝛ at Rome, had 
taken the legions, whych the pere befoz 
were vnder Semp2onins,+ was coming 
to the apde of the Conſuls, but his tom 
BY anknoWwen made as wel the Col 
as Anniball; ſo that, — 
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were by agrem#f;both partes withdrew 
to theit tampes ; the KbManes hattinge 
ſome what moꝛe leſſe tan the Carthagi⸗ 
nenfes. Then the Confulles willing to 
dꝛalbe Annibal away from Capua, de⸗ 
aid the night foto wyng to depart «way 
Fuluius with his hot, wente to dete dye 
the feldes of the Cumans. Appius with 

his hot went to the Kucans. Anntball in 

the moꝛning, hauing knolwelege of their 
| ſutidzy departinge diuers wapes, was a 
while in doubt, whether ot the he mige 
folowe: at laſte he determined to folowe 
Appius, wherein he was much dereyued 
Fo2 he leding him a great cõpaſſe about 
the tountreies, at his pleaſute, returned 
againe an other waye to Capua. Than 
foꝛtune a while ſmiling dn Annibal,ſete 
bim ſuch chauntes, that he was a les ſon 
ſtaped in thoſe parties. One was the foo⸗ 
lyſhe har dines of one Centenius Penu⸗ 
la a gentleman of goodly ſtature of body 
and of noble courage of minde, coreſpon⸗ 
dent to the ſame, 
CThts Centenius, beinge bꝛeught info 
the Senate houſe by P. Coꝛnelius Sulis 
defired of the ſenatours that he mighee, 
haue deliuered him only. v. B. dulden 
With whole helpe he doubted not but 
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that with the knoweledge that he ha, 
both of the countrepes and alfo of the fin 
tes of His ennempe, we would with the 
ſame lubtiltee t pollicies decepue Anni- | 
ball, by which be befoze had deceyued the | 

RKomapnes. This his vnwiſe pzomyſe 
vnto them, was as vnwilſelye bcleued k 
them. And where he demaunded but. b. f 
M. thep gaue him. viii. M. men:and he in f 
the countrepes as he went gathered toge | 
ther almoſt as many mo, ot ſuch as wil 
linglye went with him, hauinge hope in | 
his courage and pꝛomiſe. With this nũ⸗ | 
- bze of men he came into the ficldes of the 
L ucanes, where Annibal had reffed hun (

the capltayne ſeinge all line to go to mil . 
chiefe, take his hoꝛſe and wyth two hun⸗ 
dꝛed hoꝛſemen wyth him, fled. The rcfte 
that abode; were almoſte al ſtayne,fy2 bf 
rbili. M. of the companpe, there elcaped 
not paſte two thouſande aiyue. 
The tentes and ſtuffe was alſo taken by | 
the Carthaginenſes, whiche was a good 
pꝛaye. Ehe tidynges of theſe greate.ſa- 
dayne loſſes were-b2zonghte to Rome; 
Wwhyche cauſed the citee to be in greate 


teare and mournenge.

were eſcaped at theſe two battayles,and 
that they ſhoulde be gathered together, 
and called vnto them:leaſt either foz fear 

oz fo2 diſpapꝛe, they would yelde them w 

they2 enemies, which thing with all dy 

ligence they did execute.

Conſuls, Inntbali cometh to the ſuccour ofthe 
Citezens, geueth the Conſuls battayle, from

paſſed, and beſpeged by both the Con 
ſulles and greate pꝛouiſion of cone 
made foꝛ the (ame, + layde in garnets 
in the caſtel of Cafſelinus.

they to Sueſſula,fo2 Claudius Hera tie 
pꝛetoꝛ, who leaning a ſmal garriſõ then 
came him ſelfe to theym to Capua,wyth 
al his power, Thus was Capua ca 
ſed with thꝛee great armies, on.ili.pat 

tes and to encloſe the citeſens the m9 
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trained to kepe them within the walles 
| ofthepz citie. But befoze the wozkes o2 
| ſiege was ſo ſtraite and ſtronge, they had 
ent ambaſſadours to Annibal;complay» 
nyng, that he had foꝛſaken tdem and es 
| ritee of Capus:t᷑ that if he dyd not ſhozt- 
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R omaynes and the Carthaginenſig. 144 
ſurelp, they pꝛepared to compaſſe the hols 
citee with a greate diche. And therevpon 
they made manye caftels a good dyſtante 
thone frem the other . The campanes to 
let their woꝛke, iſſued oute manpe tymes 
and fought with the Romans: but thepz 
foztune was euer ſuch, that they loſt n ill 
of their men, and at the laſte were con⸗ 


lpe ſuccoure them, they muſte peide them 
to the Romains. To whom Annibal an- 
ſwered, that of late he had teſtued them. 
and raiſed their ſiege ones, and that ſhozt 
Ive he wolde come to helpe them againe, 
not doubting, but the Romaines ſhoulde 
be vnavle to refit his potver at his com- 
minge. With this comfoztable meſſage 


they retourned to their cifee , which they 
founde fo compa 
that with peine could thei find the meane

Akter that daye , ſo manpe as remayned, 
they wold take and vſe as their enemies 
Butthis pꝛoclam acion was ſo dyldaine⸗ 
fullp taken of the Campanes, that beſide 
that there wold none iſſue out of the citet 
they alſo ſpake pzonde and oppꝛobzious 
woes in diſpite of the Komapnes, 
Mherevpon the wozkes ofthe dich were 
endedzand the:citee fully tucloſedzz-. 
Aunibal, deſpꝛous to ſuttour his greate 
frends of Capua, left al his heup cariage 
amonge the Bꝛucians, and with a great 
number al thoſen hoꝛſemen and tyfhtt 
footemen,, haſted thyther. as faſte ashe 
might e after his hoſt caine.rrriif. of hu 
Etephantes. With this arm he tame i 
the videpthatiwas vnder a mountaym 
adinininꝑ tu Capua, called Tiſata, er tit 
Romans had any knowledge; of his tom 
ming. Thã ſent he ſpies tothe Ronmains 
Hofte to Capua, tommaunminge thetmſs 
ſoone as he ſhould pevexhean betta 
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his parte, that Foſtar and Pago, wyth 
the hoꝛſemen and garrpſon ar the Cars 
thagmenſes, aſſemblynge allo ali the po⸗ 
wer ot ths citezens;ſhuld ſodamnelpe idue 
oute of the citee: and wyth koꝛte aſſaile 
theyꝛ ennempes. This deuiſe at Annibal 
was erecuted wpth ſo ſodapne erpe and 
tlamoure: that the Romapnes were in 
greate feare and daunger. Neuertheles 
wich as greate ſpede as they coulde, they 
pꝛepared thepz hattaples, and diuided 
thep2 people. Appius Claudius wente 
to withſtande the Tampanes, aud Ful⸗ 
uins wente agatn& annibali. T taunus 
was ſtrong enough foz his enemyrs/but 
Nuluius was hardly: handled of the Car 
thaginenſes and Spanyards. One com 
panpe oꝛ legvou of hys men were d2yien 
backe, and than a great campanꝝ of pa 
mardes, with thꝛe elephantes bad bzoke 
the myddel warde of the RNomapnes, and 
were come to the trenche of the campe, 
redye to enter into the tentes and camps 
of their enemies. M ban Fuluius ſawe, 
what daunger hys people 4 campe were 
in. he cryed to. Q. Hanius, and other pe? 
tie tapitaines, exhoꝛtinge them to aſlayle 
that company of Spanpards, 5 ——

the diche:ſhewpnge them what daingg 

all was in, onlefe they myghte ſone be 

confounded, which was eaſye enoughts 

be done, ſence there was of them no gre 

ter a number. Nanius was a ſtrong mi, 

and of a huge ſtature. And whan he han 

the conſulles erhoztacion , anone he tobe 

the ſtanderde from him that bare it, and 
commaunding bis companye, boldlye u 
take parte with him, be ſet foꝛth towann 
the Spaniardes, with great courage, 4 
ſone as the Spanpardes, ſaw hym dan 
nere, they thꝛe w plenty of dartes at him, 
and began violently to aſſaile hym. Gut 
he nother beinge ftapde wyth the multy- 
tude of his enempes, noz with the dartes 
that were caſte at hym, with greate font 
wente ſtill fozwarde , till by the helpe i 
Marcus Attilius, Poztius Lucius, am 
other, they had ſlaine the elephantes, am 
made great ſlaughter alſs of @paniards, 
On the other part, the Campanes wer 
Kitten backe, wyth the garryſon alſo u 
Humidtans and Carthaginenſes:ſo that 
the battaile was ttrongeeuen at the vere 
gate of Capua, that was towarde ther 
uer ot Unlturnus . This gate was ga 


niched with croſſebowes darts and other 
nie with te

fache ingins, whereby manye of the Ro- 
wains were wounded by the ſhot onte of 
the tow2e of the gate. Amonge other,the 
conſull Appius claudius was ſoze hurte 
on the bzeſt vnder the lefte ſhoulder, He⸗ 
verthelcſſe the citezens wyth their bel- 
pers were dꝛyuẽ into the citee with great 
flaughter and loſſe of they2 company. 
Annibal ſeyng the (laughter of his pa; 
niardes, and that the Komaines ſo man⸗ 
fullye defended thepz campes , he cauſed 
his people to withdzaw them, and made 
the hozſemen to abpde hindermoft foz the 
defence of the footemen , pf theyz enne⸗ 
mies happed to chaſe them. The Nomai⸗ 
nes were very eger, and wold haue folo- 
wed them in the chaſe, had not Flaccus 
cauſed to ſounde the retreate. 

In this bataile Anntbal w2ougbte one 
craftye pointe, he ſente diners of his men 
fozth, that could ſpeake the latine tunge, 
into dyuers partes of the hoſte of the Ko- 
maynes, whiche ſhould in the Conſulies 
behalte declare, that the Romapne cam- 
pes were taken and ſpoyled. Wherefoze 
he wylled euery man to ſaue him ſelfe by 
fleyng to the next mountapnes , ſence by 


lenger tariyng, the greater ſhuld be — 


'7 1 - he warres betwene fe 
tofſe. This craftie deteite made mii 
them amaſed: but at the lad it waseſyig 
to the greate ſlaughter of their enentyes)' 

- After chis battailethe Romaines kept 
them in their campes, und ſo ſtrapghtl 
deſteged the citee that Anniball ſeynge 
he toulde no moꝛe dꝛawe them foꝛthe u 
batailo, nother thꝛough the campes of the 
Nomaines haue anpe wape to enter into 
Capua, fearing left his vitalles ſhulde be 
tut from bim and his hoſt:he determined 
to depart from thens. And than he Jmas; 
gined, that he wolde go towarde Nome, 
not doubtynge, but whan the Komayne 
tapitaines dpd percepue Nome their head 
citee to be in anpe daunger , that eyther 
one oʒ both wolde leaue capua, and come 

to the defence thereof. And than their po⸗ 

wers beyng diuided, bothe partes ſhould 
dete weaker: and he truſted, that either 
he d che campanes ſhoulde haue a fayx 
daye ot lome of theim. One thinge trow 
dled hym ſoze, leſte the campanes ſeing 
hys departinge from them, wolde inton⸗ 
tynent pelde the citee to the Nomapnes. 
M bertoꝛe by faire woꝛds and great gi 
tes, he had gotten one of Pumtdia to gu 
with bis letters thzonghe the a 
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the Nomaines, as one that was runne a⸗ 
way from the tarthaginẽſes arm e whi 
be ſhould come to the further parte of the 
bot to warde the citee , than ſecreatlyc to 
enter into capua, and deliuer hys letters, 
e which were ful of comfo2t, declaring hys 
tq 


* departing to be fo2 theya p2ofite; to thin⸗ 
0 tent onely to withdꝛa we theyꝛ ennemies 
from capua , to defende their owne citee, 
1 bidding them not to diſpapꝛe, but to take 

pacience fo2 a ſeaſon, truſtyng ſhoꝛtlpe to 
ldle them of the daunger they were in. 
Soone after he departed with his hoſte, 
paſſed the ryuer of Uulturnus , takpnge 
the waye toward Rome. His commynge 
cauſed greate heupnes in the citee . The 
ſenatours conſulted, what was beſte foz 
tobe done in this daungerons caſe. At 
length it was agreed, that. Q. Fuluius 
ſhuld come fro capua, with a certapne le- 
gions with him, leaning his felow at the 
ſiege. with a nfiber ſufficient foz that pur⸗ 
pole. QA. Fuluins, hauing this cõmaund⸗ 
ment,toke with him. rv. P.fotemen and 
one thouſande hozſemen , and followed 
Anibal as ſpedely as he could. Now was 
Annibal come within. tit. miles of Rome 
where he pytched hys tentes , and 4 


bis tampe on a ryuer ſide : And ſoone i) 
ter came Quintus Fuluius Flaccug wy 
to Rome with his armpe, and conſultex 
with the ſenatoꝛs gf Þ afatres that wen 
to be done touchinge their ennempes. 

Than toke Annpball. it . 9. hezſemen 
_ wpthhym, and came to the walles am 
gates ot Nome, rydynge from the gat 
called Pozta Collida, to the Temple u 
Percules, vie wynge the ſituacion of the 
titee, and the ſtrengthe of the walles, 

This bolde and highe mynde of Annſbal 
in ſo doyng, Fultfius Flaccus coulde not 
ſuffer :but incontinent ſent foꝛth a great 
noumber of hozſemen, who wyth fore 
dzouc their ennemies to thepꝛ campe. 

The nerte dape Anniball came into the 
fielde with his hoſt in good arape, redy u 
gene battaple. And Flaccus haupnge 
with bym the two newe conſuls, that of 
late were choſen , wyth thcir powers, 
made hym redye alſo to battaile . Thus 
whan bothe partes were redye to goe to 
gether, abidynge the chaunce of foztune, 
whether of them ſhould be maiſter of the 
noble citee of Rome:there came ſodainiy 
on them ſo vehemente a ſto2me of rayne 
and haile together, that hathe the _ 


| as PAs" =y 22 
were fayne to withdꝛawe theym to t 
camps. The next day they were like 
readpe to iopne battayple , whan a Ilyke 
ſtoꝛme alſo departed them agaypne. . And 
after theyz departure incontinente the 
weather wared very bꝛyghte and fayze, 
and all the wyndes tealled, whyche euell 
channces toke away the heartes and cou 
rage from anniball and his companye, 
fo: euer to eniope the cite of Rome. 
Wherefoze hauing no further hope ther 
of, he returned back in haſte to the B2n 
c12ns: And the conſul Quintus Fuluius 
retourned to Tapua to his felowe.

| hole charge of the keping thereof was in 
| Boſtar and Hanno, captaynes of the ga. 
riſon of the Carthaginenſes. They fes, 
ring their owne eſtate, ſent p2tailye let- 
ters to Annibal ſomwhat ſhacrpely wy, 
| ten, wherinthey blamed him not onelye

that his comming ouer the mountaynes 
was not to warre wyth the Rhegines, 
oꝛ wyth the Carentines, but withy Ko- 
maines.and where the Nomapne legios 
were, there ſhould the armye of the Car- 
t zagincnles allo be, And ſo doing, he ”w 
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" fo: the moſt parte euer good ſpeede, as at 
Cannas,at Traſimenus, 4 diuers other 
places, by geuing the battaile valiantly. 
Thele letters wore ſent by one of Rumi 
dia, an eſpp, that counterfapted him ſelle 
to be run from the Carthaginenles ar- 
my, foꝛ the hunger that dayive oppꝛelled 
the citce, Dther letters alſo of the ſame 
effect were ſent by diuers other Rumidt 
ans, but it chaunced, that a woman who 
one cf the meſſangers had kepte as hs 
harlot, feeling great hunger in the citee, 
ranne out of the tolvne into the tentes cf 
tho Romam conſult Flaccus, and decla- 
red vnto him of ſuche an eſpye, that was 
in his tampe, whpche had letters te cons 
uape to Anniball. This man was found 
out. And when he came bcfoze her, he de⸗ 
nyed anpe parte of her accuſation to be 
true, he denyed alſo , that he knewe the 
woman. But when he ſalve tozmentes 
P2epared foz him, he confeſſed the whole 
truthe, and alſo he confeſſed, that manye 
other of his facion were amonge the Ko- 
maines, who wapted but theyz tyme, 
when they might eſcape frb the Romain 
hoſt, wpth like letters to Anniball. Ther

Mhan the capitapns ſawe that ertreme 
punpchemente ſhewed to theyz mellan⸗ 
gers, thepꝛ heartes began to faple theym 
Mhereupon Leſius that peare rular of 
the citpe, called a generall counſaple. In 
the whyche many of the ſenatoures mo- 
ued, that ambaſſadours ſhould be ſent te 
the Romayne conſuls:but Uibins Uiri- 
us, who was the chiefe cauſer of the yel- 
dynge of Capua to Anniball, beynge de- 
maunded of his opinion therein, aunſwe 
red, that all they that ſpake of peace ta- 
kyng, oꝛ of the pelding of Capua onghte 
to remembze, bothe what they woulde 
haue done, if they had the Romaynes in 
their power, in lyke caſe as they had the, 
and alſo what the Campanes were lyke 
to ſuffer, when they wers ſubmitted 
whelp to they? pleaſure. 
CLet vs(fayde he) remember, howe lea- 
uynge they? frenvſhyp, we ſubmitted vs

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e of theyꝛ heartes andenuy towards 
us, let vs call befoze vs they2 actes done 
of late agaynſte vs, and thereby pe ſhall 
perteyue, what kyndenes we are lyke to 
haue at theyꝛ handes.

p:iſons,rrv,to Cales, x.xxviit, to m_—

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nus. vntili it was agreed, what 
met thep chuld haue. Their gold 4 ſylut 
was bꝛought in, and delinered to the off 
ters, called Queſtoꝛes. Claudius the tun 
ſull was muche intlined to take the ſenn⸗ 
toꝛs to mercy: F uluius on the other ſyde 
wolde haue theim ſuffer, in example ot 
ther rebelles and traitours. M herefox 
Claudius rem itted al thing to the iudgo 
mẽt of the ſenate of Rome, ⁊ ſent thither 
to know their pleaſure therin Wthervpd 
Fuluius, fearing led be ſhuld be flajed el 
bis purpoſe, commaunded the tribunes, 
with. ii. M. boꝛſemen, to be redpe to ryde 
with hin at the third blaſt ol þ trumpet, 
Mith this cũpanp ot hoꝛſmt in the night 
he departod from the armp, and by that it 
was day light, came to Theanus, where 
cauſpnge the ſenatours of Capua there 
ing pꝛiſoners, to be bzought beſoꝛt bim 
Nontinent he cauſed them to be violent ; 
lpe ſcourged wpth roddes, and after to 
baue they; heades ſtriken of. Fro thens, 
as faſt as he might he bied to Cales, and 
there like wiſe ſat vpon the iudgement at 
the other ſenatours ol Capua. But why 
les they were going to execuciõ one came 
from the ſenate ot Rome, riding in 1 
VF key | 0 
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halt, with letters, willing him to ſtay the 
tudgemente and erecution of the puniſh- 
mit ot theCampane ſenatoꝛs. Tha Ful⸗ 
mus iudging the letters to be loꝛtten fox 
that intent; neuer diſcloſed them, but put 
them in his boſom, ſatyng to the officers 
that they ſhnld pꝛotede quickly to the exe⸗ 
tucion acco2dynge to the la we: o were 
they alſo whypped; and after had they: 
heades ſlriken of, Than the conſul dzew 
fo2th his letters, and rodde them, ſayinge 
they came veryt late, to let the thynge 
that was alredye done. From Cales he 
returned to Capua, and there put diuers 
other in pꝛyſon, beſide many of the citee Þ 
were ſold, Thã was there greate debate 
inthe ſenate at Rome whether the citee 
of Capua ſhuld be-barned.and vtterly di⸗ 
ſtroped. incraumple of other rebelles 02 
not. Puche it moued theim ſo fo doc, 
foz that it was a greate and a ſtron 
ſitee,+ a very nere neighbour bnto them 
which ir it ſhuld be an ennemy againe to 
Nome, as it late was, ſhoulde greatlye 
K ®rſquyete the Romapnes. Neuer: belcfſe 
in concluſpon, conſideryng the fertytytee 
of the grounde, whyche was the belte 
ef all Ztalye;they agreed to vie it — 
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pꝛofite, hauing plowmen laboꝛers andy

ther to manure and til the groundes, n gre 
the houſes to be inhabited with rudepes 

ple, and men of handye craftes: ſo thaty 
chuld be a citee of no bodye polytike, ng 
haue ſenatours, oz other commune couy 
ſell oz rulars,but onelp a iudge perelp u 
be ſente from Nome, to minpſter iuſtyu 
amonge tbeim. By;this meane was tit 
citee pꝛeſerued from vtter dyſtructian, 
and the pꝛofite thereof , with the fpeldes 
adjoining, employed to the common px 
fite of the Romaines.

Uringe the buſines of Capi, 
and — about the ſam 
1 KEY &foztune alſo fauoured 2 
r maines touching their affair 
in Sicilia. Foz Marcellus, capytayyed! 
the Romatnes army there, ſo wilely 7 
circumſpectly gauerned him ſelle ane 
people, that he wan the noble cite? of h. 
YE whiche he had —_ 
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ches, as greate as yt he had taken the 
greate citee of Carthago, wyth whyche 

it was thought) in all thinges itmyghte 
wel as than haue bene compared. Jn the 
end ok the pere, whan the time of choling 
ofnew conſuls was come, Marcus Pars 
tellus, foz hys well pꝛoued crperyence, 
was choſen tonſul, àppoynted to match 
Annibal concerning the warres ol Italp. 
And Parcus Ualerius Leninus was e- 
lecte the other conſil : to whome thende 
of the warres of Sicilia were wholy com 
mitted: who by hie induſtrpe, and by ths 
treaſon of certaine Aumidians, wan the 
towne of Agrigentum, whereby he dꝛoue 
Hanno, Epicides , and all thearmye of 
Carihage ont of @ſctlia;andſoone after 


bꝛought the hole tuntrep into the ſubiet 


tion of the Romapnes. 
While the warres ol Sicilia and aboute 
Capua were bꝛought to this good paſſe, 
Cn. Scipio q Publitus hys bzother, wers 
as buſy in Spaine, but not with like ſue⸗ 
ceſſe.

they went ) on both partes ſodapnelpe n 
ſapled them: pet Scipio ſo ppuilye was 
in the night departed, v he had thonghtt 
thereby to haue begpled the Numidiang 
watchemen. Then the battaple bepnge 
renued againe, Mago and Aſdzubal with 
theyꝛ hoſtes folowpnge after, were at 
thepz backes : ſo that the Komaynes 
kne we not to whiche were beſt to tour 
them. Scipio ffill comfoꝛted anderhoy 
ted his men, and euer where the battaile

| The warres bet wene the 
Scipio, ſeinge the hoſte of his 
encreaſed, by th: comming of Magd in 
Aldꝛuball, maruapyled howe they ſhoulde 
conuay their army thither fo ſoone wyth 
oat battaple, onelefſe his bꝛother wen 
fapne. He martapled alſo, that his bu 
ther, nepther did ter they2 coming thither 
neyther pet did appeare folowyng them, 
Foz he knewe if he were on liue, he won 
make haſte to tome and iopne his arm 
vnto his. In this great trouble of minde 
he thought to wythdꝛawe him as muck 
as he myght. W herfoꝛe in the nygbte n 
was gone a good ſpace of ground, but iu 
the dawning of the daie, the Aumidians 
were ware of theyꝛ departinge, and fol 
wed wyth theyꝛ hozſes, ſo that longe de 
fo:e nyght they onertoke them, allaylin 
them nowe on the one ſide, nowe on thx 
other, and ſometime behinde theym: bit 
euer Scipio cauſcd them to kepe goods 
rape, and to go euer foꝛwarde in the} 
fyghting, to be out of the daunger oftit 
footemen of -thep2 enncmyes that fold 
wed theym: but the ho2zſemen ſo vero 
theym on all partes, that they toulom 
go farre. WMherfoze Scipio gathered 
ſmall companꝑ vp to alitell hill,

tage. Ther he toke this oꝛder, their ſtuſte 
any cariage was bꝛoughte into the myd⸗ 
Aol the boſte, and the hozſemen ſette a⸗ 
bout the ſame: wpthont theym were the 
footemen, who ſaugy'thaother from the 
inuaſton of the Nuwidian-hozfemen, till 
the reſte- of the Carthaginenſes were 
come. But than Scipio ſeinge him ſelte 
ſo vnable to reſpſt.iui. capitapnes t then 
great hoſtes, beganne ts deuiſe, howe he 
myght by any meanes caſte a trenche a/ 
boute his campe, oꝛ make ſome hedge to 
defend them from the inuaſions of they?

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'When the hoſtes of the Carthaginenſy 
wete come, they aſcenved that ſmall hu 
wyth litell papne, but then ſeynge that 
ſtraunge kinde of foztitvenge the camps, 
Which? they had neuer befoze ſcene, thy 
were amaſed,and ſtapde fo2 a ſeaſon. 
The capitaines perceiuing thep? ſodaite 
loppe and wondꝛing, cried on all parm 
to them, ſapeng, that it was great ſham 
fo: them to be ſo long oꝛ they couldpluct 
downe and deface ſuch a fond deuiſe am 
mockerre, wherewlith childzen and we 
mon would not ſo long haue bene ſtay 
Go to it therfoze with courage(ſaid they 
fo: pour ennemies Iye lurkingebebynte 
thoſe packes.

FN all this peril and ſeoper⸗ 
dous eſtate , one man was 
foũd in the army, by whole 
Mo [wit,courage, and foztune, 
the hondure and wealth of 


d the Romaines was ſaued and reſtored 


And that was Lucius Martius, y ſonne 
of deptinius, a freſhe yong man t an ac⸗ 


tive, This Martius had long bene in the 


warres Scipio, and of him hat 
Wo * wy learned

learned muche experiente and pollityen 
the gouernaunce of an armpe. And non 
ſeing al thinges almoſt deſperate,heqy 
thered together ſuche ſouldioures uu 
fleing were eſcaped from the laſt battail 
and allo affembled a good numbye ofnj 
of warre oute of diuers townes and ii 
treTes, whych were vnder the obediem 
of Nome. With all theſe he came tothe 
tentes of T. Fonteius, iopninge all tze 
Romaynes power together, and in ſhot 
ſpace his name and honour was ſoerab 
ted, that by the hole conſent of the ſoul 
oures of the armye, he was choſen to 
their capitaine t guide. M hereupon he 
incontinent applied hym ſelfe buſylyet? 
make ſure they tampe, and alſo to makt 
good pꝛouiſion foz vitaples on all ſoztes 
To whoſe pleaſure and commanndemtt 
all the men of the hoſt gladly obeyed: e 
uerthelefſe, when they hearde, that h 
dꝛubal the ſonne of Giſgon, was at han 
wyth his armye minding to deftrope bb 
terlye all the Komaynes that were len 
and alſo, when they ſawe their newe.@ 
pitaine makyng ready his people, and: 
nauncing bisſtanders: they then renen 
bzpnge theyz olde noble Capytays 
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and great power, wherwith they were 
wont to go to all battailes, could not fo2s 
beare to wepe and lament they2 miſhap, 
in ſach wile, that nother theyꝛ petie capi⸗ 
taines, not pet Martius him ſelfe, might 
appeaſe them, pet did they ſoinetpme re- 
buke theyz kempnpne and vnp2ofytable 
wepinges, ſometpme ſtyare theim to de⸗ 
fend them ſelnes and their conntrep,and 
alſo to reuenge the death of thepꝛ old no⸗ 
ble capitapnes of late ſlayne. While they 
thus were ſpendinge the time vnp;ofita- 
bly,they2 ennempes were at hande, and 
redy to aſſaile them, to enter into theyz 
campes,but than the Romapnes , tours 
ninge theyꝛ teares to a kurious rage, in 
in hafte toke their armure and weapons, 
an not only defended the entries of their 
tampe, but alſo iſſued oute fierſelye , and 
ranne on they2 ennemies , whiche kepte 
no verpe good arap, ſo littel! they miſtru⸗ 
ſted anye ſache reſyſtence . This ſodaine 
iſainge oute of them cauſed the Cartha- 
ginenſes to be firiken with a feare , and 
alſo to meruaile, how the Romaine holte 
was ſo ſhoztipe encreaſed, whiche ſo late 
was almoſte wholly ſlaine and put to vt- 
terance. They muſed alſo of their ſovaine 
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courage and hardyne ſſe, and what nem 
capitayne they myghte haue to truſde an, 
the two Scipios beinge ſlapne. 

In that feare and doubt they began ſome 
what to geue backe, and tha the Komai, 
nes folowed vppon theym, ſo that they 
were conſtrapned to flee, ⁊ in that flights 
many? of theym hadde bene ſlaine 0 
elles the folowers hadde bene putts 
to greatte hurte and -oyſpleaſure „ by 
they: faſte purſupte, hadde not Partius 
hyin ſcife ſounded the retreate, and halle 
agaynſte they2 wylles ſtayed them from 
the chaſe, and bꝛoughte theim backe to 
they: tentes , bepnge ſiplle hot, fperle, 
and deſpzous, by ſlaughter to reuenge 
them on their ennempes. - 

The Carthaginenſes (led fafte foꝛ a ſea 
ſon:but at the laſte, ſeinge no man tofo- 
lowe them, thoughte that they fo2 feare 
durſt no longer purſue theym. Whet 
foꝛe they made no moze ſuche haſte , but 
wente ſoftipe to their campe.: and whay 
they wert come thither, they alſo regar 
ded not greatipe the good watche and lit 
pinge thereof, but lefte all thinges negli 
gently and vnſarely nothing miſtrulling 
their enemies that lverg ag band, 0 
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they demed them to be but the remenant 
and leauings of two hoſtes lately beaten 
now beyng gathered together againe. 
This negligente of the Cartbaginenſes 
was knowen to Martius by eſpies. | 

&herfo:e:be(at the fy2ſte apparance) ſes 
med rather raſhlye than boldlpe toenters 
ppſe the night kolowyng to innade them 
in theyꝛ tentes and fpeide , thinkynge it 
moꝛe caſie foz him to luinne the campe of 
Baſdꝛuball alone, bepng ſodeinelp taken 
and vnpꝛouided, than he ſhulde be able to 
deled his owne campe and kpeld, i he tas 
ried till the thꝛee capptaines of the Car⸗ 
thaginenſes, and they2 armies, were 10ps 
ned together -agayne .

mape ſaue and pꝛeſerue the leaupngesd 
the two Nomaines hoſtes,foz the wealth | 
of the countrey, can J at any time be quit 
and ridde of mp ſoꝛowes. Foꝛ euen than 
the two Scipios both by day + by nighte, 
doc vere and trouble mee: ſometpme in 
dꝛeames thep appeare vuto me, and ma 
nye times they awake me out of my ſlee 
pes, tommaunding me not to leaue then 
noꝛ pet theyꝛ noble ſouldiours your can 
panions, noꝛ the common welthe vnre- 
uenged. And foꝛ that intent, they wil me 
to folo we the rules and diſctplyne , thit 
tbey haue taughte me: And as ( whyles 
they were lining)therewas no man mor 
obediente to their commaundmente than 
J was: ſo like wiſe, nowe thep are depil' 
ted, J ſhall alwaies be as ä 
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ung which J do ſuppoſe they wold haue 
done, if thep were here with vs lpuinge. 
And J wolde pe ſhould not thinke it beſfe 
(wozthy warrtours) to mourne and wepe 
fo; them, as thoughe they were cleane 
deade ſence they liue perpetuallp though 
the noble fame of their honozable actes: 
but whanſoeuer ye ſhal, going to battaile 
remember any of them, J wold hane you 
ſo valiantipe fighte,as thoughe be ſawe 
them ſettinge fc 2the befoze pon with ba⸗ 


9 9 ners diſplated,and erhozting you to wyn 


honoure. Suche an imagination cauſed 
pou peſterdap ſo manfully to banquyſſhe 
and put to flight your enemies. Where 
foe J am muche deſpꝛous to pꝛoue, whe- 
ther pou , that were ſo hardpe fo2 youre 
obne pleaſure , dare nowe vndertake as 
much at the deſpꝛe and erhoꝛtacion of me 
your capitapn?. Fo: peſterdape, whan J 
called pdu backe frem the chaſe of poure 
ennemyes , J dyd it not to plucke downe 
pour ſtomakes, oꝛ to quenche poure noble 
tourage, but onelp to deferre the ſame to 
pour moze and greater honoure, and alſo 
better opoꝛtunitee: to the intent that vou 
being pꝛepared therfoꝛe map aſſaile them 


vnpurueide foz the ſame, that you armed 
mays 


= 
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map fake them vnarmed 4 a ſlepe. Sun 
enemies thinke nothing leſſe, than tobe 
inuaded of vs in theyz cainpe , whome 
they accompte as people beſieged wythin 
our owne campe , let vs nowe thereter 
enterpaiſe that, which no man wil thinks 
that we dare enterp2yſe. And that ſhale 
found moſt eaſpe, that ſemed moſte harte 
to bee compalſed: J my ſelfe wpll bee 
vour guide in the dead of the nyghte, am 
leade you ſo ſecretelpe, and with ſuche iy⸗ 
lence, that we wil · be within their campe, 
er they ſhalbe ware of o:1re tomminge. 
am aſcertained, that they kepe no watche 
Ho2 oꝛder. Zhep2 campe (hal we wpn at 
the firſte bꝛunte. And than let me ſee you 
make the ſlaughter amonge theim , that 
pou intended peſterdape to haue made, 
whan againſte poure willes J called pen 
backe from the purſaite of them, where 
with pe were than very angry. This en 
terpꝛiſe J knowe to be verpe greate and 
bardye:but in ſuche neceſſitee ſuch coun- 
ſels are beſt. Foꝛ whan occaſion is offred 
opoꝛtunitee ſerueth, it muſte be taken, a 
els it wyll flee awape without recouery. 
One of theyꝛ armpes is here at hande, 


and two other are not to be farre * 
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Now yf we aaile this one hoſte, there 
may we find opoztunytee and haue ſome 
equal matche. Ne haue alredy peſterdaxe 
aſſayed bothe youre owne ſtrengtbe and 
thepꝛs:but in caſe we delay it, being cons 
tented with peſterdaies honour, it is ieo⸗ 
pardy, left all the capitapnes, with their 
powers come together: and than howe 
ſhall we be able to ſuſtepne the power cf 
thꝛe armies with their gouernoꝛs whom 
Cn. Scipio, with his army was not able 
to withſtand-As by diuiding their hoſtes 
dur two noble tapptaines were ſtapnc: 
lykewiſe our enemies being diuided and 
ſeuered, mape by vs be opp2efſed . Other 
wape is there none foꝛ vs to take nowe, 
but only to loke fo2 p opoztunytee of this 
nert night. Wherkoze in the name of the 
goddes go pe now to pour reftes andche- 
riſhe your bodies, that whan I cal on you 
rou beynge ſtronge and luſty, mape enter 
into the campe ef pour cunempes, wyth 
the ſame hertes and courage, that ot late 
de dekended pour owne cainpe. 

This newe counſaile of the newe capi⸗ 
taine was well hearde,and ſo muche the 
moe iopłullꝑ receined, by how much — 


acte'(emed to be moze bolde and ham 
UWherfoze they pꝛepared all thinges in 
redpneſſe foz the departure, and refed 
them felues the reſt of the day and a gn 
parte of the nighte. Than Partiuscay 
ſed them to be called vp, and ſet them ſe 
cretelpe on the wape fozward, about thy 
of the clocke after midnighte. Than was 
there an other armye of the Carthagy 
nenſes ſeuen myles beponde the campe 
of Haſdzuball, the ſonne of Gyſgon) and 
in the mpddes of that wape there was: 
Holow valepe, and therein a litel wobde, 
Into this woodde had Martius ſente an 
embuſhement of Romaine hozſemen,t) 
retceiue ſuch as fled from the firſt camp, 
and wolde eſcape to the other. And whan 
he deemed the ſaide embuſhemente to it 
come thither,be with the reſt of his con 
panye, wente to the nerte campe , whett 
findingeno watche no2 reſiſtence , tif 
entred the tentes as eaſily as they mig 

haue done in they2 owne. Than ſodal 

they blewe vp theyꝛ trumpettes , tum 
great clamour and noiſe:ſome ſlew tif} 
ennemies ſleping,ſome ſet the tentes 

fyze,manp kepte the entre oꝛ gates itt 

campe, that none ſhonld iſſuc out. = 
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wth ſodayne noyſe,fp2e, and laughter, 
the other were ſo amaſed, that they w 
not what to do. They that fledde to the 
gates, were there reteyued of armed me 
and ſlaine. When they percelued the gas 
tes ſo kept, many to ſane theyꝛ liues lept 
over the diches oꝛ cloſures ot the campe, 
thinkyng to flee to the next campe of the 
Carthaginenſes, and they were alſo re⸗ 
tepued of the Romapne embuſhemente 
and ſlapne, ſo that none eſcaped. And ik 
ane had eſcaped, they caulde not haue 
bought woꝛde of the newes to the other 
campc,befoze the Romapnes came them 
ſelues:ſuche [pede they made to go to the 
ſecond campe, after they had ſo ſlain and 
oppꝛeſled them of the fp2i fyelde. Thus 
in the bꝛeake of the day, they came to. the 
ſetond campe, where they found all thins-. 
ges moze bnready, then in the fpaſt, ſome 
were gone fo2th foꝛ wood, ſome on rozra 
ging, ſome foz vitayles , manye walked 
bp and downe befoze the gate of the cape 
vnarmed, manye were layde dolone to 
fake theyʒ reſt:the Komaynes, being vet 
kperce of theyꝛ late victo2ye, ſlewe fyꝛſte 
ſuche as made-reſiffence at the entre of 


the campe , and after they entred and 
i Þ,f, madg 


made greatflaughter. With this greaty 
nie, many aroſe and armed them, and 
came to the defence of they; fpelde, and 
thereby the battaile fo2 a ſeaſon was tru 
ell and ſtrong: but as ſoone as they per⸗ 
cepucd the freſhe bloud on the Komaines 
thteldes, whiche was a ſigne of the deat!) 
of thepz companye, they were ſtryken 
that they fledde as many as myght ſun⸗ 
2p wayes, ſo that nyght and mo2npnge 
Martius vanquiſhed . if. of the hoſtes of | 
the Carthaginenſes,and lewc.rrrvil.nt 
men, and one thouſande and eyght hun⸗ 
dꝛed were taken, Pe wanne alſotheyz 
tentes, wherein was a riche pzay, Amig | 77 
other thinges tbere he found a helmet of po: 
ſiluer, wapeng. C. xrxbiit.vnces, ⁊ there / rec 
bpon was grauen the pmage of Haſdzw wt 
ball, the ſonne of Amilcar: whych helmet the 
was ſent to the ſenate of Nome and kept 


n 
long after in the Capitolie, fo2 an hono⸗ — 
rable monumente oz remembꝛaunce at tor 


the victoꝛye of Martlus. And after bis 
time it was called Martius helmet, bits 
the tyme of the burning of the tapitolpe. 
Alter theſe gret harmes and loſſes, both 
iy gynen and taken on both partes, they 
 realled warryngfoz a while in Spapne, 
r nepther 
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neyther party bringe haftye to put all in 
teopardpe, till they were ſure of moze ſo⸗ 
urs. 


Þowe Haſdꝛuball being en cloſed inthe ſtreyteg, 
beſpde Mentiſſa, eſcaped the daunger thercok, 
by mockyng his ennempes, and of the cho⸗ 
ſin ge of ponge P. Coꝛnelius Sci⸗ 
pio, to be capytayne in 
Spapnc. Ca. xlui 


Fter the ſubduinge of Capua, 
Appius Claudius Pero, the 
Conſull, wyth an army of. xti. 
thouſand footemen, and. ri. C. 
hoꝛſemen, was ſent into Spapne: where 
recepuing alſo the hoſte that was beſoꝛe 
with Martius and Fonteius, he tooke 
the way toward Haldzuball the ſonne ol 
Amilcar, that lape with his armye at a 
plate called the blacke ſtone, betwene the 
towne of Jlliturgus Ment iſſa, whyche 
was a place ſo enclaſed, that there was 
ns way to iſſue out, but at tertayne ſtrep⸗ 
tes, which ſtreites Claudius Nero et his 
kyꝛſte comminge , cauſed to be well and 
ſtronglye kepte, that the other ſhould Ly 
no wape cſcape, but at his pleaſure. 
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Haldꝛuball pereepuing him ſelfe to been 
cloſed on all partes, fearynge his eſcape 
from thenſe,ſent incontinent an harrold 
to the conſull , wyth faithfull pzomyſle, 
that incaſe he would ſuffre him and his 
company to departe oute of that ſtraptes 
wythoute further battaile o2 trouble, he 
would be contented fozthwyth to depart 
out of Spapne, with al the army of Car- 
thage,and leave the countrep wholpe to 
the Romans. Chis his large offer Nero 
gladly recepued,and the nert day folows 
ing was appointed fo2 a communication 
to be had betwene them, ok the conditios 
of deliuering of the caftels and foztreſlcs 
whyche they had in poſſeſſion, and what 
day ſhould be appopnted fo2 the Cartha- 
— garriſons to depart wyth their 
aggage, without gile oꝛ fraude, fro the 
ſapd caftels and townes, and the other to 
be recepued in theyꝛ places. When they 
were agreed on this communication, all 
the ſame nyght Haſdꝛuball cauſed many 
of his hoſte, with ail his groffe and hea/ 
up tariage, to be ſente foꝛth by the ſayte 
ſcreyghtes, beinge then not ſo ftraytelye 
Kepte and watched. Euer foꝛeſeing, that 
there choulde not ouer manye * 
E: 2 . | 0 
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unto d nted, #02 as bys 
he had befoze alle F fears 
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ones that night, to thentent the ſmalnes 
of the numbze, by makinge ſmall noyſe, 
myght with they2 ſilence decepue his en - 
nemies,and alſo the better to eſcape the 
narrow and vneaſp waies of the ſtreigbt 
Lhe day folowing the conſul and he had 
longe communication, and bookes were 
wutten of thinges of ſmall impoztaunce 
til it dzewe toward nighte: and then they 
agreed to meete the nert moꝛning, to fp- 
nilhe their deuiſes. This night alſo Haſ⸗ 
dꝛuball beſto wed, in ſending foꝛth many 
mo of his hoſte, and moꝛe of his carpage 
then he did the nyghte before. The nerte 
meeting alſo, was in like mane r in vain 
the time wafted e ſpente in deuiſes of co⸗ 
uenauntes:and euer in the night he ſent 
of his footemen + ftuffe out of daunger. 
Thus in reaſoning and debating, diners 
dayes were employed, till all his foot e- 
men and caryage were eſcaped, And 
when a great parte of his hofte was by 
this illuſion cſcaped, then began Haſdꝛu 
balll more to ſtay, x be ſfiffe in the agree- 
png of couenauntes , in ſo muche that be 
began to diſet frõ diuers articles, wher- 


The warres betwent che 


hls keare was leſled, his fayth alſo deere- 
ſed. The nerte mozninge there appeared 
a great and darke miſte vpon the ground 
as well on the hilles as on the ⸗valepes, 
which ſerued wel Paſd2ubal foz his pur⸗ 
poſe, Foz he, thinkinge then his good 
hours to be come, ſent to Qero the conſul 
aduertiſing him, that the ſame day was 
and euer had bene kept hie, holp, and ſa⸗ 
cred among the Carthaginenſes: ſo that 
to the ſame it was not !awefull fo2 hym 
td trauaile avout any buſinefſ2, TWHhere- 
fo2e he deſired the communication to be 
deferred tyl! the dape folowynge. The 
Conlſull pct thinkinge no fraude 02de- 
cepte to be in the meſſage, agreed there 
unto. And then Haſdꝛuball wpth ſpeede, 
iTned oute of the trapte with the reſte ol 
bis hoſt, hozſemen x elephantes, with as 
ſmal noiſc as he could make, 4 was paſs 
ſed all daunger , befo2e the dape warcd 
cleare, But when the ſon beganne to ap⸗ 
peare,then Nero pertepuing the campe, 
of the Carthaginenſes to be voyde , and 
knowing manifeftly of their departure, 
With their vntruth + his mocke 4 illuſion 


he made as much ſpec as he could to fo 


lowe his enemies, with a feruent de ** 
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to fpght,if be might ouertake them. *. 
But they were in ſafegarde, ere he might 
attaine vnto thepm, withoutanpe tinge 
doing, oneleſſe it were ſmall {kirmyſhrs 
betwene the taple of the hoſte of the Tar- 
thaginenſes and the lighte tlozer ydets pf 
the Romapne armpe. 1 
The ende of the pere dꝛewe nere, and the 
time of choſinge of officers began to ap- 
pꝛoche, at whiche election Marcus Par 
cellus,and Martus Ualerfts Leuinus,. 
were choſen conſulles. Then the ſenate 
of Kome, with no leſſe diltgence dellbe⸗ 
red of the aifay2es of Spapne, then they 
didde of the eſtate of Italpe, fo2 the ſaue⸗ 
garde whereof, they determined to aug⸗ 
ment the army, that was there with Ne- 
ro the con{ull, and to ſende alſo wyth the 
ſame a newe capitaine,. whom they cal- 
led a pꝛoconſull. But al they2 doubt was 
whom they ſhouls aſſiqne to that office, 
to ſuctede in ehe place of two ſo noble ca- 
pitapnes, as were of late there ſlapne, in 
the ſpace of, xxr.dayes: The day was ap- 
poynted foꝛ the commune election of this 
tapitaine, by voyte of the ſenatoures ad 
— of the communes, Dome _ d, 
en C unt men would baue 
manee valpaunt men wol "ffered 
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offced them ſelues thereto fo2 the wealth 
oftheypr countrep: But none was founde 
amonge thepm, that would enterpꝛiſe to 
take on hande that great and peryſlong 
charge. The citezens by great aſſembles 
met at the days and place avpoynted fs; 
the nomination, At 'whyche daye the no⸗ 
ble men loked one vpon an other, as peo⸗ 
ple amaſed and deſtitute of counſayle in 
ſuch perpleritee, lamentinge the ſoꝛe de⸗ 
tape ok the ſtate of the citee. 

M hen none could be found amonge the 
woꝛthpe foz that rome oꝛ office, then ſo⸗ 
daynely ponge . Coznelius Scipio, the 
ſonns of him that was befoze ſlapne in 
Spaine,being then but rriii. peres olde, 
ffove vp in a highe place, where all men 
might wel ſe and beholve him, 1 deſircd 
that the ſame office might be geuen vnto 
him. When he bad declared his minde, 
anone the hole multitude of all eftates, 
gaue to him thep2 conſentinge, crpengt: 
Luckpe be his empyꝛe in Spaine. 

¶ Adone after this ſodayne election a ſo 
daine ſilence was among the multitude, 
and then all men began ſecretelye wyth 
N ſelues to conſider their haſte in 


© "ir nomination, maruaylyng and alo 
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fo: thinking that they had moze fauoured 
the perſon thꝛoughe affection , then they 
did conſpder hys youthe by their reaſon, 
many miſlyked the koꝛtune that had hap⸗ 
ped to his ſtocke and famplie in the ſame 
tountrey befoꝛe, and ſome were ſoꝛpe to 
ſend one of the fame kin and name, to go⸗ 
nerne the tountrey, where his father and 
bncle were ſlaine and laye burped. 
When pong Scipio perceiued they: ſi⸗ 
lente, and repentaunte of theyꝛ haſtie ey, 
lection, he deſpꝛed theim a littell to geue 


him audyence , And there he made theim 


ſuch an oꝛation, in the excuſe of hys age, 
and concerninge the rule and affap2es to 
him committed, with ſuche an herte and 
courage, that he not onelp enflamed their 
hertes with moze ardente deſire and loue 
towarde him, bat alſo he fulfilled theim 
with a certayne hope ol pꝛoſperous ſut? 
ceſſe in his emppꝛe. Fo2 the ponge man, 
beſide many his marueilous vertues and 
good qualities, where with he was natu- 
rally inde wed, hechad alſo rom his infan 
tie a wonderfull conninge oꝛ gifte in ths 
noble auauncing and ſctting foꝛth of the 
ſame. Sometime amonge the commune 


eo ne dꝛeames 93 
people be woldſhew certaine * — 
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viſions, that he had in the night:ſom#tme 
be woulde declare vnto theim thynges 
that he was commanded inwardly by the 
goddes to execute. Theſe $ ſuche like his 
ſtraunge woꝛdes, with the manner and 
facion of liuing after he was fy2ſte put in 
auctozitee , he wed ſuche a maqnificence 
in him, that the commune people bothe 
had an opinpon, and alſo publyſſhed the 
ſame, that Scipio was deſcended of the 
frocke 02 kynred of the gods. Inuentinge 
à like fable of his concepcion to be by the 
ſede of a ſerpente o2 ſnake , as heretofore 
bath ben fapned of great Alexander: al 
fi rminge, that the ſimilitude of the ſame 
bathe bene diners tymes ſeen in his mo⸗ 
thers chamber: but ſo ſone as any ma en 
tred hir ſaid chamber, it did ſodainly glide 
and vanith away. This fained inuencion 
of hys concepcpon, and the ſuper ſticious 
myndes of the people towarde hym , he 
woulde nother affy:me to be true, nothet 
fave they were falſe and vntre we: bnt 
touert lie lefte them to dwel fill in they; 
own: opinions: whzrbp all men had ſuch 
an admpracion of hym, that they lut⸗ 
red hin to enioy that greate roume, that 
els was ful vnmete fo; that a 
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Thearmye ,that ſhould be vnder him in 
Spapne, was increaſed. r. thouſand fotes 
men, and one. M. hozfſemcn:and . M. Ju⸗ 
lius @ullanus was appopnetcd to helpe 
him in al his buſp affapzes of charge. 
With this newe armye and a naupe of 
thirty ſhippes, ho departed out af Italpe, 


makinge greate ſpede,tyl! he arryued in 
Spaine: where he gathered together all 


the power that remayned there befoze, 
and ſo ſoberly handicd him ſelfe to al me, 
that in his wo des they iudged ts be both 
a roya!l maieſtee, and a ſtedfaſt fapthful⸗ 
nes. He pꝛayſed muche the ſouldyours, 
whiche he found there, fy2fte fo2 that not 


{ withffanding their.ii.great loſſes of men 


and capitains, yet they kept ſtil that tun⸗ 
trep, defendinge manfully theyz frendes 
and many their cities of the ſame:and al- 
ſo that they ſuffred not their ennemies to 
eniop the pꝛoſpetous foꝛtune, whyche by 
the lolle of the Komains was ones geue 


| theym. @hy:dlpe , foz that they had d2y* 


uen theyꝛ enemies to foꝛſake their abode 

on this ſide the water of Jberus. But à⸗ 

boue all other, he had Lucius Martivs 

in great bonoꝛ and veneracion. And anon 

alter his comming: he beſtowed his 5 
1 
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men of warre,to places where they ſha( 
remaine foz the winter ſeaſo, and he him 
ſelfe, after all thinges were ozdpnatelye 
diſpoſed, went to Tarracon. 

Che fame of @cipio was no leſſe among 
his ennempes, than it was amonge his 
krendes. They alſo had a certaine feare of 
him, coniecturinge, as it were by ſecreat 
diuinacion, the likely ſucceſſe of thynges 
that were to enſue, They feared him be⸗ 
foze they had cauſe , and they feared hym 
the mo2e.by how muche the cauſe 02 rea 
ſon of theyz feare was bid + vnknowen, 
And in this perpleritce of mind, they de- 
parted theyz armies,and went to dyuers 
partes fo2 the winter ſeaſon. 
HÞalſdzuball the ſonne of Giſgon, went to 
the (ca,towarde the pillars of Hercules: 
Mago kepte the myddell of the cuntrey, 
and Haſdzubal the ſonne of Amilcar, lay 
nighe the ryuer of Aberus, not farre from 
Sagunt. 


Che ozacton of Scipio to his ſouldi⸗ 
ours in payne, after his coming 
. thyther, Cap. 44. 
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M the ſpꝛing of the pere P. 
tcipio commaunded al his 
chyppes, furnyſhed wyth 
men vitapies t munimen⸗ 
N tes of warre, to meete him 


at the mouth of the riuer st 
Jberus: where he with the reſt of his holt 
tomminge by lande from Tarracon, met 
them, And there thinkyng {kneceſſary to 
him, to declare his mynde to the old ſoul⸗ 
dyours that were lefte in payne, after 
the laſte greate loſle and ſlaughter of the 
Romapnes, be called them together, and 
made his oꝛacion as tereafter foloweth. 

There was neuer new capitatne befo2e 
me, that had cauſe to gene thankes vnto 
bis ſouldiours, befoze he had tried they2 
hardines and diligfce \n-bataple:but fo2- 
tune hathe bounde me vnto pou{loupnge- 
ſouldic urs / befoꝛe J knebo this countrey, 
oꝛ ſaw the plate of dure tampe. Fy2lt foz 
the lone and obedience that ye haue bone 
to my father and mine vncle both quicke 
and deade: ſerundarily foꝛ that, whan the 
bole tountrey was as lofte , by reaſon of 
the greate diftruction ofoure people : vet 
you by pour noble vertue + mighte , baue 


obteined the pollefſis of the ſame * 8 
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bothe to the Romapnes , and alſo to m 
fey? deputye here, and ſucceſſoure to 
mp ſapd father and vncle. But now, ſeng 
thzough the fauoure dt the goddes we in⸗ 
tende to woꝛke, not that we may dwelin | 91 
Spayne fiylle oure ſelves , but that the ne 
Carthaginenſcs ſhal hane no dwellynge pn 
here: Mother enlp to reftraine them, that lie 
they Gail not come on this ſide the ban⸗ th 
kes of the water of Jberis , but that we | 4 
intend to paſſe the ſame floode with oure 
armp, to gene them battaile. J feare, leſ bo 
it chalbe thoughte by pou, that thys my e 
counſaple is moze hardye (and ſpoken af- b.

the tyme ſhoulde not ſerue vs to vnder⸗ | 
take ſuche greate enterpꝛyſes. There is 
no man hathe moze cauſe than J, to re 
member our euyll foztune in battaple in i 
Spaine , who hathe had bothe my father ha 
t mine vncle ſlaine here, within the ſpace th 
of. rrr. dapes, as ye wolde ſave, to make th 
here a heape of cozps of oure famtlye one — 
vpon another. Nenertheleſſe, as the loſe 5 
and lacke of frendes is diſpleaſant to the ur 
mynde of men, euen ſo doth fo2tune and 

noble vertuouſe courage fozbid a _— 
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uche caſe to dyſpay2e, ſpectally ſens tho⸗ 
toughe fatall foztune oure chaunce hathe 
heretofoꝛe bene, that after we haue bene 
beaten t ſuſtepned great loſles in the be⸗ 
ginninge, pet at the laſte we haue euer os 
e nercome dure ennemies, that befoze ſup⸗ 
- © preſſed vs. J wil not reherſe the old hillo⸗

And now in hys time at Trabſa,at 
Traſimenus,x at Cannas, what other 
tbinges dyd appere , other than hole ar⸗ 
mies with thep2 capptaynes t Komayne 
Conſals ſlapne:furthermoꝛe, how great 
apart of Jtalp, of Sardinia, and Stcillia 
haue foꝛſaken the Romapnes , tofolowe 
the amitee of Anntba!l - and howe nigh 
the citee of Rome pitched he his campe? 
pe he hym ſelfe was ſene almoſte to ryds 
harde to the gates of Rome. In all the 
time of his great rupne & harde foztune, 
the beartcs , the vertue and cenrage of 
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of the Romapns remained till tedfaſee; 
hole, and vnmouable, whereby thep haut 
bene euer ſuſteined and ſet vp againe. 

After the cruel battaile at Cannas, Ba 
d2uball, with a greate army was goynge 
ouer the mountaines into Italy, to helpe 
his bꝛother Anniball , and to ioyne they; 
powers together :whiche if he had done, 
accoꝛdynge to his intente, there hadde by 
this dap bene almoſt no memoꝛp oꝛ name 
of the Romayns lefte. But than pe hardy 
ſouldiours, by the gouernaunce of my fas 
ther, withſtode theim,and by youre good © x 
foztune ſo wel ſped there, that therby the KW | 
euei chaunces, whiche befoze hapned vs, . 
were wel releued, and now, thꝛoughe the 
goodnes of the goddes are dapelpe mor 
toyefoll and p2oſperous.. In Sicilia the 
greate cities of Spꝛacuſa and Agrigen⸗ 
tum, be wonne agayne, and the hole lt 
bꝛoughte vnto the obedyence of the de 
matnes,and our enemies tlene expulled. 
In Italy Capua is taken, and the Arp 
nes bꝛuuqht againe vnder the ſubiection 
of Rome. And Anniball in greate feat 
flepng trom Rome , is nowe d2yuen int 
an angle of thecountrey of the 1B2uttans 
here the daylye pzaper that he mute 
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gomaynes and the Carthaginetifes. 19x 
to the goddes abone al thinges is, that hs 
may ſafe and ſound eſcape without daun 
ger out ol the countrep of his enemies. 
M herfoꝛe fryendes , there is nothpnge 
mo2e vnmete,07mo2e contrary to reaſon 
then that you, who haue in all aduerſitye 
and lo we ebbe , when the goddes were 
them ſelues almoſt on Annibals partpe, 
and pet by the guiding ol my father and 
frendes, haue ſuſtepned and boꝛne vp the 
eſtate of the Romavnes: that pe nowe, . 
when all thingcs are merye and p2olpe-* - 
tous, ſhoutd ſh2inke oꝛ ſuffer pour hartes 
to fayle pou. Nowe the immoꝛtal goddes 
the gouernours of the Rom apne empire 
who willed the people of Rome , by one 
aſſent to elette me vnto"tyts great office 
and dignitee, the ſame goddes by ſundzy 
pꝛeſages, ſignes t dꝛeames in the nighte 
haue Hewed me, that all thinges hereafs 
ter ſhall haue pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe, Yea 
and that J moſte at this time do regarde 
my heart geueth me, that ere it be longe, 
all Spapne ſhall be ours, ſo that as ma⸗ 
ny as beare the name of a Carchagineſe, 
ſhall be gladde foz feare to flee hens. both 
by land and by ſea. And reaſs alſo geneth 


that the ſame whyche in my heart is con- 
I 7b cepued 
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cepued muſt nedes be trewe, Foz dinerg 
of theyz friendes, whiche haue by theym 
bene euel entreated, haue of late ſent am 
beCadours to vs foz ſuccours. Agapne, 
there be of them thꝛe capitaines , whiche 
cannot agree among them ſelues. Foz 
whych cauſe they haue deupded they} ar- 
mye in thꝛee partes, and are departed 
karre a ſunder. A gerekoꝛe the ſams fo 
tune that ſcourged and diftr >ped vs, doth 
nowe come on them. Foz they felowes 
and krpendes, in whome thep truſte be 
gone from theym, euen as the people cal 
led Celttbert, departed and fozſoke you, 
when pe had moſte nede of theym. They 
allo haue deutded and ſeuered they? bv 
ſtes, whyche was the cauſe of the deſtrut 
tion, bothe of my father and of mine vn- 
cle. This diſcoꝛde will not ſuffer them te 
iopne together agapne. And be pe ſure, 
no one army of them by it ſelfe is able te 
wythitande you, W herefoꝛe J moſt hat⸗ 
telpe pꝛap vou good ſouldiours, loue and 
Ffauour nowe the name of the Scipions, 
which am J, the ſonne of pour olde capyy 
tame $ctpio,an impe growen out (as ie 

would ſape)of a ſtocke that is tut downe : 
»by the ground. And pe olde ene 
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wozke,that ye may bꝛing me a ponge cas 
pitapne, wich anewe armpe eucr Ibe- 
rus, into the countrep, whyche pe haue 
paſſed after manpe great actes and pꝛo⸗ 
wes ſhe wed: and 3 doubt not ſt,oꝛtlpyr to 
hung to paſſe, that as pe nowe tinowe in 
me to be a ſimiutude 62 reſemblaunte of 
my fattzer, and vncle, by my face, counte⸗ 
nannte, and features cf my body, cuen ſo 
Gail pe ſet in me alio an erample of their 
wit. faith, and vertue in ſuche wiſe that 
euerye one of pou ſhall ſaxe, Scipio oure 
olde capitainc is aliue again.

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vas .rrv. thouſand footemen, and. il. ꝙ. 
and. v. C. hoꝛſemen, he paſſed the rpuer 
of Aberus. TA hen he was paſſed ouer, 
many counſapled him, ſeinge the armye F 
of the Carthaginenſes was deupded in- 
ts thꝛe partes, that he ſhould aCaple that 
hoſt of them, whychwas nert vnto him, 
ſayeng. It was perill if they were iopned 
together, leaſt he ſhould not be able to te | 
ſiſte theym: but he had pmagined in his 
minde, that he would fpꝛſt aſſaulte Cat / 
thago Nona, which was then not oneiye | 
ryche of the richeſſe of the inhabitants Þ 
of the ſame, but alſo ryche by meanes of F 
the Carthaginenſes, who had layd ther 
thepꝛ treaſure, armour, with other appa- F 
rell foʒ the warre. There remapned allo 
in that citee, all the pledges of noble men 
and citees of @payne. Weſides this, tie 
titee was ſituate vpon the ſe, from while 
it was eaſpe to paſſe oner into Affrica. 
The hauen alſo thereof was able tore Þ 
cepue eaſelpe the greateſt naupe of an 
pꝛynce. 

Df this his purpoſe no man was pziue,

His commaundemente 
was fulfpfled, The fight was ſtronge on 
bIthe-partes. And to encourage the 
moꝛe his people, Scipio hym ſelfe came 
tyetter, vader the couerte of deen

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and panefſes, to withſtande the ſhot that 
came from the walle , of arowes dartes 
and other ingynnes, wbiche was greate. 
There he ſometpme exhoꝛted and coum- 
foꝛted his men: ſometime he counſayled 
them, what was beſt foz them to doe, fo2 
the attainyng of thepꝛ purpoſe. This his 
pꝛeſence was a wytneſſe, bothe of mens 
valiant courage, and alſo of thepz cowar- 
dyſe, whereby enerye man enkoꝛted hym 
| ſelfe to clymme vp, neyther regardyngs 
the heighte of the walles, no2 fearpnge 
the men of armes, that fierſelpe defended 
the walles. On p other ſpde ol the towns 
lxke aſſault was giuen from the ſhippes, 
by that part that lape towarde the wa⸗ 
ter: But alſo to ſmall purpoſe.

This ſtrange 
fo;tune of that vnſeen lowe ebbe of the 
water, Scipio tourned to a mizacle, ſap⸗ 
ing: It was the wyll and pleaſure of the 

goddes, to wythdꝛawe at that tyme the 
water from that great poole, to make foz 
the Komaines a paſſage, to open theim 
| gwaye,by whiche neuer man befoꝛe had 
paſſed , Nlith theſe ſtronge perſuaſtons, 
| he cauſed the reft of his armie, which bad 
| reſted them in their tentes, durpnge the 
time ok the firſte aſſaute , to take ladders 
àͤnd engins, and to gene a new aſſaute in 
the ſame place, where they were befoze 
# beaten backe. There began a fierſe and 
Acruell bickerynge . Nenertheleſſe the 
height of the walles wag (ſo benefpciall 
to the citezens , that were thep neuer ſo 
| baliante and hardp, yet bp could they not 
| get:but were onerthzowen with ſmalle 
peine to the townes men. 
þ _ While they were buſie and attentife to 


| defend the Citee, as well there as on the 


| ſeacoſte, Scipio. with a good number of 
ſtronge men, ſecretlye withdzewe hym to 
the ſaide ponde: where he bad his compa- 
nye folow the god Neptunus, that ſhald 
be they; guide on their way . _ 
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ſhalowe water. Wherevpon they with 
{nal laboure wente ouer, and ſet vp lad; 
ders ta the walles, which they foundeaſy 
to be ſcaled, and not kepte with any men 
of warre . Fo2 that they hauinge a ſure 
Hope in the natural ſtrength on that part 
by reaſon of the water, had made nc mus 
nimentes 92 defence: noꝛ pet leftc anye 
watch therc:euerye man was gone to the 
defence of the other p. rtes, in the whiche 
thaſſaut ſemcd moſt ſierſe 4 dangerouſe, 
ſo that without any reſiſtence they centred 
the towne, and incontinent made haſt to 
come to the gate, where the battaiie was 
moſt buſy x ſtrong. To whiche wha they 
were come, they found al the townſine (6 
erneſt in their delete, o in cõfoꝛting theit 
felowes, that they neither herd no2 ſaw?

euery man after his vertue and merites: 
but ſpecially Cn.Leltus the gouernoure 
of the naupe, he pꝛapſed and much loned, 
to whom he gaue fo2 a rewardea crown, 
of golde, and. xxr.oxen. 

Lhe cauſed he the pledges to be bzeught 
befo2e him, willinge them to be of good 
comfo2te,and that they ſhould conſpder, 
that they were nowe in the power of the 
Romaines, whoſe naturall pzoperty and 
deſire is, to bynde men thꝛough they? be- 
nefptes ſhewinge, to lone thepm, rather 
than by compulſion to kepe men in feare 
of them. And had rather to ioine ſtrange 
nations in amitee with them by faithful 
— then ſozowefully to kepe the 
in miſerable ſeruitude. Then he tok | 
names of the cityes, that had theyꝛ pieds 
ges there, and to the ambaſſadoures that 
by channce were with him pꝛeſent of am 


of the ſapd cities, he incontinente deliue I 


red the pledges vnto them: to the other 
ties be ſent meffangers, wylling them te en 
ſend vnto him foz them, and they ſhould r 
haue theyꝛ pledges frely deliuered. Ther i... 
be llt aben many noble mate® nts 
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honeſt maydens, whom he committed to 
fobze and honeſt men to be kept, without 
any fozce v2 diſſhonoure to be done vnto 
them:amonge other captiucs there was 
one virgin bꝛought vnto him, of ſo excels 
lent beautie,that whereſocuer ſhe wents 
all men delited to be holde her. Scipio en⸗ 
quired of her. of what countrey ſhe was, 
and of what kinred ſhe was deſcended, £ 
be percetued by ber, that ſhe was betrou⸗ 
thed oꝛ made ſure to a yonge pꝛince of the 
Celtibertans, whoſe name was Luceius 
Whereupon he incontinent ſente fo2 the 
layd pong man, and alſo fo2 ber parents 
At whoſe coming, knowing Þ the yonge 
nan was ſoze enamozed of her, he thus 
lapd vnto him: being a pong man haue 
lent fo2 pon that are alſo a ponge man, to 
tome to me, the cauſe is fo2 that whe this 
pong maiden, being fianced oꝛ enſured ts 
Pot, was bꝛonght to me, by my ſouldioꝛs 
3 herd ſay, that yon entierly loued her.

nites by fozce: where he ſle we. tif. thouſad 
men of war re, which Anniball had lefte 
fo; the keping of the ſame townes. And 
Cn. Fuluius the pꝛotonſull, truſtyng to 
winne Perdonea from Anniball, whiche 
was not verpe ſtronge of it ſelfc,nepther 
had any garriſon icfte there,fo2 the ſuffi- 
tient defence thereof:he remoued thyther 
wyth his armpe, hauinge the moꝛe hope 
and comfo2t to attapne the ſame, foꝛ that 
he knew wel, that Annibal after the loſſe 
of Salapia, was departed into the coun⸗ 
trey of the Bꝛuttans. But ſuche as were 
the ſure frendes of Annidal in the tswne 
ot herdonea, ſent him pꝛiuiipe wo2de by 
meſſangers, And he deſirous to kepe ſtill 
dis olde frendes, haſted ſo with his hozſe 
men t lighteſt footmen, making { great 
fourneys, that he was already tome nere 
Herdonea, befoꝛe the fame of his coming 
wer wel knowen. Ans to put p Komans 
in moꝛe feare, he appeared in good araye 
or battayle ſodainly with baners diſplay- 
ed. which Fuluius perteiuing, with like 
hardines made ſpede to put his folie in 
Araye,and fopned battay le wyth hym. 
Than annibal cõmaunded his hozlemer- 


hat after a ſiane oꝛ token to them may; 
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whiles the Romapnes were buſy in hat 
tayle agaynſte his footemen, and euem 
mans eye were occupied buſilp, that they 
chould ſecretely toſte the field, and a pa 
of them to (et vpon the backes of his en 
nemies,one 8ther part of them to inna 
they? campe and tentes with great noile 
and ſlaughter, ſayenge, that be truſted u 
vbanquiſhe this Faulutus as be bad. tt. ye- 
res paſte onercome an other Fulnins of 
his name in the ſame countrep. And in 
his hope he was nothing deceyued, fo2f0 
ſoone as the hoꝛſemen aſſapled the Rv 
maynes on their backes with great tean 
andflaughter, anone from the cape was 
beard a great erye:whereby the Roma 
nes that befoze kepte arape and fonghte 
boidely, were ſo difmadye, that ſame fled 
and many mo were ſlayn.

Parcellus the Conſull, beinge nothing 
afrayde with the tidynges of this loſle, 
lente letters to the ſenate of Rome , byd- 
dynge theim to bee no whitte dyſcomfoz⸗ 
ted therewpth:fo2 he doubted not, but be 
woulde cauſe Anniball to haue but ve? 
rye ſhozt iope of his victozic. Wherevpon 
be immedtatelp remoued towarde Annl- 
bal, pitching his campe in the plaine fiel- 
des even in the ſight of his enemies. And 
lone after valtantly came fo2the in oꝛder 
of battaile, redye to figbte . On the other 
lide Annibal mas no ĩeſſe quicke than he. 
The battaile betwene them, bothe of the 
boꝛſemen and of the footemen was mer- 
uailous fterſe and cruel}, neyther traſſed 
it, tyl the nighte departed them, with in- 
differet loſſe of both parties. Jn the night 
Annibal ſecretiy remoned and went into 
Apulia. Martellus in the moꝛnyng/ per⸗ 
tefuinge the departure of bis ennemyes, 

folowed incontinent, and ouertoke them 
nere vnto Nenuſia. Thus paſſed they all 
Apulia without any natable battaile, the 
one kolo wyng the other: And euer Annt- 


ball woulde remoue in thonight,ekinga 
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à plate to deceine his ennemies. But ih 
conſul al wapes folowed in the day tim 
ſending befoze him eſpies to be ſute lum 
the craftie traine ol Annibal. 
The ſummer was almoſte ended, zn 
the time of choſing conſuls dꝛe w nere a 
the whiche chuſinge Parcellus ſhoult 
haue been him ſclfe : but he ſente bis le 
ters to Rome, affpꝛminge, that it ſhould 
be righte hurteful to the common welth, 
r he did depart one foote from Anniball 
Foz his abſence , pea his onely ceafſyng 
to aſſayle hym , ſhoulde gene hym much 
courage. Wherevpon he was commaun 
ded to abpde ſtille with his armye. Tit 
other conſul Lentus was ſent foz. Zhan 
were choſen counſuls. Q. Fabius Mar 
mus, and. Q Fulutus F laccus. Beſydes 
this it was determined, that. . Claudi 
us Marcellus ſhould kepe alſo his army! 
and the warres agaynſle Annibal! ont 
pere longer. | 
As touchinge the warres in Spaine 

was oꝛdeined, p Publius Scipio r Bulle 
nus ſhuld be there gonerno2s,not-onelf 
Co2 a peare, but vnto the tyme they wen 
called from the.ſame by the ſenate.. 


About this tyme caine the ambaiTavour 
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ofkynge @yphar from Affrica to Nome, 
ſhewynge the pꝛoſperous battaples that 
he hadde loughte with the Carthaginen⸗ 
ſes, deſyꝛynge to haue the amitee of the 
Komapnes agreed to hym by the whole 
ſenate , whyche befoze was moned be⸗ 


twene him and the two bꝛetherne Cne⸗ 
ſus, and. P. Scipio in Spaine. To whoſe 
anbaſſadours the ſenatours not onelye 
aue gentyl thankes t louing anſweres, 
ut alſo ſente by theim to the kinge, riche 
ꝛeſentes. „„ 
Not long after tidinges wers bꝛoughte 
to Rome out of Aﬀrica, that Baſſaniſſa, 
the ſonne of kynge Gala, was come to 
Carthage with. v. H. Numidfans , and 
that a great noumber ot other Africans 
were hyꝛed to go oner into Spaine to Al- 
dꝛubal, to the intent Þ be, ſtrogly accom- 
panted, might depart ſhoztly krö thes into 
Italy to his bzother-Anniball, in whome 
they iudged þ hope of their victozy to rell. 
About the ſame time came Lelins oute 
of Spaine to Rome bꝛinging with him a 
greate noumber of pꝛiſoners, reherſynge 
in the ſenate houſe the happy wynnynge 
of newe Carthage in one daye , with the

Theſe newes made them not ſomery, a 
the coming of Aſoꝛubal into Itaſpe mm 
theim afrayde,conſpderpnge, that beton 
be was come, all they; power wasſkant 
able to reſiſte the onelpe power of Ann 
ball.

mighte ones take from dym, be ow 
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baue no place ſure to go tu, neither know 
to what coſt he might ſafely 1ourne him: 
ſo that be ſhoulde after warde haue ſmall 
tauſe to abide in Italy. The ſame requeſt 
he alſo made to Marcellus bp his letters: 
who thinkynge no man in Italpe fo able 
tomatche Anniball,as he was him ſelfe, 
was ſo kendled and ſtirred wyth Fabius 
letters, that ſo ſoone as the wynter was 
paſſed, and anye foode was founde in the 
fieldes able to ſuſteine his armp and cat- 
el, ge wente to Canuſium, where Anni⸗ 
bal then lape, and had moned the rulers 
ef the towne to pelde bnto hym, leauinge 
the Komapne amitee . But ſo ſone as he 
percetued that Marcellus was come , bs 
remoued from thenſe leauing that plaine 
comtrep, and fought the hylly g woddye 
 countrep, whiche might be moze apte foz 
trapynes of deteite fo2 his ennemies. 
Dan argon folowed him hard, io 

nge alme ſte campe to campe . 
 (kirmithes were made betwene the hoꝛſe 
men ol bothe partes. But Anniball not 
mindinge to ieoparde all at ones. ſled be-

and foztifyed, Parcellus wyth hys men 
let the wozkes thereof: ſo that whether 
be wold oz no, he was enfozced to do bat- 
taile, whiche thinge he had moſt eſchued, 
Mheretoꝛe they oꝛdered theyꝛ armies on 
both parties, and foughte tyll the nyghte 
departed them. On the moꝛowe Mar⸗ 
cellus earipe put hs men in good arape, 
and Annibal did the ſame, exhoꝛtinge his 
men to remember thepꝛ noble conquelles 
at Traſpmenus and at Cannas, and not 
to ſuffer thep2 gredy vnreaſonab le ene⸗ 
mpe ſo to vere them that they might nat 
haue time to encampe theim ſelues, pe 
ſcarſely to loke aboute oꝛ to take bꝛeathe. 
The ſonne wha it riſeth, t the Komaine 
army, do both at one time appearc in the 
kieldes. But in caſe(ſaſth he) ye ſo handel 
him, that he map ones departe with lofle 
of hys men out of the fielde, he wyl bere- 
after be maze eaſpe to intreate. With 
theſe exhoztacions, t alſo being euill ton⸗ 
tented with the tedpous continuali puts 
ſuingoftheirenemies;they ficrſly wet to 
battalle where they fought cruelly by the 
ſpace of. ii. longe houres.

backe, w fulfil, Parcellus ap

their plates. At the lafte the Romaines 
hoſt being moꝛe feareful than ſhamefalt, 
began to flee, There was ſlaine that day 
of the Romans. if. thouſands ſeuen hum 
ded, whereof. iii. were capytapnes hun⸗ 
dzeders,and two tribunes. 

Parcellus after that he was come ints 
his campe, made to his ſouldiours ſo ſoꝛe 
and cruell an oꝛacpon, that the wooꝛdes 
of the angrpe capptapue ſeemed to theim 
moꝛe diſpleaſaunt and peineful, than the 
trauaple that they toke in the battaple

After theſe wondeg, 
he incontinent bzoughte his hoſte fozthe 
into the kieide, where the battatle was 
moꝛe truel then it was the dap befoze, 
The Carthaginenſes euer ſtriwinge to 
kepe the honoure, and the Komapnesto 
auenge the ſhame gotten the dap befozs 
The aduauntage er the battayl bet wen 
them aboae long in ſuſpente.

reſt had fled alſo, had not Decius Flaui⸗ 
us a tribune taken the ſtanderd of one al 
the bandes of hozſemen, commaundyng 
the companpe belongynge to the ſame 
to folowe him boldelpe, whome they o⸗ 
beped: and incontinente bꝛonght theyn 
where the companye of Elephantes dyd 
molt diſpleaſure, cauſinge moſte trouble 
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and rumour. Zhen bad he them couragi⸗ 
ouſly to thzowe thepz dartes and ſpeates 
at thoſe beaſtes, whiche they did, woun⸗ 
dyng many of tbem: who felynge thepm 
ſelues hurte, wpth greaterage rating as 
lvaye, and coulde not be ffaped by theym 
that rode on them. The Komaynes foloz 
wed them fill, and dzoue the vpon they⸗ 
owne company of Spanpardes and Car 
thaginenſes, makyng greater ſlaughtex 
among them, than thep had bcfo2e deue 
to the Nomapnes. And when they ſalye 
the Carthaginenſes by this means 

bwugbt out of arrap,the Romayn f̃oote⸗ 
men in oꝛder entred and bꝛake the araye 
tleane, puttinge theym to flighte: whom 
Marcellus cauſed his boꝛſemen to folow 
And the chaſe ceaſſed not, till they were 
dꝛiuen into the gates ot they; campe, 
with great loſſe both of men and ot Cles 
phantes, There were ſlayne that daye., 
dit.

tone. {W-hereupenhe ſetretely opened 
bis minde to his capitapne Fabins,di 
ringe bim, that he woulde licence him to 
departe from the armpe, and o go into 
the citee, whyche be wonld vndertake to 
do, by diſſemblinge him ſelfe to be lolen 
away from his companye, foz the loue of 
bis lifter, deſirous to be a citeʒen there.

inge of no greater age, happened to ben 
the campe among men of warre, Be an 
ſwered, that he was of Numidia, 4 was 
named Maſſus.

them. But his chaunce was ſo euel, that 
hehadnowe a fall from his hozic, wher- 
by he was taken of the Remapnes. Sci⸗ 
pio demaunded of him, whetber he were 
net deſtrous to reteurne to Paſlſaniſſa. 
Lo whom he aunſwered, weeppnge fo2 
iope, that he would be very gladde, if hys 
channce were lo good. The Scipio gaue 
bim a rynge of golde, a cote, a ſenatours 
garment, a ſpanyſhc cloke, a grodly boꝛſe 
wel harnepſed, and a buckle cf golde, and 
ſuffered him to depart to his vncle at his 
pleafure, appoynttinge him hoꝛſemen to 
tonducte him on the wape, ſo farre as he 
would hanc them.

fone of Tarente. But Partellus by 
meane of ennemies was runne m great 
inkampe. Fo: it was repozted, that Anni 
ball rouinge abꝛade in the tountrep, he 
kepte his hoſte in the ſummer ſeaſon ty 
the towne of Uenuſia, Harcellus to 
pourge him of this ſclaunderons name 
came to Rome,agaynte the time ofchy/ 
ling of officers Thither came alio Nuin, Þ 
Fuluius Flacchus the conſull. Ther 
was the cauſe of Marcellus openly deby F 
ted. And C. 18ibulns, one of the Tribu Þ 
nes, charged him ſoꝛe, ſapenge, that the Þ 
negligence of Marcellus. and other ſuche 
ip ko, was the cauſe of Annibals ſo long 
abode in Italp. This is (ſayd he) the teth 
pere, ſens he came fpꝛſte into this coun⸗ 
trephHe hath liued almoſt as long in Ita 
lye, as he hath done in Carthage. At the 
choſing of officers pe wilted M. claudius 
Martellus to continue a prare longer in 
his offite:and nowe if pe wil knowe the

king with ſuche trifelinge krapes to pan 


fo:th the ſommer, and to kepe himocw 


pied: pet neuertheleſle, thep truſted ton 


ſtronge pnough alſo for the beſieginge n 
Locrus. Wherefoze they ſent to Sicilia, 
tauſinge L,Cinctus, wyth his nau? am 
armp, to come to the beſieging of Locrus 
by the ſea. Furthermoze to aſſayle it alſ 
by lande, they tommaunded parte of tht 
urmpe, whyche lape fo2 the defence 
Tarent, to be bzought thither. 

This appoynctment was not ſo pa 
done, but that Annibal hadde knoweleff 
thereof by cortayne of the Thurines. 


Mhereupon agaynſte the tyme ape, 
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pointed of theyz cominge, he ſente an em⸗ 
buſchement of two thouſande hozſemen, 
and thꝛee thouſande footemen, to lye ſe⸗ 
cretlye vnder the hille of Petillja, vppon 
the way, whereby the Romaine Taren⸗ 
tines ſhoulde paſſe , The Romapnes 
bnaduiſedipe paſſinge by the wape, were 
amonge them to their greate hurtes , foz 
two thouſand of them were there llaine, 
and one. M. and two hundzed'taken p2y- 
ſoners, the reſte that eſcaped , fled by dy⸗ 
ners waies backe againe to Taret. Lhe 
conſulles lape in thepꝛ ſeuerall campes, 
not farre from the campe of Anniball. 

Nowe was there in the myddel waye be⸗ 
twene the Romatnes campe and hym , 4 
greate hille, full of woodde', not taken 
no2 bie wed by any of them both. The Ko 
mains feared foꝛ to vie we it, foꝛ that they 
doubted, what maner of grounde the vt⸗ 
termoſte parte thereof was toward they? 
ennemyes , Neither was it vie ved of 
Anniball:foz that he eſtemed the ſame to 
be a place moꝛe mete fo2 to decetue hes 
ennemies, than foꝛ to pitche thereon bys 
tampe. Wherefoze he in the nighte ſente 
thither a company of Humidian hoꝛſeme 
to lic pꝛiui lie in the middel of the —

Wherf«ze at his deparcing be cauſed his 
people to bee in a redyneſle: that in cale 
the plate lyued theym, that they mygilt 
gather vp the veſleltes, and all then 
faffe, and folowe theym frome the!)

The capytaines paſſed thozong) al 
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tell plapne fpelde , and from thenſe they 
ntred into a fapze bzode waye 62 rp- 
dynge , whiche wente vp into the wod⸗ 
des. At the toppe of this ridinge, the Ru⸗ 
nydians hadde ſette an eſpie to watche, 
t thinkinge of anpe ſo greattc a pꝛape 
as happed theim to come: but onelpe to 
batche foꝛ fozrageours 02 wood cartars, 
that ſhuld happe to rone abꝛode foz vitai⸗ 
les, woodde, oꝛ ſuche neteſſarpes.

the Romaines fledde. Neuertheleſle th 
reſt foughte foz a ſeaſon , till they ſaw 
Criſpinug ſoꝛe wounded, and his felow 
Marcellus, thꝛuſt thozough with a ſpem 
falle deadde to the ground, Than ther 
that were left on line fledde with Cru 
nus the Conſul, who was ſoꝛe hurt wit 
two dartes,and yonge Parcellus, being 
alſo ſoze wounded, 

Aulus Panlius was there ſlaine, wit 


Marcus Aulius , and foure andfotie vi 
ther hozſemen. Arenius, wpth fiue (wi, 


geantes of the conſulles, and cightentvi 


ther hozſemen, were taken pꝛiſoners.

Criſpinns the counſall ſente letters i 
Nome, bothe of hys felowes death, am 
alſo of his ſoꝛe hurtes:whiche letted hen 
ſo, that he could not come to Nome to th 
thoſpnge ok the counſuls. The ſenatonrs 
were verye penſpfe, to ſe two conſuls 
mies deſtitute of capitapnes. Zherefoy 
at the daye of the election , they loked# 
bont,tofindetwo wyſe and circumſpech 
perſons fo2that offfce , who had bene 0 
queinted with the deceftes of Anniball. 
Fvaſtthep aboue other lyked. C. Clam 


us Nero, whome they knew to be a val 


aunte man, and a good capitaine- — 
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they eſte med him to be to quicke foz that 
iyme of the warres, and to matche that 
ſobze capptayne Annnibal. UW hberefoze 
they deupſed to matche his quickenes 
lupth a ſobꝛe felow of great temperance. 

Then was there one M. Liutus, a 
man of great ſob:eneſſe, late come again 
into the titee, Me had befoze bene conſull 
about vill. yeares paſſed, and in his con- 
ſulſhippe was condempned by the com- 
mons without fault:and put out his his 
office. hich ſhame to him done he toke 
ſo diſpleaſauntlp, that leauinge the citſe, 
be wente ſoꝛth into the tountrep, to dwel 
out of the company of men. And. viſi.pea 
res after his condempnation M. Parcel⸗ 
lus, and Þ. Ualerſus Leninus the Cons 
ſuls, bzouqbt him home agapne into the 
titee:but they founde him foule and euell 
apparelled, his heare and beard longe, as 
a token of his ſhame recepued. But af 
this time the tenſoꝛs cauſed him to roũde 
bis heare, and puttinge on other cleane 
garments, to come into the ſenate houſe 
When he was bꝛoughte thither, and the 
fathers were eramined of they; opintons 
of . LUiuius touching the office of Cons 


ull: They agreed al, boih ſenatours and 
— Di. thy 
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the commons, that it were a meete cov 
ple of him and Claudius Nero, But hy 
alone refuſed the office, accuſing the al 
zens of they2 vnkinde lightneffe, ſapeng, 
I mernaple much, pe lape nowe the buy 
the of this office on me, whom ye of lan 
thꝛuſt oute of that ſame offpce, thinking 
me vnwoꝛthy thereof. It pe accompte m 
to be a good and an honeſt man, why thi 
did pe condempne me as an euell man, 
and as an offender:? And ſins pe iudge 
that 3 eueil gouerned the Conſulſhippe 
wherin 3 laſt was: why truſt ye me noy 
agapne wyth the ſame roume? 
UW ith ſuch woꝛds he actuſed the fathers 
and alſo the commons. But the ſenatoy 
rebuked him fo2 his wozdes ſhewinghin 
the craumple of M. Furius Camillus, 
whyrbe though he were banyſhed the 
tee of Rome, pet was he after reftozed# 
gayne: Fo2'ſapte they) like as the chen 
ought to ſuffer the ſharpe punphyemenn 
of his father: ſo ought euery man to ſu⸗ 
fer the punyſhemẽ t of h s tountrep, 
pacience and gentleneſſe. Mith the 
woꝛdes they appeaſed him, and 
him to take on him the ſapd office. 
The one conſull was appopnted ta 
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warre agapnft Anniball in Italpe, least 
he ſhoulde dzalve nerr to Haſdꝛuball. cu⸗ 
minge from the mountapne s to his ſut⸗ 
coure : The other was aſlygned to nieete 
Aldzuball: the fame of whom was, that 
be beganne to app2oche the mountaynes 
to thintent to teme duet, to tayne his po⸗ 
wer with his bꝛother Arnivall, The opſ- 
nion of Enniball did alſo much helpe the 
Komapns in this purpoſe, Fo2 although 
be knewe, that his bꝛother woulde that 
ſommer palſc the meuntapnes, to tome 
duer to him:pet when he remembꝛed the 
manſfolde lettes that he had him ſelke, 
as in paſſing the riuer of RNhodanus, and 
then the daungerous mountapnes, ftry- 
unge both with men and perillous plas 
ces, wherin he had ſpent five monethes, 
be loked not fo2 ſo ſpedie and quicke tom⸗ 
ning ot his bꝛother, which cauſed him to 
e ſo long, ere euer he remoued from the 
lace where he wintred with his armpe.

lyche and voyde. Fo2 Anniball being de- 
teiued, kepeth him cloſe in his tentes not 
knowing of mp compnge byther, noz of 
the vnſare leauing of mine armpe in mp 
tampe: but this decepte can not longe be 
hd. With (pede making Aſdzuballand 
his hoſte may be ouerthzowen, er ener 
departe:and then map J with like ſpeede 
re tourne to my companye into Apulia.

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He allo cauſed ſome other to ride a fam 
ot about theyꝛ campes, to ſe, whether the 
trenche that enuironed the compe, were 
enlarged any whyt oz not. Furthermoze 
to marke whether the trumpet did ſeum 
ones oz two times within the campe of 
the Romapnes. Nothpnge decepued hint 
ſe muche, as when wozde was bzoughte 
bym, that the campes were nothtnge en⸗ 
larged: but that there were but twaym 
as was befo2e,one of & tulus conſull,the 
other of L. Noꝛtius:and nepther of them 
altered otherwiſe then they fp2ff were. 
Nenertheleſſe it troubled him ſoꝛe, being 
a wyſe man and muche vſed to warres 
with the Komapnes, when it was ſhe 
wed him, that the trumpette blewe but 
ones in the pꝛetoꝛs campe: but in the 
ther it blewe two times: wherefoze be 
iudged ſurelv, that both tbe conſuls were 
there. N hereupon he beganne to nul; 
home the other Conſal( ſhould be dep 
ted from his bꝛother Anniball. He could# 
not deuiſe the thinge as it was, that di 
bꝛother was ſo illuded by the depar 
of the tapitayne from his tampe. 
was not farre of, with part of his poi 


. he ludged,y he had ſuſteined lome 
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loſſe: whereby he durſt not folowe the cb⸗ 
ſul, @Therfs:e he feared greatlp, leſt whe 
al was loft befoꝛe.he was come to late to 
bis bz3ther with ſuccours. He aiſo mils 
truſted, p bis letters neuer tame to An- 
nidalles handes, but that thep, wptb hys 
mellangers, were taken vp by the waye: 
bpon the light whereof the othe2 conſull 
was come with haſte to vanquiiye bem 

alſo. Being in this great perplexite, he 

cauſed all the fiers to be put out, euerys 
man to truſſe vp his ſtuffe and baggage, 
in the beginning of the nighte, he with 
dis hole hoſt departed ſccretelp, tolotwing 
two guides, TW ho had not far gone with 
them, but partly foz feare,and partly be⸗ 
inge troubled with the rumour of the ars 
mye,tooke no good heede to their wape: 
wherfsze they ſecretly flipped away, lcas 
ving the without a guide. Some wande⸗ 
red abꝛode in the fieldes, ſome being wea 
ry t ouermatched, laid the do wne to ſlepe 
and tore& them, leauing their Kander ds 

When the day appered, Aſozubal cauſed 

his ſtander des to go befoze the hot along 
the ſide of the riuer of Hetaurus, ſcking 

fo; foꝛdes where be might pale cuer:but

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enen r Foro tho. — 
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were the bankes. Thus wandering ſt 
after the crokes 4 fourninges of the dike 
ſeking a place of paſſage: he ſpent a great 
parte of the dape in wafte, whereby the 
Romapnes had gotten time and ſpace ty 
folowe them. Firſt Nero with his hozſe 
men onertoke thẽ:ſon e after came int 
us Poꝛtius with his ſigbt harneiſed me, 
They flewe man pe of Aſdꝛuballes folke, 
that abode bebinde in the rieldes to rell 
them. ſd2zubal ſeing no remedy to eſcape 
fought fo2 ſome hil by þ river ſyde wher- 
on he might lodge his hoſte. By v tyme 
was Limas alſo come with al his power 
of fotemen armed x in good array, Then 
ioyninge theyꝛ companies together they 
put euerpe man in oꝛder. Clandins Here 
ledde the rpght winge, Livins keyte the 
iefte wynge, Poꝛtius the pzetoz came it 
the middel warde. | 
eM han Aſdzuball ſawe no reviedy, but 


that he muſte needes kyghte, he leftethe 


fo2tifycng of his tampe, and put his pes 
ple in arrape, In the foꝛetronte he ſet hys 
e lephantes:about them on the left hand 
agaynfte C landtus Nero the conſul, he 
ſet his frenchmen: not foz that he true 
to theym muche him ſelte, but —_— 
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wought his ennemies feared them moll. 
Che rygbt winge be kept him ſelle with 
bis Spanyardes,hſs otde men of warre, 
inwhoin dis moſt truſt was. The Ligu- 
tfens, men of a tountt ap of Itale, were 
ſet in the miodel behynde the tlephantes 
Lhere was a greate hyll betwecne the 
Frenchmen and Clantius Nero :lo that 
de dy no meanes with bis hose, myghte 
cons ts fight with them. UUW herfoze they 
Roode scifi a good ſpace fwpriont dopnge 
ef any thyng. But betwene Aſdzubai 
and Liuius fyerce and moztall was the 
lyght. There were the great noumbꝛe of 
Komaypne footenren agapnſte the multi⸗ 
tude of ſpanpardes his expert warriours 
and alſo agaynſt the Liguriens, wbyche 
were very ſtrong and valiaunt men. 

The elephantes alſo dydde at the fy2fe 
mach diſpleaſure. Ctaudius ſepnge that 
be could not haue to do wyth the french- 
men, tourned aboute his companye, and 
fetchinge a compaſſe came on the other 
ide ot Aſdꝛubals armpe. Then were 
the panpardes and the liguriens ſiaine 
on alt partyes. and the fyghte was al- 


tcady come to the Frenchmen who —— 
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able to make (mal reſiſtence; foꝛ manyi 
their company were ſhꝛonken away an 
keble fo; labour, ouer watching, as they 
they bea people that can not well aan 
with paine. Manpe of theym were there 
ſlaine. Man alſo of the elephantes were 
ſlapne by the Romaines, but mo by their 
owne rulars that rode vpon them. J. 
after they were ones ftrizen and affeard 
the beaſtes were ſo vnrulye , and dydiy 
muche hurte to their owne Carthaginen 
ſes hoſte:that theyz o wne kepers andi 
ders ſlewe them. 
CAldzuball,like a full noble capitapne, 
handeled him ſelfe in that battayle, (ome 
time fighting valiant ip in his owne per 
ſone, ſometime erhozting his men man 
fullpe to fyghte ſometyme he deſy2edbys 
weary ſouldiours to take ſome payne fo) 
hin., and foꝛ their olone liues, ſometym 
be rebuked theyꝛ ſluggiſhenes. And il 
ny began to flee, he anone bzought then 
backe to the battaile, and reſloꝛed againe 
the fielde, whiche in diters places was 
ſlaked. At the laft, whe he ſawe no hel 
but that without remedy be muſt loſe tie 
fielde, not mindynge to line after 40 
great a ſlaughter,of his men and 9 
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des, whyche foz bys ſake vndertoke that 
bopage:he ranne his hoꝛſe with the ſpur⸗ 
res into the myddel of the Komatne bolt, 
there to declare the noble valoure of hys 
ſtomacke , of whome he was deſcended, 
lyke the ſonne of Amilcar , and bzotyer 
to Annibal, he valpantlpe foughte , and 
fightinge was ſlapne. Greate was the 
ſlaughter of rhe Carthaginenſes in that 
battaple:ſo that it was thought equall to 
the Komapues lofſe at Cannas, as well 
fo: the noumber of men ſlayne , as (dz 
the loſe of the capitapnes. There was of 
Aſdꝛuballes hoſte in this battayle ſlayne 
ir and fiftye thouſande men, and there 
were. v. thouſande and foure hundzed ta⸗ 

ken pꝛyſoners. The pꝛape at the ſpoyis 
was greate, both of golde and ſpluer, and 
alſo ot the Romatne pꝛiſoners, which be⸗ 
foze Aſdꝛubal had taken. Of wbyche K9- 
maine pꝛyſoners, there were founde a⸗ 
boue, titf, M. The Komaines loſte in this 
battaple almoſte. viii. M. men. On the 
mozowe wooꝛde was b:ought to Liuius, 
that thoſe frenchemen and Licures, wil 
the were lefte on liue at tbe battaile the 
day befoze, were ndw aſſembled together 
againe, and went away without tale 
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pitaine oꝛ kepin g good onder, ſo that thy 
might fone be al ſlaine, if he wolde ſende 
but one wyng of hoꝛſemẽ to purſue them, 
Hot fo ſapde Liuius, we will ſuffer ſom 
of onreennemies to eſcape, whyche ſhall 
remayne and be meſſangers , both ol in 
difkcnction of oure ennempes, and alſo 
our noble honour and p2oweſſe, 

Claudius Nero, the night aftcr the hat 
kaite foughten, departed with his compa 
ny agayne toward his owne campe, ma. 
king ſo muche haſte in his retourne, that 
the lirt day folowing he was come to his 
owne campe,and to the frontiers of bys 
ennemp Armiball, he made ſuche ſpede, 
that no meſſenger was come thither be 
foze bym, which had bzought any nelves 
of the vito.

At Rome alſo, whi newes were bꝛonglt 
of their pꝛoſperus ſucceſſe, ſuche top ws 
made, as tan not well be erp2efſed. 
For after Claudius dÞþartinge toward 


. dis telowe, from the lonne riſinge — 
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ſonne ſetting,the ſenatonrs neuer depar 
ted from the ſenate houſe: neither wente 
the citezens out of the market place. The 
matrones of the cytce were in continu⸗ 
all pꝛapers:ſo that with they2clamoure, 
pylgremages,and vowes, their goddes 
beere all werped, But whan the certain 
tee of the victozie , the greate cccaſpon of 
they> Mempes, with the death of the Cas 
pytayne, was bꝛoughte tbeym by the le⸗ 
gates of the conſulles : they: ſuſpended 
hope was ſodapnelye tourned into a pers 
fette tope, whicbe palled meaſure, Than 
began the marchauntes to bye, to ſell,ts 
pap,to reteiue, and to make all maner of 
contractes,as they were wonte to doe in 
time of peace, 
¶ Claudius the conſulle , retsurninge 
from the battatle, bꝛought with hym the 
bcade of Yaſdzuball : whyche at bys 
ſy;ſte comynge, be cauſed to be thzowen 
befoze the entree of Anmiballes campe- 
Þe alſo cauſed the Atkricanes, wht- 
the he hadde taken p2yſoners in the bat- 
taple, bounden as they were, to bee ſette 
beefoze hys tampe: to the entente bes 
ennempes mpghte ſee them . And fo2 the 
moze encreaſe of Anniballes _—_— | 
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te loſed two of his ſapde Atkricanes py 

ſoners, com:manndpnge theim to — 
Annibal, and io declare vnto hym, the 
der of all thynges as thep hadde ben 
doone in the battaile, where with he was 
fo ſtriken with ſoꝛow, both fo2 the loſſed 
fo greate noumber of men of his bꝛothen 
xx mie, as alſo foꝛ the loſſe of hys friends 
and familiars, that he ſayd, he Knew il

And alte 
ſent hym to Rome, to beare newes totix 
ſcnate of they} ſpede , wyth hymalſok 
ſent Hanno the capitapne of the Carthy 
ginenſes, and dyuers other noble pʒyl⸗ 
ners, that were befoze by them taken. 

Aldꝛubal the ſonne of Gyſgon:and q 
go the ſonne of Amilcar, deſpꝛouſe tore 
d:efſe theyz harmes. and to recouer they} 
loſſes, deſpꝛouſe to revzefſe they; harmed 
lofſes , gathered together of they: rien 
in Spatne,and ofhy2ed ſouldioures, 
huge armpe, to thenumber of. l. M. fool! 
men, and. iff. M. v. C. hoꝛſemen: n 
came to the towne of Silpia, where® 
the plaine fyeldes they pitched the 
" P.$ciplo,herpng of they2 greatinn 
pto, heryng of thep2 great oſt 
alſembled all bys — lrkewyſe: and! 
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wics, be ſente Silanus to Colchas, the 
kinge and ruler over. rrvit. cities and 
townes:of whom he had. fit. M. footmen 
and. v. C. boꝛſemen. He had in his army 
when he tame to Betula, xlv. M. ef hoꝛſe 
men and footemer. Certapne dapes aft ⸗ 
ter they2 meting there were ſktrmyſhes 
and iuſtes betwecne the hoꝛſemen and 
the lyght footemen of both the armpes. 
At the laſte they both deſcended into the 
fycldes with all they2 powers in good oꝛ 
der of battaple. The middel wardes kept 
the Nomaynes on the one ſide, and the 
Carthaginenſes and the Afcricanes on 
the other ſide: the wynges ol bath the par 
ties were of ſpaniardes and hyꝛed ſouldi⸗ 
durs. Thus ſtoode they ready: to da bats 
tayle, till it was nygbt , wptycnte ſircke 
firiking:e euen ſo they did certaine dayes 
kolowyng: So that cuer it was bzuted in 
both armies, that the middle wardes 
ſhould be ill of the Komaynes and Car 
thaginenſes, where the greatel ſrength 
was, and where that moſt noble and ers 
pert men of warre were:betwene whom 
alſo refted the cauſe and chiefe ground of 
the warre. Scipio beinge aduertyſed that 
bis enemies truſtedand beleued that tvis 
| " order 
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d2der ſtould be kepte ſtill in the battayly 
ug aynſt the dape, wherein he thoughtts 
fyght, he chaunged al his oꝛder. Ful in 
the cueninge befoze, he commaunded al 
his hoꝛſemen, befoze the dawning ofthe 
d ap to eate ſome meate, and then to ben 
med, and eucrpe one of them to hauchis 
hoꝛſe alſo made ready foꝛ the battayle. 
TH ich his cemmanndemente they dil 
gentit accopiiſhed. Then Stipio fb ſeone 
as the day appered,cauſcyal his hon 
with light armour, to inuade the ſation 
oꝛ campe of the Carthaginenſes: andhe 
with the reſt of his hole hoſte folowedin 
good arraye, but otherwiſe ozdcred, thet 
cither his enemies oꝛ his owne compary 
looked foꝛ. Foz he put his Romaincs in 
the winges, and in the middle he put al 
firanngers + hired ſouldiours. Aſdꝛubal, 
hearing the oreat noyſe of the Roman 
to:ſemen, with the ſodaine rumour and 
feare of his olwne men, ranne out of ys 
tente. and when he percepued all the leck 
des garniſhed w'th tis cnempes, he lei 
koꝛth anone his hoꝛſemen againſt the kf 
maine hoꝛſemen:and ſoone after he hin 
: ſelfe with all his footemen came fo2th0! 
da campe keping the ſame oꝛder 9 
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had done certapne dayes befo2e, without 
thaunging any parte thereof. The bats 
faile betwene the hoꝛſemẽ endured long, 


te but whe the hoſt of footemen were with- 
„uns mile together: ſctpto cauſed his hozſe 
nen to withdꝛawe thepm ſelues, whom 
u de deulded then in two parts, and tauſed 
" to ſtande behinde the two winges, to be 

ever readp foꝛ thep2 ayde and ſuccoure. 
; obe was bis middell wards moſle of 
i Spantardes: whom he comme unded to 


marche fozwards.,not faſt, but a ſcfi pace 
Then ſent he a meſſaunger to Sillanus, 
t Partius, who gouerned the left wing, 
charging them to make ſpede ſoꝛwardes 
en they2 partes, in like mancr as they 
ſawe him do, with the right wing, which 
he led him ſelfe, ſo 5 the winges migote 
be fyghung a good ſpace befoꝛe the mins ... 
dell wardes ſheulde mete. en this 02der 
they wente foꝛ wardes, ſpꝛeadinge thepꝛ 
wynges, and makinge a great boſome in 
the middel of their hoſte. Foꝛ the Spant⸗ 
ardes in the middel wente much ſofter 
pate then the winges: where by the win⸗ 
ges were alreadpe tome to ſtrookes an 
fonght a long (pace, befoꝛc that the Aifrt 
canes and Carthaginiles in who reſted 


it, the 
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the great ſtrength of they: enemies wen 
come ts any ſtrokc ſtriking. Againe, to 
bende to any part ot the winges to helpe 
they? felowes that fought, they durſt not 
leaſt they ſhoulde open they; battaple to 
they? ennempes whyche came directly 
vpon them. By this meanes the winges 
were anone ouercome, and dꝛiuen into 
the middel warde: and no meruaple. #0; 
the ponge and the hired ſouldioures of 
Spapne, were matched with the ſtronge 
and olde warrionrs of the Romaynes, 
and the latines. Agayne, Aſd2abals men 
were ſo ſodapnely taken in the mozninge 
that they had no time to recepue anye lu⸗ 
ſtenaunte befo2e the battaple. Whett- 
foe whan the day was ſomWhat ſpente, 
they wared faynt and feblc. And foz that — 
intent Stipio purpoſely tracted and y / u 
longed the tyme, befoze the middell war Þ 
des ſhould meete:to the ende the heate u 
the fonne towards the middel of the day) 
with thelong ſfanding in harneſs, 1 lach — 
or meate and dꝛinkes, ſhoulde take from 

the both their ſtrength + courage. Thos 
they being wearpe and aſſapled both be 
foe with the middel warde, and alſo on 
che ſides with the Komaine wn 
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were conſtrapned to recule. Whych they 
did a great while, keping ſtill good oꝛder 
inthey2 withdzawing:foz Aſdzubal con- 
tinually cried to them, and thereto exbo2 
fed them ſapeng: at they would by a litel 
and litell withdzawe them, they ſhoulde 
get the mountaines, which were at their 
backes:and then they ſhould be ſure oute 
ofthe daunger of theyzennemies, But 
at the laſte, ſeinge them ſelues ouercome 
and ſo many of theyz companpe ſlaine on 
Allpartes:their feare ouercame ſhame. 
Wherfoze with great laughter they ficd 
to theyz campe. The Romapnes purſued 
them faft, and had taken theyꝛ camp and 
tentes, hadde not a vehemente ftozme of 
rapne ſodainelpe come vpon them, wyth 
ſuch violence, that euerye man was glad 
— kette him to his owne tonte and Pa- _ 
ion. | 
| CThe Carthaginenſes although th 
nxght dꝛe we fat on the, beynge very ſoꝛe 
wounded and wet with the rayne(wher- 
by they hadneceſſarye occaſions of [lepe 
tre) pet were they ſo afrayed, that they 
ceaged not ſtil to ſtrengthen t to fo2tifye 
they campe with viches and __— 
Cyet athercd in all partes 
hep gathered . © 
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Pago and a fewe with him, and wen 
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the:truſting moze to the ſtrength thered 
then to their armour, Zhen many of the 
hyꝛed ſauldiours of the hofte of the Car, 
th:ninenſes lekte Aſdꝛuball, and camety 
Scipio. Diners ſtrong townes alſo wen 
deliuered vp to him: wyth all the gam 
ſons, which were left in the. Wherfox 
Aſdꝛuball thinkinge him ſclfe moze ſure 
by lleing then by his abidinge, ſecreteix 
departed kom thens in the nyght. 
¶ Scipio in the moꝛninge being aduert 
ſed of the departing of his enemies, ſent 
his hozteme befo2e:and he him ſelfe with 
his armpe ſodapnelp folowed them: Tn 
hozfemen at lengthe onertoke them, and 
made ſo many ſkirmiſhes with the, wa 
therby they were ſtayed till theyꝛ hole av 
mye of footemen ouertoke them. Lia 
was there great occiſion made of they 
wyth ſmal reſiſtence. And Aſdzubal wi 
vii. P. men with him, was fapne to lia 
to the nerte hye mountapne, where til 
encamped the ſelues, and were ſafefrol 
anpe daunger oꝛ burt that coulde be don 
them. Sone after he ſlipped from then 
and ſtale to the ſea, whicije was not fam 
of: her he toke ſhipping him ſeife, wi

parte of his menne be hinde him at thep: 
owne aduen ture, to pꝛouide foꝛ them ſcl⸗ 
nes. Parte ot them went tothe Roinans 
parte to ſuch cities as were then remap⸗ 
ninge in the dominion of the Carthagp⸗ 
nenſes. | 
Stipio, atter the dꝛiuing away of Aſdzu⸗ 
ball and his companye, willing vtterlye 
to erpeil all the Carthaginenſes oute of 
Opapne, laide ſpege to ziliturgus: which 
alter long trauail he wan with foꝛce, and 
cauſed his men to ſlea all that euer they 
found on lyue, man, woman, and chylde. 
And after they ſet the to bone on kyꝛe, and 
tbꝛewe do wne the walles to the earthe, 
that the place whych had bene the chicke 

eceptacle of theyꝛ ennemies, mpghte be 
tlearelpe defaced ,and the memoꝛpe ther⸗ 
df aboipſhed fo2 cuer. Frõ thens he went 
toward Caſtulo wyth his armie. 
The capytapne thercet᷑ fearynge the cru 
eltee of the Romapnes, yeld-d the towne 
to theym, wyth the Carthaginenſes aiſo

red. He ſent Q. Fabius Maxi. to Rem 
to the ſenatours, aduertiſing thẽ, that l 
thought the army which L. Poztiusfht 
pꝛetoꝛ had there, was ſufficient ynowgK 
fo2 the kepyng of that pꝛouince: Bo tin 
(if they thought it beſt)he and bis arm! 
mixhte well be ſpared there. To um 


the ©cnatoures aunſwered , —_ — 
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wylled hym to come hym ſelfe to Rome 
with bis armp, and that Claudius Nero 
his felow ſhoulde alſo mete him the ſame 
time at Nome, leaupnge hys hoſte wyth 
good capitaines to kepe the countrey till 
againſt Anmibal. 

Upon this decree of the ſenate the con⸗ 
ſulles w2ote letters eyther to other, and 
agreed, that lpke as they had wyth ons 
good wyl and minde gouerned and defen 
ded the cuntrep,durpge the tyme of they 
office:cuen ſo now thep ſhuld both at one 
time come into citee of Rome, although 
they came from dyners partes. Where- 
foze it was agreed, t hat whoſoeuer of the 
tame firſte to the citee of Pzeneſt,ſhoulds 
there tary the comming of hys felowe. 
Accozdpng to the appoinctemente, thers 
they mette bothe in one daye: and frome 
thenſe they ſente meCangers to the citee, 
deſpꝛynge the ſenatourg to mete them in 
the houſe of Bellona the goddes of war, 
the third day folowing. There were they 
reteiued with a great multitude bothe of 
ſenato2s and of citezens wyth goodlye (a 
lutacions and greate thankes fo2 ther:

Lin if 
us,t alſo becauſe Liuius armpwas come 
to Rome w him, where 2cro hys holle 
could in no wiſe be bꝛouaht thither, torr 
toe ſhould Liuius ride in a charpot , an 
his ſouldisurs in oꝛder to folow him: Þ 


ro ſhuld ryde by hym on hozſebacke with Þ 

out any of his ſouldiours to folowe hym. 

Claudius was contented to gyue the ho⸗ 

naur to his felow:bywhich his genttlncs 

be wan much the moꝛe honoare 7 p:aple: 

Foz euerye man ſayde of hem, that —

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ho:ſebacke in. vi. dates had rid den p legth 
of all Italpe, +4 had fought with Aſdzubal 
in the boꝛders of Fraunte, what time An 
mbal iudged him to be in Apulia. So that 
his onelyp name was able to kepe Anni⸗ 
bal lurkpng in his campe, and his onelye 
comming was the cauſe of the victoꝛp as 
gainſt a ſdzubal. wycrfoze(ſapd they)ride 
the one cõſul neuer ſo high in bis chariot, 
pet the otber cõſul, that rode but on hoꝛſe⸗ 

backe, was woꝛthp of the very triumph. 
Ve although Nero dyd go but on his fote 
ret was he woꝛthy of glozy and fame per 
petuall.

»/= (cript)ſatd,that in the declaract 
ono bis opinion he mighte be 
ſalpected to ſpeake of euel wil and enup: 
but it is not that do accuſe ſo great and 
ſonoble a man thereof, Althoug J do not 
percepue the ſame ſuſpicion as yet to be 
by bym ſutfitientlye eusyded, whether 
the dekaulte thereof be in the defazmitye 
of his 92acion;02 fo; lacke of good matter 
Jknowe nat; But this J well porcepue, 
that to auopde the cryme 02 ſaſpicton of 
enuye, he hathe ſo ertolled his owne ho⸗ 
noure, wyth the fam eof his noble actes, 
as though it ſhoulde not become him, oꝛ 
fand with his bonoz, to cõtend with me 
beinge but a childe vnder the age of hys 
ſonne. Conſidering the great offices that 
he hath bozne in the citee, whereby as it 
ſemeth, his meaninge is, that tbe deſyꝛe 
ef glozy ſhould be meaſured onely by the 
length of the life of man, and not ertendo 
to be had in perpetuall mcm92ye - wyth 
dur poſteritye. But this Jknowe wel. 
hat euerye noble heart hatbea couetous 
deſyꝛe to be equinalente in famous vcr- 
tue, not onelye wyth the age pꝛeſent, — 
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alſo with the people of al ages, both pal 
and pet to conte. And (onles J would diſ⸗ 
ſemble)trulp Q. Fabius, my will is not 
onelp to be equall vnto thee in renowne, 
but alſo to paſſe the in pzayſes,if J maye 
attaine therunto. Let nepther of vs both 
thinke,that none that ſhal come after vs 
ſhall be like vntovs. Foz that were a 
deſpꝛe of great hurt t hinderaunce,boths 
of our poſttritee, and alſo of the common 
welth,and generallpe of all mankynde. 
Furthermoze Fabius bathe remembyed 
the ieoperdies and perilles,that J ſhould 
enter into, by my gsinge into Atfrica, as 
though be were carefull both foz me and 
mine armpe, J meraaple greatlpe, from 
whens this louing care and thoughte fo; 
me is lo ſodeinly ſpꝛonge. Fo2 when my 
father and mine vncle were both flayne, 
and both their armies almoſte diſtroped, 
flaine,andcleane loſte, the Affricanes s- 
uerrunning the countrey with. ili. ſent 
rall hoſtes & capitaines :than woulde m 
man offer him ſelle to be a capitaine ul 
the Komaines in @paine; but onely 3. 
At which time, when the people of the ct 
tee made me gouernour beinge than bu 
FFilll, yeres olde, there was no * 5 
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whiche wolde remember my tender age: 
neither the power of our ennempes, the 
daungerouſnes of battaple , noz pet the 
late death and deſtruction of mp friendes 
in payne. Is there now in Africa aye 
greater armies 93 better capitaines, than 
vere than in Spaine: Nas mine age at 
that time moꝛe mete fo2 the warre, than 
ſt is now: oz is it greater matter to fight 
with our enemies of Africa in Spapne, 
than it is in Africa: As it is now eaſp to 
auaunce my ſelfe of. iiii.armpes of Car? 
thage, by me diſtroyed:after ſo manye ci⸗ 
ties taken by fo2ce , after ſo many? pꝛyn⸗ 
tes and wylde nacions ſubdued , and all 
Spaine won vnto the occean ſea , ſo that 
none apparence is lcfte there of any war: 
Likewpſe after mp victozyous retourne 
from Atkrita, it chalbc as caſie to ſet fozth 
the ouercommynge of all thinges, whych 
now be laide very terrible and dangerous 
only to the intent to kepe me ffil at home. 
Fabius demetb, that I ſhall baue ns ha⸗ 
uens oꝛ poates open fo2 me to enter + os 
alſo remembꝛeth the takynge of, B. Att 
lius Regulus in Africa, as thougbe.V: 
Attilius had his fall at his 1 _ : 
into that contre. Ea hero? tru baten 
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Hanens open and enter at his pleaſure, ye 
by the fpace of an hsle pere be dyd manye 
noble actes there: M home the Cartha⸗ 
ginenſes were neuer able of their oon 
power to ſubdue, til the ſecond pere after 
bis coming, and manp ot his hoſt ſlayne 
Whey ſent foz Tantippus capitaine ofthe 
Latedemontans, with bys power: by 
whome he was at lengthe auertrome and 
taken in dattayte. This example can no⸗ 
thinge feare me. Foz why ſhould J moze 
fcare to ſaple into Africa bycauſe of the 
taking of. M. Attilius, then J was afraid 
to ſaile into ſpaine after the death of both 
the Scippons : And Jtruſte Xantippus 
the Lacedemonien was not bone to bee 
mozeffoztunatc to the Carthaginenſes, 
then J ſhalbe te the Romapnes and te 
mine owne tountrey. The tale muſte be 
retited of the Athenienſes, howe fondely 
leauynge warre at home, they entred 
mto Africa: But wby doeſt thou not re⸗ 
berſe the biſtoy of Agathacles, kynge it 
the Spꝛacuſanes Who when his coun 
ttey of Sicilia had ben lõg troubled with 
warre bythe Carthaginenſes, he wyth 
bis hoſte ſayled over into Africa: where 
by he delynered hys one countrey fron 
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ſyarre , and tourned all to the defence of 
him, t bis power in Affrica. But to ſhe w 
the tom moditee of inuadyng of a foꝛepne 
countrepe , thereby to auopde icopardpes 
at home: what better eraumple can anye 
man reherſe.then of this Anniball-there 
isgreate dyfference betwene the ſyghte 
of bournynge and ſpoytynge of other 
mennes countreps ,and the ſighte of the 
deſtruction of thine owne cityes and re⸗ 
gions, Lhereis moze courage in à man, 
that offreth battaile, then in him that de⸗ 
fendeth. Lyttel-thoughte Annibal at bys 
fy:ft commpnge to Italpe.that ſo manye 
cittes and people wolde haue pelded them 
bnto him as did after the battaile at Can 
nas:much leTe-cauſe ſhall the Cartbagi⸗ 
nenſes haue of trufte oz hope in Africa, 
coſidering theyꝛ vntruthes to their neigh 
bours, and their owne pꝛoude and cr 
dominion ouer their ſubiectes. Me being 
fozſaken of our neighbours, haue mill ene 
dured all daungers by oure otone power 
and ſtrength. The Carthaginenſes haue 
no greate ſtrength of their we. Their 
power is in hyʒed ſouldyours ol — 
and Numidia, whoſe kichte tte t — 
legbte faythe , when they ſee 
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chaunge. It ve ſaffzr ma to depart henee; 
with ſpede, ye ſhall choztlye heare ofmy 
paſſage thither, and of the warre where, 
with J ſhal vere them. Ano then ſhall ye 
ſee Anniball make ſpede to departe from 
this countrep:and pe ſhall heare (oztely 
of the ſpege of Tarthage:not donbtynge, 
but that pe ſhall receiue gladder tidinges 
from Africa, then euer pe had fro me out 
of Spaine. Theſe hopes I doe concepue. 
Fyzfte of the foztune of this citee and pes 
ple of Rome. Secondlp, thzongh the truſt 
of the goddes, which are witneſſes of the 
truſe bzoken by them. Thirdly, that occa- 
(yon offered by Spphar and Paſſaniſſa, 
to whole pꝛomiſe and faith J wyl ſo'truſt 
that J wpl alſo be wel ware of they? falls 
hode and dyſceipte.

Licinius the conſull 
(whyles Jam ſailynge thyther) ſtap with 
ſs hoſt Hannibal, that is nowe of ſmall 
powver:alwell as thou. Q. Fabſtis, dyds 
delt laye hym, when he as a conquerour 
duertanne al Italp: It ſhal be a great ho⸗ 
noure to the Romaines, and an eternal 
lame amonge kynges and ſtraunge nacf- 
ins, that we haue the courage not onelyxe 
u dekend Italpe, but alſo to enter t make 
barre in Atfrica. What ſhame 1 be 
hen it ſhal be ſapde, that Hanntball en⸗ 
terpzyſed an atte, that no Romapne tapf⸗ 
fayne euer dur enterpꝛyfe? When con⸗ 
tencion was betwene vs and the Cartha 
ginenſes foz hitilia, oure nautes and ar⸗ 
myes oftentimes inuaded Atkrira: Howe 
when contencion is fo2 Italy betwene vs 
Affrica remapneth quiet in peace. But 
wow let Italpe take reſt, and be in peace 
which of longe time bath been vered. and 
let Africa an other ſeaſon ſuffer _ 
nyng, popling, and wadlpng. And he 
puiſſaunt Komapne armpe appꝛoch 
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fende dure ennemyes from oure ofvie 
alles. Let Africa bee from henſefozthe Yi 
the place of war. Let feare,flping,ſeing, 
waſtyng of ſieldes and other diſtructiong 
belonging to warre, be now tourned thi- 
ther, whyche by the ſpace of. xiui.peatei 
bath inneded our counteep, 

Alter this aunſwere of Scipio, greate 
firife and alteracyon was in the ſenate 
bouſe. At the laſte it was decrced , that 
Scipio, with tbyzty fhippes chuld go int 
Sicilia, and from thenſe at his pleaſore, 
vr he thoughte it moſte tonnenpente l 
the common welth, to ſaple ouer into Af 
 Frica:the other conſull to kepe war inthe 
countrey of the Ezutians agaynſte aun 
niball. Beſydes theſe ſhyppes, and the 

Romaine legions, which were appointed 
te Scipio, many cities and tountreps a 
lopnynge to Rome, willingly ayded hy 
with ſhippes, with. vii. thouſande ſorld 
durs, and all thynges necefſarye, of ther 


ane coſtes and charges . With whychs 
noumber be arrined in Sicilia, and then 
deupded them into companpes, appoit I erk 
tyng to euery company an hundzed mel p n! 
Among all whych noumber, he choſe ont 10 

thꝛe hundzed of the moſte balyante nn 
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«tive yonge men, that were without ar⸗ 
ur, whome he kepts euer aboute hym. 
Bat they kne we not ta what purpoſe be 
nente it. And an a daye be chole and na⸗ 
rd. ili. C. ot the moſt noble aud rpcheſts 

ge gentylmen of al Sicilia, whom he 

de, could ſaile with him into Aﬀeica, 
iſigning them a day at which they ſhuld 
apere befoze hum wyth they; hozſe and 
amoure, This commaundemente trous 
bled them ſoze, f to be ſo farre from home 
MY vith the labours by lande and by ſca,ſe- 
nod verp painful,not onely to theim, but 
u ta their friendes and kinſcfolkes. At 
the dap appoynted foz their retozne, they 
ame al befoze him, bzinging wyth theim 
bozies, harneis, and al things neceſſary.

did manpe noble actes ſoꝛ the aduaunce⸗ 
ment af the common wealth, Chen Scl- 
pio ſearched out ſuch ſouldiours as wars 
ted vnder Marcellus the conſull, at the 
binninge of Siracuſa, whom he choſe 
hiefclye : foz that he tudged theym to be 
expert in aſtaulting and ſcalinge of tow- 
nes and caſtelles. Foz than he imagined 
the winnynge of great Carthage. Sone 
after he ſet men a wozke to make ſhippes 
byth ſpeede, and to amende and to re⸗ 
papꝛe his olde ſhippes. TW hiche done, he 
ſent C. Lelius, with a good numbze of 
men into Affrica,to ſpople, robbe t waſte 
the ſea cotes : where he landed in the 
NMMghtc. and in the dawenyng of the day 
letting his men in good oꝛder, be ſpoxled 
the fp:1ves,difroped and ſle we manye of 
the 3ffricanes: whych loked litell fo2 any 
ſuch ſodayne tnnzſion , they hab fo lange 
totinued in pleaſure and caſe. The fame

The citczens 
of Carthage were then in a meruaplous 
f:are and penſikenes, beholdinge the ſo⸗ 
depne chaunge of fo2tune , that of late 
had iv aduaunted them, that thepꝛ army 
lape befo2e the gates of Rome:and then 
capitaines had almsft ſubdued all 3talye 
Nowe contrarpbiſe, they loked fo; none 
ether, but the ſpopling of thepꝛ countrey, 
and the beſleginge of Carthage by the 
Romatnes. Ul hen they conſidered theit 
helpe, they found theyꝛ citezens,and men 
of tycir owne countrey about the, weake 
and nothing mete fo2 the warre. Altheit 
ftrengtye was in hyꝛed ſouldiours from 
other partes of Affrica, and they were 
maueringe people, vntrewe and vnlled 
kaſt. They alſo rekened Syphar to be tut 
ned krom them by the ſecrete commun 


ſaniſſa was apparently become they2el 
nemie. Of Mago they had no tidinges ul 
bis remouing from Gene, and going i 


tation. that Scipio had wyth hym:t Bal 
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to Italp, to ioyne his hoſt with Annibels 
hofte:and the fame, and alſo the ſtrength 
of Annibali was waxed fapnt. 

When they had all hole tenſidered theyz 
wofull tate and condicion:then beganne 
the ſenatoures to counſapie and pꝛoupde 
fo heike in theyꝛ pꝛeſent neceſſitie. T hey 
maſtered they2 men, both in the citce and 
bithout. They byꝛed many ſouldtoures: 
Aﬀricanes, They vitayled their cytee: 
hey amended thep2 ſhippes, they pꝛouy/ 
ded harnelle g al other thy nges nedetull, 
Nye they were thus buſy, true titinges 
tame, that it was not the capttayne @cl- 
pio, that was arriued:it was Lelius that 
with tertaine thyppes and menne, Was 
come to robbe and ſpoiie the countrey ons 
lye, And that the greate reſt of the arniye 
was pet tn Sicilla. With itheſe newes 
they were ſome what comfozted : and the 
they deaiſed to ſende ambaſſadoures to 
Syphar, and to other pꝛinces about tbe, 
fo2 a ſure alfance and frendſhyppe- £ beꝝ 
lente alſo to Phillyp king of Bacedenlas 
Pompſyng bim great ſummes of monk? 
to innade eyther Itaſve 02 Sifi'l-; wry 
agreat hoſte. Into Jtatpe alto were Mie: 
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and Pago to ay Scipio in Jtalye, To 
Mago was iente.rrv. long ſhippes,bi.m 
footemen. vin. C. hoꝛſemen, and. vii. ele⸗ 
phantes, wyth great plenty of money, to 
hyꝛe mo mz in thoſe parties, willing him 
with all his ſtrength to remoue towards 
the cifec of Rome, and iopne his haſte | 
with Annibals. This pꝛeparation made 
the Carthaginenſes. 

TU hen the ſhippes of Carthage were ar 
riued at Gene, thep founde there Mago 
with his army and naup of ſhippes :who 
knowing the minde of the Carthaginen 
ſes, called b2foze him a great number of 
Frenchmen and Liguriens,vnto whom 
he ſyhewed, that he was ſente into thoſe 
parties, to purchaſe them libertie, and de 
liuer them from bondage, wherein they 
had long bene hojden. He declared alſofs 
them, hawe M. Lintus , + Sp, lutretius 
laye with thep2 twoo Romaine armies, 
not farre from them. The one in Beten 
the other tn Fraunce. Whoſe powers te 
reſyſt. he neded to haue a greate aſſ*nble 
of people. Then the Frenchmen aunſbos 
red. that their hartes +4 mindes were hol 
Ive to ſerue him therein. But they ſayde 
ther was an hoſte of Komaines alen, 
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in theyr countrey: whych if they dyd per⸗ 
teyue, that Mago were apded by theym, 
ele ⸗ they would incontinent waſte t deſtroye 
y, to they countrep, Wrherfoze they deſyꝛed 
him that the Liguriens myghte helpe him: 
ards who were nothing ſo nere daunger, and 
jaſte F they would painily helpe him with vitay 
les and all thinges neceſlarp, to the beſte 
i thep2 power, A hercunto the Ligurt- 
ens agreed, and deſpꝛed two monethes 
ſpace to aſſemble t take muſtcrs of ther: 
beſt ſouldiours. 
Marcus Lfufus, hearynge that Mago 
gathered together ſo greate a number of 
pesple: he remoued wyth his hoſte into 
Fraunce, and toyned him ſelfe to Sp.

Ohe complaynt ofthe Lucrenſes to the 
ſenatours of the crucll gouernaunct 
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uaple ofa Komapne armpe in 
Stffrica, wyth a (mall numb; 
. of hoꝛſemen came to Lelius, to 
whom he complapned much of the flow- 
nes ol Stipio, that he hadde not at that 
time bene in Ackrica, wpth his great po- 
lver, conſpderpnge the lowe ebbe that 
the Tarthaginenſes were b2ought vnto 
and alſo ſepnge that @ppbar was nowe 
buſped wyth warre wyth the painces ad- 
iopninge vnto him. Whom (he ſayde) he 
knews ſarelye,after that he had bꝛought 
his owne purpoſe to good effect, and had 
leiter to ſettle all his owne buſines, that 
then he woulde obſerne ns p2omyle 0} 
bonde,that he had beſore made to the Ro 
mans. So litle good faith he knewe to be 
in him. Zherefoze he deſp2ed Lelius fo 
moue and ſkpre Scipio, to make haſt thi 
ther, and he would not fatle(alchough he 
were dꝛiuen oz te of his owne realms) te 
mete with him ſoone after his landynd) 
with a good noumbꝛze bothe of hozſemen 
and of footemen. 

On the moꝛowe afrer, Lelings departed 
with his ſhippes loded with they2 pꝛakt,

Aſaniſſa hearinge of the arry⸗ 
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Alpio, to whd he declared the mynde and 
meſſage of BaſſaniTa. TN hereuppon he

at the lafte conſented to recenue the Ko- 
maines into the to wne.

t Che warres bet went the 
eruell rapine ot mens goodes, and ſpopi 
ling of temples, N hereof the citeſeng 
being wearpe, ſent meſſage of complaint 
to ſcipio the conſull. Mherupon he efte- 
ſanes came to Locras: where he haddeal 
theyꝛ matters debated, and at length pau⸗ 
nyſhed certapne of them by empaiſonmet 
and after departed, leauyng ſtyll. Q. Pie 
minius capitaine there, with no leſſe aut 
tozitee then he had befoꝛe. But after he 
departed, Pleminius willinge to eretute 
his malice ouer his enemies, put certain 
of them to cruel death:whych befozc had 
complapned of him to the con ſull. Bis 
ſouldiours alſo were afterward moꝛe cru 
ell and vnruip then they were befo2e, 
Fhcrofoze they ſente legates to Rome 
with grenons complapnte to the ſenate, Þ 
gi the manyfolde fniuryes . hurtes, and 
cruel! papnes, that they ſuffered: mute 
moꝛe by the Komapnes , then euer they Þ 
had by the Carthaginenſes. Whole Þþ 
complaynte beynge well and delybe- | 
rately berde in the ſenate , Quintus F&/ 
bius , replete with olde malice agaynſle 
Scipio, to let foꝛthe hys neglygente, in 
quired of the legates, whether they had 
neuer befoze that time ſhewed their cons 
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to the conſull Scipio. They aunſwered, 
that at their firſt complaint , he herde the 
matter, and then putting the tribunes in 
puſon, he let Pleminius goe at lybertee 


and put bym agapne in auctoꝛptee: al- 
, F thougho he was woꝛthye meꝛe punyſh⸗ 
it ment then the other. But at their ſeconde 
it tomplain te made to hym by their legates 


he was ſo baſted about the ſettynge foꝛe⸗ 
de wards of his ſhippes and men into Atfri⸗ 
it ca, that he could not attende to here oꝛ er- 
n amyne their matter.

Scipio hearpng of their commyng,caw 
ſed all his armpe to repapꝛe to Spꝛatuſe, 
Where be then lap:and alſo cauſed his na: 
ule of ſchippes, to be ſet foꝛthe and o2dered 
in all popintes,as thou ghe he ſhoulde the 
ſame dape haue fought with tbe Cartha⸗ 
ginenſes,both by water and land. Whi 
Pomponius and the other ambaCadours 
wert come, he gentilly and louinglpe re 
ceiued them. He fhewed them his armye 
on the land in array redy to fight:hys na/ 
upe alſo on the ſea , he ſhewed theim not 
only redy to battaile, but makyng a ſhew 
ok a fight in the hauen. Than led he them 
to his garners of coꝛne: and into hys ar 
moꝛpe and ſtoꝛe houſes of oꝛdinance and 
artillary, and all inſtrumentes of warte. 
Who ſeinge all his pzouiſion and 02der, 
were ſtriken with a great admiracyon of 
bim x his conduict:iudgyng that thꝛougb 
hys governance of his army, the Cartba 
ginenſes ſhoulde be ouercome : oꝛ elles it 
were neuer poſpble fo2 them to bee ſub⸗ 
dewed. Wherfoze deſpꝛynge the gown

o pꝛoſper wel his tourney, they departed 
from him, takynge theyꝛ waye to Rome 
vith great iope, as though they were go⸗ 
yng to bꝛynge tydynges to Rome of vic⸗ 
tozye, rather than to repozte the meruap⸗ 
oulc p2eparacyon towardes battayle, 
which they had ſeene in Sicilia. 
Whan they came into the ſenate honſe, 
they extolleo the fame and actes of Sci⸗ 
plo after ſuche ſoꝛte, that they ſente hym 
wo2de incontinente, to departe towardes 
Carthage, takynge with hym whome he 
woulde, leauyng bebynde hym foz the de⸗ 
fence of Sicilia certaine at his pleaſure.

the. fi. capytaynes bꝛake of theyꝛ tommu⸗ 
nicacton , and departed euerpe one to hys 
company, determining to trie the matter 
by battaileand to take ſuche foztune as 
the goddes wolde gene theim. 

As ſone as thep were come into they 
campes, they openly on both partes gaue 
commaundemente to they ſoldyours, to 
make them redp to fight nowe they: laſte 
battaile, whereby in caſe they dyd ouer⸗ 
come, they ſhuld haue felicitie, not foz one 
dape, but᷑ foꝛ euer. Fo2 befoze the nerte 
night, they ſhould know, whether Nome 
oꝛ Carthage ſhuld haue the ſuperpoꝛitie. 
And that not onelp of Italp o2 of Africa:

W hertoze Scipio, thinkinge, to put the 
citie of Carthage in feare on all partes: 
Syꝛtt ſet Lelius to rome, to beare newes 
of his victozpe: And then ſente Cn. Octa⸗ 
nius by land toward Carthage, with his 
army of hozſemen and fotemen. Whiles 
he, taking with hym both the newe naue 
of ſhyppes , bꝛougbte him by Lentuines, 
and alſo his olde nauie, went by ſea from 
Utica tolvardes the hauen of Carthage. 
He had but a while ſatled on the ſea, whe 
a ſhvppe of Carthage met hym, coucred 
all with white linnen clothe , and full of 
bowes of Oliue , in token of peate. In 
which ſhippe were r. embaſſadours of the 
pꝛinces of Carthage, ſente by the mynde 


of Anntball to deſpze peace * 
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this ſhyppe was come to the foꝛe parte of 
Scipios ſhippe, the couerynge was taken 
a wap, and the legates righte humbly re- 
quired him to extend his mercie and pitie 
vpon them.

Upon theſe condicpons, he agreed 
to geue them truce:ſo that they wolde de⸗ 
tpuer to him ont of hande al ſuche hulkes 
oꝛ ſhippes of burthen, with their freighte 
and implementes, whiche the Carthagy⸗ 
nenſes toke from theim, duringe the laſts 
tyme of truce , that he had befoze graun- 
ted them:oz elles they ſhould neither loke 
foz truce noz peace. ;

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Whan the legates were tome fo Car⸗ 


thage,thep werecommaunded to declare 
the ſame condicions of peace openlye be- 


foze the congregacion of the people theres 
vnto alembled, Agaynſte whiche condici⸗ 
ons one Giſgo,a noble man of Carthage 
ſpake very ſoze,and wold haue diſwaded 
the people from the takinge of peace. To 
whoſe-ſatynges manp of the vnrulp mul- 
titnde gaue good audience. But Anntþal 
being therwyth greatly moued, wente to 
him,# with foꝛce dzewe him downe from 
his plate. W hych bis violente facion had 
not ben vſed bekoꝛe in that citie, and was 
thought of dyuers to be contrarye to cht: 
liberty of thepzcitie: where befozc al peo. 
ple had free lebertie to ſpeake thepz opti # 
ons: Anniball beynge vſed to the facpors 
of the warres , moze than to the peaſpbt's 
ple of the citie:remembayng the libertce's 
thereof,ercuſed his rudeneſle in this m4 {- 
ner. Vl han J departed from thys clf#(;s 
3 was but. ix. peres olde , whpcb is now 8 
rrrol. yeares agon:duryng whyche tem? 
I haus ſufficientlre knowen and bene in. 
firucted in al feates of wat, 


dy the chaunces of fortune; 
n A berfoze bein 
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dyſuſed ſo longe ſpace from the lalves, 
maners,and cuffomes of the citpe » als 
though J do foꝛgette the liberties «4 vſes 
thereof, J am the leſſe to be blamed. 
Thus after he had ercuſed his follye , he 
perſwaded the people to the takynge of 
peace,and howe neceſſarye it was nowe 
foꝛ theym, and alſo howe reaſonable the 
conditions were, conſidering their pzeſet 
eſtate. To whyche his perſwaſions the 
greateſt parte of the multitude agreed, 
and the reſpfters againſt it, were greatly 
blamed. The greateſt doubt was, howe 
thep myght make reſtitution of that that 
was taken from the Komaynes in the 
tyme of the truce, Fo2 all was ſpoyled 
and gone, neyther knewe they, who had 
thepm, onelpe the ſhippes and hulkes re⸗ 
mapned. 

¶ But in concluſfon, woꝛde was ſente as 
gapne to Scipio, by the ſame legates, 
that they woulde receyue his condicions 
of peace. And Where they could not 
knowe, who hadde the goodes that were 
in the hulkes, they would pape therefoꝛe 
at his owne iudgement. The vellelles 
and men ſhould be reſtoꝛed. 

Chus was the truce geuen to the * 
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dr Carthage faz thzee monethes, wyth a 
rommanndement, that durpng the tyme 
of truce, they ſhould ſende embaſſadours 
to no plate, but onelpto Rome. And in 
caſe that anpe embaſſadours were ſente 
frome anye place to Carthage, that ther 
ſhould in no wyſe depart from thens, vn⸗ 
till the Romayne capitaine were aſcer 
tapned what they were, and what was 
the cauſe of theyꝛ comminge, 
¶ Soone after loent the legates of Car⸗ 
thage to Rame: with whom were ſents 
C. Ueturius Philo, O. Martius Balla, 
and Lucius Scipio, bꝛother to Þ, Scipio 
the Romayne capitapne. 
When they were tome thither, L. Qetu⸗ 
rius Philo declared, haue Scipto hadde 
foughten wyth Anniball, ano cuercome 
the Carthaginenſes, to they? beter cons 
fuſpon, making nowe an ende of the dols 
full longe warre, that has bene be:wene 
the Komapnes and the ym. And that alſo 
Mermina, the ſonne of Syphar. with his 
wer, was beaten and oucrcone. Of 1 
hiche newes the ſenacours being mer⸗ 
naplous iopfull, tommaunded h mm 10 P 
blyſhe the ſame gladde tioynges to the

hole multitude of ty Pp, Tube 
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Why making great iope, gaue thankes 
fo; the victoꝛp to the goddes, Then were 
the legates of Carthage bought into the 
ſenate. And when the ſenatours behelde 
the age, the dignitpe, and the grauſtye of 
the ambaſſadonrs (who were of the moſk 
noble men of the citye of Carthage) then 
they iudged, that they entended plapnelp 
and ſincerelpe to entreate of peace. 

Among other of theſe nobles of carthage 
there was one Aſdꝛuball, called Hedus, 
ene of the chyefe of theim, both in aucto⸗ 
ritye and in nobilitpe: who was ener de⸗ 
ſpꝛous of prace, and helde muche agapnft 
Anniball and his affinitye, This Aſdꝛu⸗ 
ball ſapde, that a fewe conetons perſons 
of the citie were culpable fo: this warre, 
and not the comminaltie. Dome faultes 
whyche were lapde to theym, he ercuſed: 
ſome other he coniclſed, leaſt by the deni⸗ 
eng of all, he myght be the wozſe herd of 
the ſenate. Zhen he perſwaded the ſena- 
foures to vſe they? pꝛoſperous fo2tune 
gentiily,and in due temperaunce,p2ofel- 
ling euer, that in caſc the Carthaginen⸗ 
ſes woulde haue folowed the mindes of 
hym, and of Hanno, takynge the tyme 
when it was offered ; that they had "eo 
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the gyuers to other of peace, vppon ſachs 
conditions as they were nowe gladde ts 
take at others handes. But (ſapd he it is 
but ſeldome ſeene, that good foztune and 
a good minde be geuen bothe at ones to 
men. The cauſe of the conqueſtes of pou 
Ro mapnes euer chyefelye bath bene, toz 
that in p:oſperity pe haue had the remem 
bꝛaunce to conſult of thynges to come. 
And poure emppꝛe hathe beene moze ens 
creaſed by gentylnes and fausur ſhewed 
to nations, whome pe haue vanquythed, 
than it hath bene by the bictoꝛyes gotten 
of them. | 
After that Annibal had finiſhed his oꝛa⸗ 
tion, the other ambaſſadours made much 
moꝛe lamentable pꝛopoſitions, bewap⸗ 
linge the miſerable fall of the ſtate of the 
Carthaginenſes, who boing the greatelt 
loꝛdes in honour of the wozld, wer nolbe 
tonſtrapned to abyde encloſed within the 
walles of the citye, hauing _— * 
that they myghte clapme pꝛopꝛetpe ot. 

ET — ke onlye citie they helde 
but vpon the goodnes and fozbearprg of

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woꝛdes, the ſenatours vninerſallye were 
fally inclined tc peace. Then one of the 
ſenatours ſpake oute with loude vopce: 
If peace be graunted to the Carthagt- 
nenſes, by what godtes ſhal they \weare 
and make peate, when thep haue bꝛoken 
pꝛomiſe, t deceiued the goddes, by whom 
they ſware, whe they laſt toke peace with 
vs: To whom the ſayd Aſdzubal anſwe⸗ 
red,cue by the ſame gods wil we ſweare 
who be ſo angry, and are reuenged on vs 
that bꝛake our laſt truſe and lcage, Peres 
upon al the ſcnatours and the commons 
being incitned to peace, determined, that 
by the aduſſe of. x. legates of Rome. 19. 
Scinio ſhould make with them the peace 
vppon ſuche conditions as to him ſemed 
bet. The legates were named, c made 
them redy fs depart with the Carthagy- 
nenſes. Fo2 the which the ambaſſadours 
gane great thankes to the ſenate, of their 
goodnes to them heiner: deliringe them 
bel oꝛe thep2 departinge, to licence theym 
to entre the cꝛtye, and to viſite certaine of 
their frendes and kinſemen, that wcre 
kept in the citpe. as pꝛpſoners, whychre- 
queſte was graunted them.

Hus ended the warres betwen 
tte uomapnes and the tartha⸗ 
L Zh ginenſes, moꝛe gentilly than it 
was thoughte it ſhoulde haue 
done. Foz Scipio diners times after re⸗ 
poꝛted, that the couetous and hygh mind 
fyzſt ol Claudius Mero, and after of Cn. 
Coꝛnelius, deſpꝛynge both the honour of 
the victorye of Carthage, was the cauſe 
that the citye of Carthage was not vtter 
Ive diſtroped and waſted. 
After the ſayd peace thus taken, the mo 
nep whyche ſhould be pzeſentlye papde to 
the Komaynes was very greuous to the 
Carthaginenſes. Whoſe ſtocke and com 
mon ſubſtaunce was bekoꝛe greatly wa- 
ſted by reaſon of the long continual wars 
res. Wherfoze at the leuyeng of the ſapd 
ſumme of thepz pꝛiuate ſubſtaunce, great 
lamentacion and wepinge was made in 
the cite. TA hiche Anniball beholdpnge, 
could not foꝛbeare to laughe. Mhereat 
Aldꝛubal Hetus toke great indignation 
rebukyng him, toz that he (being the ve⸗ 
rp 
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rye oꝛiginall cauſe of all thepz ſozowe) 
in the common mournynge ot the citpe, 
thoulde ſo laughe. Thercunto Anniball 
aunſwered: If pe myghte beholde the in⸗ 
warde thought of my mynde, as ye maye 
the ontward apparente countenaunte of 
my face, ye ſhoulde percepue this laugh- 
ter not to come of anp iope of the hearte, 
but of a madneſſe and a frencſye. Ne uer⸗ 
theleſſe this my laughter is not ſo inoꝛ⸗ 
dinate, noꝛ cometh not ſo out of tyme, as 
poure teares do. Fo2 you ſhoulde haue 
wepte, when poure armonre was taken 
fro pou, ⁊ pour ſhips bourned befꝛe your 
eles:t when your liberty of making war 
res with any ſtraunger (but onely by ly⸗ 
cence of the Komapnes) was taken from 
pou, whezein reſted your chiefe vndoing 
and greateſt fal. But ye fele no hurt one- 
leſſe it touche your puuate wealth. 

The great hurte ol the common wealth 
pe nepther fele noꝛ regarde. N hen your 


ennemies had the great ſpoyle, after the 


victoꝛp had, and when Carthage remar⸗ 
ned alone, and naked without armout N 
defence, amonge ſo manye armed men a 
Africa: then no man wepte no2 mor 


ned, But now, when ye mull pay os = 
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bute of pour owne pꝛiuate goodes, euery 
man wepeth,as ye would do at the burp⸗ 
eng of al pour fredes. J feare it ſoꝛe, that 
ve ſhal ſhoꝛtlye percepus, that you wepte 
now in your leaſt harmes, and the wozlt 
to be behinde. 

T hen the peace was thus concluded, be 
twene the Komaines and the carthagp⸗ 
nenſes, Scipio callinge his people toge⸗ 
ther, beſides that he reſtoꝛed vnto Paſſa⸗ 
niſſa, his fathers kingdome, he alſo gane 
him the citye of Cyatha , and other tow- 
nes and groundes that he had wonne of 
Spphar. Afterward he cauſed Cn. Octa 
nius,to deliver toen,coznclius,the newe 
con ſull, his naupe that he bꝛoughte into 
Sicilia Then cauſed he the embaſſadoꝛs 
of Carthage to go towards Rome, there 
to haue all thinges confp2med by the auc 
tozitye of the ſenate, wbych he by the auc 
toꝛitite of the Romayne legates had be⸗ 
fo2e concluded with them. 

Thus al thinges being at peace, both by 
ſea and by lande, he with his armpe toke 
ſhyppinge, and ſapled ouer into Sicilia, 
and from thens into Italpe, where he 
was met by the mẽ of the countrey with 
Yreat honour and iope:ſo glad was eue⸗

place. where he befoze had apointed hys 
hoꝛſes to mete him and from thenſe with 

ſpede he wente to a caſteil of hys owne by 

the ſea ſyde, where a ſhip of Italye away- 

fed fo2 hym , appopnted fo2 the ſame pur⸗ 
pole. In which ſhip he ſailed from Affrica 

and arryued the ſame daye in the Ile of 
Circina, makinge moze dole all the waye 

foꝛ the harde chaunces that were happed 

to hys countrepe , then he dydde foꝛ hys 

obone euyl foztune . In the hauen of Cir⸗ 

cyna he found many ſhyppes laden wyth 
marchaundiſe, and at his landyng, great 

reſoꝛte of people of the ile came vnto him, 
ſaluting him, and making of his coming 

greate iope. Anniball fearynge , leſte 

ſome of thoſe ſhyppes in the night ſhould 

depart from the hauen, and ſhew in Akri 

ta, that they badde ſene hym in Circyna: 

He denyſed to make a ſolemne ſacrifice, ; 
and a great feaſt, to the whiche he bad all | 
the mavſtcrs of the ſhyppes that were in ; 
the hauen, and all the marchauntes that 
wereun the ſame. Ind foꝛ that y wether 
was very hot (being about the modes ay 
fommer)he cauſes al p ſailes of the = 
Lith the croffe waſtes, whervato ya 
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be faſtened, to be all bꝛought on lande. 
NM herwith he made pauilions and boy» 
res, to defende them from the vehemente 
heate of the ſonne, while they ſouped on 
the ſhoze. The feaſt was ſumptuous , as 
the tyme mighte ſerue thereto, and was 
kept verp ſolempnelp. There was wyne 
great plenty, wherwith many mere dꝛun 
ken and heup headed. The bankerte was 
allo purpoſely pzolpnged, ty! it was farre 
in the night. Then fell the marchanntes 
a llepe, with the mayyners alſo. TW hiche 
Anniball eſpipnge, thoughte he had then 
good time to mocke them, and taking his 
ſhippe, ſecretip departed, leaupnge theim 
faſte on ſlepe. On the moꝛo we, when the 
marpners aroſe with henys heades, they 
caried thepꝛ ſaples and other tackelinges 
agapne to the ſhippes, pꝛeparyng al thin- 
ges redy. But oꝛ they mygyte bꝛynge ail 
to paſſe, they ſpente a good parte of the 
nerte dape. 

On the moꝛob after the departinge of 
Anniball from Carthage, hys friendes, 
that vſually reſozted to his company, af- 
ker that they could not finde him,no2 here 
of hym, they gatbered a greate multitude 
of the citie together in the market place.

And alſo that he ſhuld 
not medle in Grece: but howe and wyere 
he ſhuld moue this warre, he was not de⸗ 
termined. Hanniball was greatiy in hys 
fauour, chietlp foꝛ that he thought hym 
an experte man # a mete counlaploure in 
his affaires againſt the Romaines Han 
nibal euer was of the opinion, v he ſhuld 
make warre in Italpe, fo2 that the coun⸗ 
trey of Italy is able to furniſh an army of 
bytayles and all thynges neteſſarpe, ⁊ al- 
ſo of ſouldiours, it he ſhould haue nede of 
men of armes at any time.

C After whiche diſcomkiture, Antiochus 
with Annibnll,and his mal noumbze of 
men that were lefte him at the battaple, 
came to the ſea, x toke ſhipping t came to 
Cpbeſns, where he remayned, thinking 
bim ſelfe there to be ſure out of the daun 
ger of the Romayns. And that he was 
erſwaded to beleue, by many that were 
baute him, gladde to pleaſe his minde: 
as many ſuch diTemblers haue bene and 
al be daplp about great pzynces. But 
onelp Annibal adupſed the kynge, to pꝛe 
pare for the commyng of the Romapnes 
ſapeng that hemaruaiied moꝛe, that they 
were not alreadpe arrtued, rather than 
theyz comming might be loked foz.

C Not longe after this beginning of the 
warres in Greece,L.Coznelius Scipio, 
and C. Lelius were choſen conſalles. 

Scipio Affrt- 
tanus offered the ſenate, that (i caſe thei 
would graunt his bzother, L. Scipio the 
tonntrey of Greere fo2 his pouinte: he 
wonld gladlye take the papne to go wyth 
him in bis isurnep. Whereunts the ſes 
nate agreed, geupnge him alſo further 
anctozitye,to go into Aſia, if be thoughte 
it erpedient, Sayenge,they would nowe 
pꝛoue, whether Antiochus ſhuld be moze 
Holpe by the counſaile of Annibal, which 
was befoze banquiſhed:o2 tbe Romayne 
conſull and his army by the helpe of Sci⸗ 
pia, that had befoze made the greate cans 
queſte in A tfrica. The armies + ſhippes 
were made readye,tthe canſull arryued 
in Grece where ſone receyuing many the

T. Dumtius Fla- 
minius was lent from Rome to the king 
che wing him, that the ſenatours thought 
he dealte not fryendly wpth them, to kepe 
in his realme theyꝛ great and capytal en

Fo: theſe ſmall cauſes was he cal⸗ 
led befoze the Senate, t as though he had 
ben a meane perſon, put to anſwere with 
ertrimitpe: without faudure /o haupnge 
anye reſpecte to hes noble getes, done 
foꝛ the commen weale. A hyche ingraty- 
tude he toke ſo diſpleſantlye , that depar⸗ 
ting out of the court, he wet into the coun 
trepe,to the towne of Lvtarne, where he 
dwelled as long as he lpued, exilinge him 
ſelfe from Rome fo2 euer. And at hys 
death, he commaunded his body to be bt 
ried there alſo:that his bones mighte not 


reſt in his vnkinde countrey.
